CAMPBELL RIVER — Consumer Services Min¬ 
ister Rafe Mair said here he wouldn’t be surprised if 
the government takes another look at new ferry rates. 

He was speaking to dele¬ 
gates attending the Associa¬ 
tion of Vancouver Island Mu¬ 
nicipalities convention Friday 
night, responding to strong 
criticism of the rate increases 
which will double and in some 
instances triple tariffs June L 

In a 30-minute question and 
answer period delegates said 
the increases would adversely 
affect the tourist industry 
and. through higher freight 
rates, jack up the cost of liv¬ 
ing. 

Later Mair told a group of 
delegates he expected the re¬ 
view would take place before 
June 1. 

Several delegates said the 
government should demand 
the same federal subsidies for 
B.C. Ferries that are given in 
eastern provinces. 

Mair. who conceded the 
ferry rates “are going to hurt, 
make no mistake about that." 
was constantly jeered, but in 
the end was given a standing 
ovation by delegates for his 
“show of courage in coming 
here tonight.*’ % 

Aid. Margaret Robertson of 
North Cowtchan was one of 
many delegates criticizing the 
Social Credit administration 
for. failing to live within feder¬ 
al price guidelines. 

The alderman told Mair: 
“Go back to Victoria and tell 
them tthe government) that 
although we live on an island 
we are still part of Canada, 
and damn proud of it.’’, 

Courtenay alderman Ronald 
Webber told the minister that 
already Islanders were facing 
food price increases because 
of higher freight rates, al¬ 
though the new ferry rates 
don’t start until June 1. 

Mair agreed with delegates 
who claimed the ferry system 
was part of the Trans-Canada 
Highw-ay network.

oil plan 

OTTAWA (UPD—By June 30 
Canada will have completed a 
plan designed to protect the 
nation against any eventual 
pe’trofcum embargo. Eergy 
Minister Alastair Gillespie said 
Saturday. 

One clement <»f the plan be¬ 
ing considered could, in the 
event of an embargo, protect 
Montreal the largest consum¬ 
er of foreign crude — through 
a 200-day foreign petroleum 
drought, he said.» 

Gillespie said In an inter¬ 
view with the Standard 
Broadcast News, “this plan 
has been drawn up over a 
period of. I suppose, the last 
12 months. 

*‘It will be completed by 
June the 30th of this year and 
will be put on the shelf so that 
if we are faced with such an 
emergency, we can get going. 

“It would be tough but part 
of the strategy, an important 
part of the strategy, is to pro¬ 
vide a degree of self-reliance 
in the event that there was 
another major interruption. 

“We talk about energy pre¬ 
paredness. There are certain 
opportunities such as the 
played out iron ore mines in 
Newfoundland, where we 
could store a hundred million 
barrels of oil. 

“There is of course the oil 
still in the ground in the west. 
There are a number df ways 
it can be done, rationing of 
course. 

“We have a complete plan 
ready in the event that there 
is a major interruption again. 
This is what the emergency 
supplies allocation board has 
been working on.” he said.

6-cent rise? 

OTTAWA (UPI) - Energy 
Minister AJastair Gillespie 
hinted Saturday that the fed¬ 
eral government's planned in¬ 
crease in the domestic price 
of crude oil may be $1.35, 
-from the current $8 per bar¬ 
rel. 

The hike would raise the 
price of a gallon of gasoline in 
Canada by six cents, he said. 


Bust, marshal rank 
build Brezhnev cult 


MOSCOW (UPI) • The So- 
viet Union elevated party 
leader Leonid Brezhnev- to the 
nations’ highest military rank 
Saturday and displayed a 
statue of him for the first 
time. 

The official Tass news 
agency said the presidium of 
the nation’s parliament pro¬ 
moted Brezhnev to the rank 
of marshal of the Soviet Un¬ 
ion—the first. Soviet lender so 
honored since the late dictator 
Josef Stalin. 

In making the announce¬ 


ment. Tass also disclosed that 
Brezhnev. 69. served as chief 
of the Soviet defence council, 
a post that makes him do 
facto civilian commander of 
the armed forces. 

At the same time ; Tass said 
Soviet officials and war veter¬ 
ans gathered in Brezhnev's 
home town of Dneprod¬ 
zerzhinsk in the Ukraine and 
unveiled a bronze bust of the 
party loader. 

Brezhnev himself was ab¬ 
sent from the ceremony. 


New tremors felt 
as toll reaches 740 


GEMONA (AP) -- Fresh 
tremors rolled through north¬ 
east Italy Saturday as thou¬ 
sands of rescue workers sifted 
through the rubble of fallen 
buildings with bulldozers and 
bare hands in search of earth¬ 
quake victims. 

The official death toll rose 
to 740. (See also Page 37.) 

Authorities in Venice said 
some art works suffered dam¬ 
age in Thursday’s quake 62 
miles away. Culture Minister 
Mario Pedini said the condi¬ 
tion of castles. palaces, 
churches and art works in the 
Udine area, northeast of Ven¬ 
ice. is “most worrisome.” 

Rescue workers continued 
pulling the dead and the liv¬ 
ing from the ruins of dozens 
of communities. 

Thirty-nine aftershocks 
were recorded, but the latest 
ones were light and caused no 
damage except to already 
cracked buildings. 

Premier Aldo Mono flew to 
Udine and met with mayors 
of stricken towns to discuss 
relief measures. The govern¬ 
ment said that all workers 
who lost their jobs in the 
quake would he paid up to 90 
per cent of their wages out of 
Ihe national unemployment 
fund.

priests in his diocese to sell 
ehurch jewels and other valu¬ 
ables to raise funds. Art 
works w-ere not for sale, how¬ 
ever.

The 43-year-old valedictorian 
was telling his teachers and 
fellow students that he was 24 
years late in taking his 
classes. 

"Do you want to know 
where I was when I was 19?” 
he asked the group. 

‘Right down the hall, serv¬ 
ing my first sentence here. 


There wasn’t any university 
program in those days." 

The University of Victoria 
academic ceremony was 
being held Friday in the max¬ 
imum - security B.C. Peniten¬ 
tiary. -and it was the first time 
in a year that an outside 
group had been allowed inside 
the penitentiary to meet se¬ 
rially with prisoners. 

Frank Guiney told the 
group that he was grateful to 


those in the university pro¬ 
gram. but not to.the prison. 

"As a prisoner. I loathe this 
prison and all the prisons it 
represents.” he said. 'Prisons 
produce litlle else than prison¬ 
ers. 

"The prison existence trains 
people to think like prisoners, 
to act like prisoners and to 
react like prisoners. This is 
the deadly paradox that soci¬ 
ety has set for itself.' 4 


The university program has 
been operated by Victoria 
staff for the last four years, 
assisted by Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity professors* UVic his¬ 
tory department chief Dr. 
John Money told the Colonist. 

One of many UVic profes¬ 
sors who went to the mainland 
prison several times a year 
during the program, he found 
the experience rewarding. 


He also found that “prison¬ 
ers are at least as bright as 
people outside; 'this was ev¬ 
erybody’s observation." 

Mixed classes for prisoners 
are also’held at Matsqut me¬ 
dium-security correctional in¬ 
stitute nearby, with instruc¬ 
tors from various UVic de¬ 
partments taking part.

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General strike climate 
building up—B.C. Fed

An ugly mood, blamed on 
both national and provincial 
circumstance*, may be carry¬ 
ing B.C. toward a general 
strike, |ihe Colonist was told 
Saturday. 

Several labor leaders see 
the possibility, although they 
don't necessarily agree on 
what form it would take. 

The claim is that the mood 
hag been set by the fight over 
wage controls and that the 
"trigger might well he 
pulled” if provincial Labor 
Minister Allan Williams 
doesn't withdraw plans to ban 
strikes on^B.C. Railway. 

"There is a very broad feel¬ 
ing of frustration among the 
trade labor movement gener- 
aUy,” B.C. Heideration of 
Labor president George John¬ 
ston said in an interview 
from Vancouver. 

"It has been motivated up 
to now by the so-called wage 
control program of the federal 
government 

"The mood is one of pre¬ 
paredness to take a major 
form of protest — one that 
could be a general strike — 
because of the injustice of the 


Anti-Inflation Board regula¬ 
tions,” Johnston said.' 

"It, may well be that the 
catalyst that would bring 
about a general strike in B.C. 
would be Bill 22.” 


Bill 22 is the legislation in¬ 
troduced last week to place a 
four-year ban on strikes by 
any of the several unions 
dealing with the BCR. 

Johnston said the federal

vote for national link 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Members of the B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees Union have 
voted 60 per cent in favor of 
the union’s affiliation with the 
National Union of Provincial 
Government Employees, 
BOGEV general secretary 
John FYyer said Saturday. 

The results of an April ref¬ 
erendum counted Saturday, 
were 10,865 In favor, 7,327 
against, Fryer said. 

Provincial employee organi¬ 
zations in Alberta. Saskatche¬ 
wan. Manitoba and Prince 
Edward Island have also 
voted to join NUPGE, es¬ 
tablished with approval of the 


Canadian Labor Congress. 

The Newfoundland Associa¬ 
tion of Public Employees will 
vote on affiliation later this 
year. 

NUPGE's founding conven¬ 
tion. to be attended by 35 
BGGEU delegates, will be 
held in Quebec City May 
14-15. 

NUPGE will serve as a na¬ 
tional voice for provincial em¬ 
ployees and provide technical 
assistance and exchange of 
contract Information among 
affiliates, which will retain 
full autonomy in their sepa¬ 
rate contract negotiations 
with provincial governments.

Professor Douglas Ayers, 
program co-ordinator, told the 
group that despite problems 
faced by prisoners, there will 
possibly be prisoners with full 
university degrees within the 
next year. 


Among the problems has 
been closure of the peniten¬ 
tiary several *fim#e during the 
past year during hostage-tak¬ 
ing incidents. When the prison 
shuts down, all activities, in¬ 
cluding classes, stop.

"thrown down the gaunflet 
and the trade union move¬ 
ment has to pick it up." 

The federation represents 

250,000 B.C. unionists. 

Some other union leaders 
Interviewed Saturday night 
saw a general strike coming 
abxit in piecemeal fashion and 
•not on a uniform basis. 

"I would be more Inclined 
to think it would be spurred 
by government worker* in 
B.C., and not those working 
on the railway,” one labor of¬ 
ficial said. 

"Take* the plight of the 
ferry workers and the rest ci 
the government workers in 
doubt of their future. It could 
start there and spread.”

Sometimes tttr. system of 
milk ducts can be felt as a 
thickening.

From your letter I gather 
your "thickening” was noted 
in 1973. Three years i* much 
too long a period to go without 
a breast examination, espe¬ 
cially where an irregularity 
exists, as in your case. While

a thickening, such as de¬ 
scribed above, is not malig¬ 
nant, changes can occur and 
they must be watched for. 

So it would be wise for you 
to have a check-up, including 
a mammogram (x-ray) of the 
breasts. 

Dear Dr. Thostesnn: I have 
emphysema and asthma and 
have been taking prednisone 
tablets for a period of 10 
years. My doctor has paised 
away, but I have continued 
taking them just as he pi'e-* 


scribed them. Can this be 
harmful? 

My blood pressure Is 150 
over 100. Would this medica¬ 
tion affect this presuril?^ 
M.P. 

Prednisone Ls a steroid drug 
commonly prescribed for res- 
priatory problems, as asthma 
and pulmonary emphysema. 
It has apparently been helpful 
to you for all these years. 
However, this does not mean 
that it is always going to he 
so. or that the dosage might 
not have to be adjusted at 
some time. 

It is a type of medication to 
be administered with periodic 
observation. One side effect 
can be fluid retention, and 
with your slightly higher than 
normal blood pressure, this 
would he something to watch 
for.

He said he will insist that 
FBI agents perform accord¬ 
ing both to the spirit and to 
the letter of the law.

Aldrin, other dignitaries 
make alcoholism public 


WASHINGTON fUPI) — 
Former astronaut Edwin 
(Buzz) Aldrin Jr. acknowl¬ 
edged publicly for the first 
time Saturday that he became 
an alcoholic after his historic 
1969 flight to the moon, and fi¬ 
nally stopped drinking only 
last August. 

Aldrin was among 52 public 
figures who appeared at a re¬ 
markable, emotion-filled news 
conference sponsored by the 
National Council on Al¬ 
coholism and identified them¬ 
selves as recovered alcohol¬ 
ics. 

Most of them — like Aldrin 
— stepped forward after 
months or years of anonymi¬ 
ty. Their purpose, they said, 
was to. help remove the stig¬ 
ma of alcoholism and show 
other victims — the NCA es¬ 
timates the number at 10 mil¬ 
lion Americans — that al¬ 
coholism is a treatable dis¬ 
ease. 

"It’s a great day for all of 
us,” said a smiling Dick Van 
Dyke, the. television enter¬ 
tainer, who testified he once 
drank so heavily he "simply 
could not work.” 

“Alcoholism is a disease. It 
is chronic, progressive and 
fatal — but it can be treat¬ 
ed,” Van Dyke said. 

Others massed on three 
rows of flood-lit bleacher 
seats in a Shoreham- 
Americana Hotel ballroom itep- 
resented the spectrum of 


American society. They in¬ 
cluded Representative Wilbur 
Mills; novelist Adela Rogers 
St. Johns; Edward (Moose) 
Krause, athletic director of 
Notre Dame University; 
Thomas Swafford, CBS Tele¬ 
vision network vice-president, 
and insurance firm president 
James Kemper Jr. of Chica¬ 
go. 

There were show business 
personalities — Garry Moore, 
Tom Ewell, Mercedes 
McCambridge. Dana An¬ 
drews, Guy Mitchell — busi¬ 
ness executives, a labor un¬ 
ionist, generals, clergymen, 
doctors, lawyers and an In¬ 


dian chief — Sylvester Tinker 
of the Osage Nation. 

Aldrin, who joined Neil 
Armstrong as the first men to 
walk on the moon in July, 
1969, during the Apollo 11 
lunar mission, previously dis¬ 
closed his post-flight battle 
against mental depression in 
a book, Down to Earth. 

But not until Saturday had 
Aldrin acknowledged that the 
depression, which began . in 
1971, was accompanied by a 
serious drinking problem. He 
left the space program in 
June that year, and resigned 
as an air force colonel nine 
months later.

MADRID (UFI) — The 
Spanish government ordered 
the release of a group of 
jailed leftists Saturday in a 
move to push reforms and re¬ 
duce political tensions. 

Government sources said 
most of Spain's 800 political 
prisoners would eventually be 
freed. 

The developments came 
only hours after authorities 
announced detailed proposals 
for the election of a western- 
style parliament and the cre¬ 
ation of independent labor 
unions. 

Friday night, the govern¬ 
ment for the first time spelled 
out the details of the changes 
it plans to make In the author¬ 
itarian regime inherited from 
the late General Francisco 
Franco. 

It added a promise of free 
Igbor unions to the previously 
known main points of the pn>r 
gram — a western-type two- 
chamber parliament, the wi¬ 
dening of political liberties 
and the introduction of univer¬ 
sal suffrage. 

On Saturday, it followed up 
on the promise by ordering 
the release of a group of left¬ 
wingers held since April 3 for 
their alleged participation in 
anti-government street dem¬ 
onstrations. 

They included economics 


professor Ramon Tamames. a 
leading communist, left-wing 
film director Juan Antonio 
Bardem and lawyer Eugenio 
Triana. 

The interior ministry said 
appeals lodged by the three 
against their imprisonment 
had been examined, and that 
as a result the ministry had 
ordered their release. 

Government sources said 
ail of Spain's 800 political 
prisoners would be released 
over the next weeks, except 
for those accused or convicted 
of acts of violence.

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The taxpayers' money 


T HE HOUSE OF COMMONS and the rest of Canada 
have learned that Canadian taxpayers picked up 
the tab of some 117,250 for a weekend viait by Prime 
Minister Trudeau to Southern Ontario last June which 
included an excluaive political picnic at the farm-home 
of the then Ontario Liberal leader, Robert Nixon. 

There are undoubtedly many people acroea the 
country who will look upon Tory MP Tom Coasitt's ac¬ 
tion in forcing the government to reveal thii In¬ 
teresting piece of information as being petty to an ex¬ 
treme degree. The same people will take grave excep¬ 
tion to any criticism levelled at the prime minister 
over the issue. 

After all, they will say, Pierre Trudeau is our 
prime minister and as such is surely entitled to a few 
perquisites. True — and they may be sure that Mr. 
Trudeau gets all the perquisites he is entitled to and 

more. 

But let’s have a look at where the money came 
from to pay for this little private partisan junket. It 
could have been paid by the Income tax provided by, 
say, 55 working mothers (either widowed, divorced or 
deserted) who are struggling to support their children 
on minimal wages. On a taxable income of (3.000 they 
would each pay $313 for Mr. Trudeau’* fun. 

Or perhaps it might have come from the pocketa of 
100 or so young men or women starting out in life with 
a small job bringing them a taxable income of $2,300 a 


year. They could have paid $170 each for the Trudeau 
picnic. V 

On the other hand perhaps the $17,250 was picked 
out of the income tax pile sent in by more affluent 
citizens whose taxable incomes were in the region of 
$24,000. Three of them could have made it quite easily. 

Would any of these people have approved of their 
hard-earned bucks going to provide such extravagant 
fun and party games for Mr. Trudeau? We doubt it. 
Particularly if the amount is related to other areaa of 
expenditure. 

That same $17,250 could have accomplished a 
great deal for a number of people. It would have, for 
instance, provided medical care and food for 155 un¬ 
dernourished children in Africa, Korea or Bangladesh 
for one year. It would have given complete primary 
health care to more than a thousand Indonesian 
families for a year. It would have given holidays to a 
thousand Canadian youngsters whose families cannot 
afford this privilege. 

It would have given 350 old age pensioners a 
Christmas bonus of $50 to brighten their dull lives or 
provided a home for a destitute family in the 
Maritimes. 

Instead of which this money — our money — was 
spent to provide pleasure, comfort and political advan¬ 
tage for a man who still publicly insists that he cares 
about people. J 


Mr. Pepin's troubles

T he HON. JEAN-LUC PEPIN, chief pooh-bah of 
the Anti-Inflation Board, ia undeniably a per¬ 
sonable, intelligent, witty and hardworking 
gentleman. He is also doing a creditable job in filling 
his well-paid but otherwise thankless position in trying 
to put over a government policy that is becoming less 
popular every day. 

In stumping the country from time to time to ex¬ 
plain the functions of his board and what it is trying to 
achieve, Mr. Pepin quite frankly admits that opposi¬ 
tion is growing. This, of course, he could hardly deny 
in the face of numerous public opinion polls which 
show that support for the program has dwindled from 
some 80 per cent to somewhere around the 40 per cent 
mark in the past three months. 

In seeking to pinpoint the major anti-AIB forces 
abroad in the nation Mr. Pepin shows no favoritism. 
Right wing and left wing, labor and management — all 
are equally obstructive as far as he is concerned. The 
press, too. comes in for its share of knuckle-rapping 
for printing unsympathetic reports and critical 
editorials. 


Mr. Pepin's complaints may be justified, but it 
might appear to some observers that the greatest dis¬ 
aster that has befallen his board is the stubborn 
refusal of the federal government to participate in the 
program and the board's consistent refusal to admit 
this fact. 

Mr. Pepin is surely realistic enough to recognize 
that he has an impossible task to persuade or order 
management and labor to cut back, economize, hold 
wages, reduce profits, increase production and pay 
more taxes while daily Ottawa piles up its incredible 
record of wastage and irresponsible expenditures. 

In a recent speech in Toronto, Mr. Pepin chided an 
eastern daily newspaper for its editorial suggestion 
that the AIB was ignoring the government’s anti¬ 
inflation regulations. In a semi-humorous retort Mr. 
Pepin said: “We do not ignore the regulations. We 
may not understand them, but we do not ignore them." 

In like vein we might add: We do not understand 
the government's attitude or the board's inconsisten¬ 
cies, but we cannot ignore them. 


Classroom battle 

Traditionalists claim victory

Once again the British class¬ 
room has become the scene of 
a tempestuous debate over the 
relative merits of progressive 
and traditional teaching 
methods in schools. 

The conflict is an old one 
The battle lines were drawn 
back in the 1960s by frequent 
government-sponsored recom¬ 
mendations for liberalizing 
teaching methods. By the early 
1970s much of the contention 
had gone out of the debate. At¬ 
titudes remain hardened, but 
the vicious feuding seemed to 
have ended 

Now a dispassionate piece of 
research from Lancaster 
University, under education 
researcher Dr. Neville Ben¬ 
nett. has stirred up the old con¬ 
tentions to frenzy pitch. 
Amazingly, it is the first 
serious attempt in Britain to 
compare scientifically the 
results of progressive and 
traditional methods. And he 
comes down squarely on the 
side of the traditionalists. 

★ * * 

Bennett and his assistants 
spent four years studying 
leachers in 871 primary schools 
in the northern English coun¬ 
ties of Lancashire and 
Cumbria, and he discovered 
that pupils taught by formal 
methods achieved startlingly 
better results than those taught 
by progressive methods. 

Unlike past criticisms from 
the traditionalists (notably the 
so-called "Black Paper ” group 
of right-wing educationists), 
the Lancaster study was con¬ 
ducted by academics sym¬ 
pathetic towards progressive 
methods from the outset. 

But they found that within 
the space of one school year 
children taught by formal 


methods improved their 
reading ages over the 
"progressives'' by three to four 
months. 

Bennett defines "formal” or 
traditional education as a 
system which treats each sub¬ 
ject separately, and in which 
the teacher consistently ad¬ 
dresses the class as a single 
group. Rowdy hehavior and 
freedom of movement is not al¬ 
lowed. and children are en¬ 
couraged to work by induce¬ 
ments and possibly punish¬ 
ments. Regular testing is also 
advocated. 

The progressive classroom 
emphasizes group work, 
freedom to talk and move 
about: the integration of sub¬ 
jects; a belief that the child's 
attempts to learn by discovery 
are superior to instruction by a 
teacher. 

Bennett studied the age 
group 10 to 12Vi, and took as his 
premise 12 categories of 
method — from the extremely 
formal to the extremely 
progressive. 

The report states that, 
whatever the child's intel¬ 
ligence. a strongly structured 
and formal curriculum 
produces the best academic 
results. 

Bennett also attacks the 
widely accepted view that 
creative writing is best 
fostered in the atmosphere of 
the informal class, where 
handwriting and spelling are 
ignored to free trie child's 
creative energies. The report 
claims that "creativity" as 
such is unaffected by class¬ 
room methods That formal 
methods actually Impede 


creativity is a myth, says Ben¬ 
nett 

He goes on to say that one of 
the decisive factors in a child's 
poor performance in an infor¬ 
mal setting is the sheer waste 
of time in chatting and dream¬ 
ing In the formal classroom, 
children work almost twice as 
hard, he says. 

Right-wing educators have 
greeted the report as a vindica¬ 
tion of their long and bitter 
crusade. At the forefront is the 
flamboyant figure of Dr. 
Rhodes Boyson — a former 
headmaster and now a Conser¬ 
vative MP — who claims that 
his vocation in life is to "incite 
the millenistic Left." 

He clainu that schools in Bri¬ 
tain have been the victims of 
left-wing politics and social 
engineering 

Boyson sees the clash of 
education theories as the dif¬ 
ference between those who 
believe in "original sin", and 
the “millenialists" who believe 
that human nature is perfecti¬ 
ble 

"Hie progressives believe 
that, left to their own devices, 
children will grow into 
beautiful flowers,” he says 
"We know better. Culture lias 
to be fought for. Intellectual at¬ 
tainment is only won by dis¬ 
cipline and hard work. ” 

Boyson claims that an entire 
generation of children has been 
badly served by the progres¬ 
sive educationists. "One can 
only hope that because of this 
report schools will become 
schools again — where there Is 
firm teacher control and 
traditional learning.” 

Ob behalf of th« progres¬ 


sives, Lady Plowden, whose 
own report on education, 
published in 1967, influenced 
the attitudes of many thou¬ 
sands of young teachers, has 
hit back by denying that Ben¬ 
nett's progressives were truly 
progressive in the first place. 

"A great deal of thought and 
effort must go into the progres¬ 
sive curriculum; it is not suf¬ 
ficient simply to let children 
run wild,” she says 

Following Lady Plowden s 
cue. the progressive* are now 
claiming that Bennett’s report 
argues in their favor. They cite 
the case of the one progressive 
success in the report — a Mrs 
Margaret Stephens whose 
achievements with children 
were so astonishingly good that 
a special section of the report 
is devoted to her classroom 
methods. 

★ ★ ★ 

Bennett sums up her method 
as “cognitively oriented infor¬ 
mality,” and he implies that 
her success depended mainly 
on her strong personality. But 
the progressive lobby says that 
she is the exception that proves 
the progressive rule. 

Entering the fray from the 
centre, as it were, the author of 
a rival report recently con¬ 
ducted in the south of England 
— university sociologist John 
Gray — says that in his 
researches he found absolutely 
no difference between the 
achievements of progressive 
and formal children. 

Perhaps, after all, the truth 
lies somewhere in the golden 
mean, but the moderate view is 
unlikely to be heard above the 
raised voices of the opposing 
theorists.

Pension system problems

The fact that a few thousand 
old-age pensioners didn't get 
their, supplements this month 
because they had failed to file 
the necessary forms in time 
was stark reminder that our 
Canadian pension system is a 
mess. It is quite generous by 
world standards, but there are 
many anomalies. Some people 
get too much, relatively, and 
others very little. Bank presi¬ 
dents and senior public ser¬ 
vants don't need the old-age 
pension while store clerks need 
more than the present system 
provides. These hypothetical 
cases are illustrative. 

* * * 

Mary Ryerson has worked all 
her life as a sales person in 
various retail stores without 
pension plans Due to a low 
salary and high family ex¬ 
penses. she hasn't been able to 
save anything Consequently, 
her totpl income is the old-age 
pension supplement and a tiny 
Canada Pension. It is a 
poverty-line existence. 

Pierre Dumas joined the 
armed forces right out of high 
school. He reached compulsory 
retirement age in the prime of 
life and found little difficulty

getting a job in one of Canada's 
big industrial firms with a very 
attractive pension plan. When 
he retires, he will have his ser¬ 
vice pension, a generous com¬ 
pany pension, the old-age pen¬ 
sion and the Canada Pension — 
a handsome total. 

Robert Vernon Is a senior 
public servant with 30 years 
service. He intends to take ad¬ 
vantage of the new rufes and 
retire at age 55. Since Parlia¬ 
ment indexed public service 
pensions to cover the full in¬ 
crease in cost of living, his pen¬ 
sion will grow almost as fast as 
his salary would if he stayed 
with the government. 

So he intends to leave and 
either take a cushy job in a big 
company or set up his own 
private consulting firm and 
charge industries big fees for 
explaining the do's and don'ts 
of Ottawa politics. Either way 
he will be sitting pretty. 

* ★ * 

John Lemchuk was elected to 
Ihe House of Commons at age 
20. With a little luck, and just a 
few years as a parliamentary 
secretary or a cabinet 
minister, tie will qualify for a 


full pension in his late thirties. 

That is nice work if you can 
get it but it runs totally con¬ 
trary to the original recom¬ 
mendation made by Professor 
Cliff-Curtis in his report which 
suggested that MPs' pensions 
not be payable until age 55.

Our complex system poses 
many problems. Industrial pen¬ 
sion plans that do.not provide 
adequate vesting rights for in¬ 
dividuals rqb some workers to 
benefit others. Only those with 
seniority and staying power 
win — usually a minority. 

Then there are people who 
are locked into jobs they 
despise. After 15 or 20 years in 
one employment, they grow 
stale and lose interest in their 
work They don't dare look for 
new fields to conquer because 
the loss in pension rights is too 
great They are prisoners of 
their plans 

The panacea has been a trend 
towards government pay-as- 
you-go plank. But pensions 
financed out of current income 
provide no capital savings to 
develop our industries and 
resources — a critical situation 


In the next decade or two when 
we need billions for transporta¬ 
tion, energy development, etc. 

When the Canada Pension 
Plan was introduced a few 
years ago, the talk — and It 
was just talk — was that it was 
supposed to iron out all of these 
problems ovet'a period of time. 
It was obvious then, and is even 
more obvious now, that It will 
do no such thing. Hie CPP Just 
added to the existing jungle and 
increased the amount of 
paperwork. 

Members of Parliament who 
think their committee system 
should be utilized more fully 
might demand that the whole 
subject of pensions be ex¬ 
plored. Taking away existing 
rights — such as full indexing 
for MPs and public servants— 
will not be easy, politically. 
Consequently a bi-partisan ap¬ 
proach could be the only solu¬ 
tion. 

* * * 

The problems are tough and 
not easy to solve. But every 
year that goes by without fac¬ 
ing them squarely makes the 
situation that much more im¬ 
possible

The purchase of the Royal 
Theatre and subsequent lease 
arrangements between 
Famous Players and the 
building s new owners. Vic¬ 
toria. Saanich and Oak Bay 
doesn’t appear to be one of the 
better deals made by municipal 
councils. 

Let's forget for a moment 
last week's tempest in a teapot 
over who should pay for the 
removal of the sign atop the 
theatre and why Saanich and 
Oak Bay weren't told about the 
cost Involved.' 

It gave a couple of politicians 
a chance for some minor 
grandstanding, but diverted at¬ 
tention from the real problem, 
namely: Was the purchase a 
good deal and does the com¬ 
munity get enough out of it? 

As an investment from a real 
estate point of view, the Royal 
Theatre was probably worth 
the $250,000 the three 
municipalities paid for It, but 
munidipalities aren't real es¬ 
tate companies. 

★ ★ ★ 

As an acquisition to serve the 
Victoria Symphony as a “tem¬ 
porary home," the deal leaves 
a lot to be desired. 

At the moment, the owners 
have the Use of the theatre for 
only 50 days a year; the other 


315 days it s used by Famous 
Players. 

The financial arrangements 
between Famous Players and 
the owners are worth looking 
at. 

★ * * 

Under the terms of last 
year's lease, about to be 
renewed, Famous Players pays 
the owners $2,200 a month for 
the use of the theatre; that's a 
grand total of $25,400 a year. 

For the 50 days the owners 
have use of the building, they 
pav Famous Plavers an es¬ 
timated $28,000. 

Before anyone jumps to the 
wrong conclusion, that’s nm 
rent; it's the cost of 
maintenance for those 50 days 

Whenever the owners use ihe 
building, for symphony con¬ 
certs, for instance. Famous 
Players provides the ushers, 
heat and cleans the building 
afterwards. 

And yet, Famous Players ap¬ 
pears to be getting the better 
end of the deal. They pay the 
owners $26,400 and get back_ 
about $28,000 

To make matters worse, the 
owners have been told that they 
couldn't get more than 50 days 
a year because it wasn't 
worthwhile for Famous 
Players to use the theatre for

regular programming less than 
315 days a year. 

One of the basic problems is 
that when the three 
municipalities bought the 
theatre, they were given to un¬ 
derstand that Famous Blayers 
would build a new theatre on 
the Capitol Theatre site. 

They anticipated Famous 
Players' use of the Royal for 
about a year or two and were 
prepared to run the facility on 
their own after that. 

Meanwhile, there has been 
no further move on the part of 
Famous Players to build a new 
theatre and the status quo with 
regard to the Royal is continu¬ 
ing. 

* ★ * 

Sometime in the future, the 
owners will have to make up 
their minds whether to sell the 
building and make a profit on 
the real estate market, or 
operate it year-round with a 
full-time manager. 

It would be a gamble, but at 
least Greater Victoria would 
have a facility which could be 
used year-round, not only on 50 
days. 

As for the condition of the 
building, it'll be at least 
another six or seven months 
before a long-awaited report 
dealing with that subject 
comes out. 

Meanwhile, here’s an in¬ 
teresting example of the 
theatre's condition. 

The toilets aren't hooked up 
to the sewer system because 
they are mostly below the 
sewer line and when they were 
installed, presumably, 
automatic pumps weren't that 
well known. 

★ ★ ★ 

The truth is that all the ef¬ 
fluent goes into a holding tank 
which, unfortunately, isn't 
very large The result is that 
toilet operation must be 
monitored very carefully so as 
to avoid filling of the tank dur¬ 
ing a performance. 

To empty the tank, pumps 
are activated transferring the 
contents into the sewage 
system above. 

This process is not only 
noisy, but somehow very smel¬ 
ly because fumes get into Ihe 
antiquated ventilation system. 


If we did that during a per¬ 
formance, the first two or 
three rows would be driven out 
of the place by the smell,” a 
city spokesman said. 

It would be interesting to find 
out whether this /Condition ex¬ 
tends to other [tarts of the 
building.

Victoria city council has 
given third reading to a bylaw 
authorizing the public works 
department to tear down a 
sundeck at 1431 Thurlow. 

Regardless of whether the 
sundeck is too close to the 
property line, it seems a sad 
example of government clout 
and bureaucracy!

While organized labor is still 
reeling from the impact of Bill 
22. the Railway Operation Con¬ 
tinuation Act, it might take 
time out to consider why such 
rough legislation was required 

For the past decade Ihe B.C. 
Railway has been plagued with 
labor-management problems, 
not all of them caused by 
management. 

In September, 1973, some 450 
employees walked off the job 
for a loss of 1,350 man-days. 

A month later 383 workers 
struck for a loss of 3,064 man- 
days. A year after that, in 
November 1974, it was 550 
workers shutting down the en¬ 
tire railroad for 18,150 man- 
days. 

With those troubled times 
behind the railway chugged 
through the spring of 1975, but 
in truculent fashion. Trouble 
was never far away 

Come August, 1975, two 
groups of workers numbering 
70 in all cost the railway 70 
man-days lost. That was 
August 27. Two days later on 
the 29th. 60 men were off the 
job with 60 man-days lost. 

In September of Ihe same 
year. 90 man-days were lost 
and then another six 

The pattern didn't change as 
we moved into 1976 with a new 
government. 

In January. 290 people 
walked off the job for a loss of 
1.450 man-days. They were 
Teamsters and they effectively 
shut down operations at a cost 
of 1.450 man-days. 

In March the same group tied 
the railway up for another 5.510 
man-days. 

With that dismal record un¬ 
der both the NDP and Social 
Credit governments, it is ob¬ 
vious that something, and 
something drastic, had to be 
done. Labor Minister Allan 
Williams did it with Bill 22. 

It's an unpalatable piece of 
legislation, no doubt about that. 
Almost as unpalatable as the 
legislation brought in by Bill 
King to force Mainland 
firefighters back to work. 
Almost.as unpalatable as Ihe 
legislation brought in by Bill 
King to force supermarket 
employees to stay on the job. 
forest workers back to the 
woods and sawmills. The same 
legislation forbade BCR to 
strike during the short period 
of the legislation s life

In simplistic -terms Bill 22 
isn't too muc(i different to 
King's legislation, although 1 
don't expect the former labor 
minister to agree with that.

We can expect a rough 
debate, a vitriolic one and a 
thousand charges and counter¬ 
charges as the two 
heavyweights swing at each 
other.

If It is, 
then the debate will focus en¬ 
tirely on the period of time Bill 
22 should remain on the books 

The NDP cannot logically at¬ 
tack legislation which keeps 
the railway running while trou¬ 
bles get sorted out. After all 
they are already on record as 
favoring that approach. 

They cannot logically attack 
the appointment of a special 
commission to try and come up 
with some long-range solutions 
because, had the NDP been re¬ 
elected, they intended to come 
up with something similar this 
year. . . 

The Opposition can attack, 
dnd with some justification, 
the designated four-year life of 
the bill. And they can attack, 
and undoubtedly will, the 
binding arbitration aspects of 
the legislation ‘ 

But even on tl[e latter Bill 
King will have to step lightly. 
On several occasions while in 
office he appealed for reason 
from both labor and manage¬ 
ment forces in the province and 
said he was fearful that the col¬ 
lective agreement system in 
B.C. was in danger of breaking 
down 

On B.C. Rail it obviously did' 

break down 

Allan Williams' temporary

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Massive Esquimalt meeting Monday 


'Lois of yelling’ likely about downzoning

No one around Esquimalt 
municipal hall knows exactly 
what to expect when council 
throw* its bylaw* widely re¬ 
ducing zoning before a public 
hearing Monday. 

Mayor Art Young predicts it 
will be the largest public 
hearing in the municipality 
since the last major zoning 
change* made in 1957. 

Council long ago decided 
that the public hearing where 
residents have their say about 
the proposed bylaws would be 
too big lor its cramped 
chambers and booked the 
main auditorium, at the Rec¬ 
reation centre for both Mon¬ 
day and Tuesday night. 

No one is expecting the 
meeting to be short and awiit. 
particularly cleric George 
Merz whose department sent 
alwut 8,000 letter* to oc¬ 
cupier* and owners directly 
or indirectly affected by the 
reduced awning on 306 proper¬ 
ties spread throughout the 
municipality. 

As for the mood of that 
meeting, council members 
are cautious. They’ve all had 
phone calls and complaints 
ever since council approved 
the bylaws early last month 
and set the date of the public 
hearing. 

"There's every indication 
there’ll be a lot of yelling.’' 
was the prediction of one ob¬ 
server about the Monday 
hearing. 

"There are people coming 
who really think they’ve been 
hurt,” said Aid. Larry Mann, 
who added some of those had 
threatened to bring along 
their lawyer*. 

The apparent reason for the 
concern is money. No one 
know* just what loss of poten¬ 
tial value is encompassed by 
the dawnzoning of 45 of the 50 
a*res now zoned for but not 
used as apartments. 

"The downzoning of proper¬ 
ty definitely affects the value 
of it.” according to John 
Thomson, president of tiie 
Victoria Real Estate Board, 
which, he added, was all for 
planning if it improved quali¬ 
ty. 

Young argues that no one 
actually loses cash on the 
downzoning. 

"People *ee us as taking 
money out of their pockets : 
it’* all in their minds.” he 
said. 

As for developers, Young 
doubts any with construction 
plans for R3 (apartment!

zoned land were caught un¬ 
aware of the prospect of 
downzoning since last sum¬ 
mer’s controversial television 
appearance by Mann ex¬ 
pounding on the subject and 
council’s later commissioning 
of the $10,000 Ker and Priest - 
man density adjustment 
study. 

"We’ve been talking about 
if for three or four years. "1 
don’t see how anyone in the 
business could have been 
caught short,” Young said. 

The building department's 
record* show permits for six 
buildings totalling 216 units 
were issued between July and 
the October freeze of council. 
Over the same period in 1974, 
only two permits for 58 units 
were taken out. 

Former alderman Robert 
Peden lay* the blame for 
mo*t of. the activity on 
Mann’s television appearance. 
Peden, whose council rela¬ 
tions with Mann were never 
the most amiable, claims he 
can document this. 

Mann accepts some of the 
responsibility but said that 
had council agreed to an im¬ 
mediate downzoning to duplex 
o* the R3 land it would have 
kept the developers at hay 
and allowed it time to come 
with the Ker and Priest-man 
study. 

It wasn't only Mann’s inter¬ 
view. according to Young, but 
the availability of federal 
fund* that sparked the devel¬ 
opers’ interest over ti>e sum¬ 
mer. But he doesn’t view the 
bylaw as closing the barn

While Young thinks develpp- 
ers are not now too concerned 
with the downzoning, Mann 
thinks they’ll be jrrotestlng by 
proxy at Monday’s hearing. 

"A lot of people will come 
as indiv iduals hut there may 
be a developer behind tfcfefm 
•pushing them on. as they are 
prepared to buy,” he said. 

Planning and zoning chair¬ 
man Aid. Jim McEvay ex¬ 
pect* many of the people 
stowing up for the hearings 
will be there because they 
don’t knew what their proper¬ 
ty is zoned for now. 

“They have some idea that 
if the awing is changed, 
they’re going to have to 
move. 

“Nobody can force you to 
sell,” he said. 

Essential!? Monday’s hear¬ 
ing deals with Bylaw 530 and 
two other smaller ones cover¬ 
ing properties owned by 
Young and Aid. Conrad Luhdr 
gren which must be dealt with 
separately to avoid conflict of 
Interest. 

Although the bylaws cover 
jacket* of property through¬ 
out the municipality, MqEvay 
sets the two main areas for 
downzoning from R3 as that 
west of Admirals and Esqu- 
malt and then Oraigflower 
and Colville. 

"The bulk of the change* 
are the creation of three new 
zones,” he said. These zones 
include a low density apart¬ 
ment (R3L) which limit* 


heights to two storeys and 
density to 30 units an acre. 
The others are a medium den¬ 
sity townhouse R3L at 12 units 
an acre and low density town- 
house (R3TL) at nine units an 
acre. Criteria for the town- 
house designations were 
based on topography and 
availability of services. 

Density of R3 will be 
dropped from 60 units an acre 
to 50. 

The majority of the 45 acres 
dnvnznned will switch to the 
townhouse zoning wtlh duplex 
and R3L following. 

But as McEvay points out. 
the bylaws deal with more 
the-' bylavvh deal with more 
than downzoning in that they 
set out building change* such 
as setback*, screening and 
parking apace* which are of 
primary interest to develop¬ 
er*. These change*, according 
to McEvay were made "to 


improve esthetic*” but he 
added council "can’t do a 
damn tiling about appear¬ 
ance.” 

Yet it was the appearance 
of the fortresses of apart¬ 
ments creeping along Esqui¬ 
mau Road and elsewhere that 
pushed council into consider¬ 
ing Borne action. Apartments 
have changed Esquimau’s 
character. It is no longer a 
family community but is fast 
becoming an apartment city. 

Young sees the bylaw* with 
their diversity of housing 
type* as "a major step in 
reorganizing Esquimalt as a 
family base." 

But the densities insisted on 
by council, according to 
Peden, himself involved in 
real estate, will price the 
units out of most of the family 
market. 

HI* successor on council, 


Aid. Ted Wright, agrees. 
When council approved the 
bylaws April 5, W'right moved 
amndments to the densities so 
the completed units could 
have been brought in at 
prices that qualified them for 
special Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation financ¬ 
ing. But oouncil turned a deaf 
ear to W’right’* concern. 

The impetus behnd the 
downzoning was tlie regional 
plan approved by the Capital 


Region Board last year. It set

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Insurance trims 
barbers’ profits 


PROVIDENCE. R.I. (API 
•— With their earnings being 
trimmed as malpractice suit* 
increase, Rhode Island 
barber* are raising the price 
of a haircut to offset soaring 
insurance premiums. 

Barbers, who once were 
called "doctors of the short, 
robe” and were adept at danc¬ 
ing bolls and treating gunshot 
wounds, can be sued for mal¬ 
practice for sue h things as 
nicking an ear with a razor, 
burning a scalp with si hair¬ 
dryer. or giving a customer a 
hairstyle he didn’t like. 

Many barber* have been 
carrying malpractice insur¬ 
ance for about 15 years as 
protection against such suits, 
said Thomas Rotella, business 
agent for Barber* Union 
Local 225 in Providence. 

But it was only in the last 
year that barbers’ malpr¬ 
actice premiums skyrocketed 
along with those of doctors 
and lawyers, Rotella said in 
a weekend interview. 

“A year ago, a self- 
employed barber was paying 
$27 and some change and a 
two-man shop was paying 
something like $34," he said. 
"But now the insurance com¬ 
panies are saying they won’t 
write a policy for less than 
N $100 a year in premiums." 

To help offset the increase, 
the business agent said the 


400-member union is raising 
it* price for a haircut to $3.75 
from $3.50.

‘Very crucial year to be finance minister’

The finance minister — 
after he’d stepped laughing — 
treated the question quite 
seriously. 

"No, not a bit,” was Evan 
Wolfe’s quick reply to a ques¬ 
tion that came up during an 
interview this wefefc. The ques¬ 
tion was whether or not he 
minded being identified as a 
member of the "car - dealer" 
government 

Wolfe. 53, appointed B.C.’s 
new minister of finance last 
Dec. 22 after the Social Credit 
parly ousted the NDP govern¬ 
ment after one short term, is 
one of seven car dealers 
umong 34 party members 
elected. 

He said that he was willing 
to go along with the gag. Then 
he was asked whether or not 
he felt that such a business 
background qualified him to 
be finance minster. He re¬ 
plied: 

"It’s all part of your work 
experience. Everybody has 
different experiences. Fm ^ 
chartered accountant and I’ve 
benefitted from my training 
in that way by being in tlve 
car business for 25 years. 

*Tve always made an effort 
to run a reputable business, 
but aside from that, it’s un¬ 
like many businesses — de- 
versified, involving and deal¬ 
ing with a lot of people. 

"It’i a retail business and I 
think that people in the retail 
business are better tuned in to 
the citizen, generally speak¬ 
ing, and get more information 
from the public," Wolfe said. 

"We’ve had a lot of fun 
poked at us as car dealers, 
but I don’t look upon it as 
being any disadvantage." he 
added. 

As Wolfe said, he is also a 
chartered accountant, plays a 
jazz piano well enough to hold 
a musician’s union card, curls 
f so well that he was a 
member of B.C.’s 1959 Brier 
rink), father of four, YMCA 
stalwart, ex-flying officer and 
does a lot of other things. 
Also, he’s batting three-for- 
four in the provincial election 
game. 

Wolfe put in two previous 
sessions as a Socred back¬ 
bencher as one of two 
members for Vancouver 
Centre. Then he and Herb Ca- 
pozzi, running again as a 
team, lost to Gary Lauk and 
Emery Barnes in the 1972 turn¬ 
around. 

Just 24 hours before the 
1975 nominating deadline, 
Wolfe decided to try it again 
— but this time running in 
Vancouver Little Moyntain 
with Grace McCarthy. This 
time they knocked off Phyllis 
Young and Roy Cummings, 
both NDP incumbents. 

Was the 1972 loss a sur¬ 
prise? 

Wolfe considered the ques¬ 
tion. then carefully replied: 

"Well, I’m never one to get 
caught up in the euphoria of 
an election and start thinking 
things like you’re going to 
win, you’re going to win." , 

"One of the most unpredic¬ 
table things ever is to predict 
the outcome of a constituency 
election.

"You sort of think that 
you’re going to win because

"Can you think of any elec¬ 
tion when it wasn't a tough 
fight?" Wolfe asked. ' 

"Remember back in ’69. 
there was a lot of talk about a 
possible minority government. 
This feeling was in the party, 
too, but we went from 30 seats 
to 39, I think it was. It w f as 
quite an outstanding victory 
and I think that it developed 
from'the fear that it would de¬ 
velop into a defeat or a mi¬ 
nority government. It once 
again indicates the unpredic¬ 
tability of an election," Wolfe 
said. 

The minister was asked if 
he was finding it difficult to 
catch up with the House After 
.having sat out for three 
years. Did this absence cause 
any problems for him as a 
new minister? 

"It takes a little while," he 
admitted. "But aside from 
naturally having a bent for 
following politics—which you 
never get rid of once you get 
involved from the inside—I 
knew who the NDP ministers 
were. But it’s true. I even had 
to get tuned into some of the 
new procedures in the house." 

And as finance minister. 
Wolfe has been well to the 
fore this session, after having 
brought out a restrictive bud- ' 
get last March 26 and being 
involved in the ordering of the 
Clarkson Gordon report on the 
government’s finances. His 
budget address was the first 
since 1952 for a finance min¬ 
ister who wasn’t also the pre¬ 
mier. 


Premiers W. A. C. Bennett 
and Barrett both kept a tight 
hold on the finance portfolio, 
although Barrett turned it 
over to Dave Stupich just 
three months before last De¬ 
cember’s election. 

Did he know beforehand 
that he was to be minister of 
finance? 

"No, I didn’t? It was a com¬ 
plete surprise,” Wolfe said, 
"but I feel that it’s a terrific 
job that I’m really enjoying. I 
also feel that I have a lot 
more to do that I’m moving 
toward, and I’m enjoying the 
challenge as I go along." 

Even with all the flak he’s 
been subject to? 

"Yes. there’s been strong 
criticism from the opposition 
and the press, but the letters 
and feeling that I get from the 
public hasn't been all that 
bad," Wolfe said. 

, "I think that you should 
keep in mind the nature of my 
job, being in finance, and the 
whole accent of the previous 
Section and our coming in as 
a new government, plus the 
situation that resulted in the 
Clarkson Gordon report devel¬

Third World 
wants debt 


moratorium 


NAIROBI ((Reuter) — Divi¬ 
sion* between rich and poor 
countries emerged in stark 
clarity at the United Nations 
Oonfertetnoe on Trade and De¬ 
velopment. 

Industrialized countries con¬ 
tended that expanded world 
trade was the beat way to en¬ 
sure a fair deal for developing 
counties. They also refused 
to consider a general morato¬ 
rium on Third World debts, 
although individual govern¬ 
ments are anxious to help in 
specific cases. 

For their j>art, developing 
oountries—burdened with 
mounting dHrts and balance- 
of-paymenti problems— 
expressed increasing Impa¬ 
tience and demanded radical 
reforma of commodity mar¬ 
kets. 

The two sides made their 
positions clear in news brief¬ 
ings and formal statements in 
plenary session. 

Australian Foreign Minisler 
Andrew (Peacock called for 
stable growth, saying this 
would better enable industrial¬ 


ized countrie* to provide re¬ 
source for Third Woiid devel¬ 
opment. 

West German Economics 
Minister Hans Friderichs con¬ 
demned attempts to regiment 
the world economy and 
pressed industrial countries to 
open up their markets to the 
Third World. 

Jamaican Trade and In¬ 
dustry Minister Percival Pat¬ 
terson expressed Third World 
impatience when he said that 
although there, was no lack of 
studies and diagnoses, "we 
lack decisions." 

Third Woiid speaWnrs gave 
impassioned backing to pro¬ 
posals for an integrated com¬ 
modity program, with buffer 
stocks financed out of a com¬ 
mon fund, and a large-scale 
switch of technology and re¬ 
sources to their oountries. 

They exempted some indus¬ 
trial countries from criticism. 
The Netherlands, Norway and 
Sweden were singled out f6r 
praise for their constructive 
attitude to the common fund 
and debt problems. 


Canada’s moderate stance 


Canadian External Affairs 
Minister Allan MacEaehen 
appeared to take a moderate 
stance on commodities when 
he said: "We accept the need 
for a comprehensive integrat¬ 
ed approach to the resolution 
of commodity trade prob¬ 
lems." 

But at a news conference 
later MacEaehen said Canada 
had not yet endorsed the con¬ 
cept of a common fund al¬ 
though it was ready to consid¬ 
er it 

Gaston Thorn of iAixem- 
burg, president of the Europ¬ 
ean Economic Community 
Council of Ministers, told a 
rfriws conference there was re¬ 
lative unanimity among the 
nine Common Market coun¬ 
tries on the debt issue. 

The argument constantly 
heard from the advanced 
countries is that sweeping 
moves to cancel or postpone 
developing countries’ debts 
would damage their credit- 
worthiness. 


EEC Development Commis¬ 
sioner Claude Cheysson said 
industrialized countries should 
not be called on to reduce 
their living standards as a 
means of helping the Third 
World. 

He said: "We need growth 
on a world level. It is through 
that growth that these ex¬ 
tremely difficult problems 
can be solved, and not other¬ 
wise." 

Delegates continued to with¬ 
hold judgment pending deeper 
study of proposals submitted 
by U.S. State Secretary Henry 
Kissinger for an International 
Resources Bank. 

One exception was France. 
Following up his speech 
Thursday, Finance and Eco¬ 
nomics Minister Jean-Pierre 
Fourcade said he diid not 
think a new institution of this 
kind was needed. 

France has pro|x»sed sup¬ 
port funds for Individual com¬ 
modities, followed by a cen¬ 
tral fund for buffer stocks. 


Church group drops 
march on Soviets 


OTTAWA (CP )— A mass 
rally and march on the Soviet 
Embassy planned for Satur¬ 
day by the Christian Evange¬ 
lism Centre of Canada was 
cancelled because federal tax 
officials warned the group its 
request for status as a chari¬ 
table organization would be in 
jeopardy. 

The march was planned to 
demand the freedom of Geor- 
gi Vins, a Christian minister 
the group says is serving 
a five-year prison term in the 
Soviet Union for religious ac¬ 
tivities. 

But last week, officials from 
Revenue Canada visited the 
groups’ head office in Calgary 
and warned that involvement 
in political activities by the 
group would remove their. 
charitable status under the 
law. 

The group, a division of Un¬ 
derground Evangelism, a 
worldwide organization with 
head offices in Los Angeles, 
isued a news release Friday 
through a public relations 


firm hired to promote the 
event saying the rally had 
been cancelled. 

A Revenue Canada official 
said there are four activities 
which permit 8n organization 
to have charitable status: re¬ 
lief of poverty, advancement 
of education, advancement of 
religion and activities for the 
benefit of the community. 

He said the group qualifies 
under the third category—it 
actively promotes Christianity 
in Communist countries 
through the mailing of Ribles 
and other actions—but that if 
it took part in the march, it 
would be going beyond this.

Top target again , 
changed by union

The Labor Relations Board 
ruled Saturday that 59 of the 
1,200 Hospital Employees' 
Union members at Royal Ju- 
bjlee Hospital must remain on 
the job in the event of a strike 
expected Monday or Tuesday 
at the latest. 

The hospital must also keep 
770 of its 950 beds in opera¬ 
tion. 

Two days of hearings were 
held because of the plan to ex¬ 
tend the strike from Van¬ 
couver General Hospital, 
where it began last Tuesday. 
Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams had directed the LRB to 
rule on essential services. ^ 

Meanwhile, the union execu¬ 
tive met Saturday and decid¬ 
ed that the time had come to 
‘"escalate” strike action in the 
contract dispute with the hos¬ 
pitals. 

Jack Gerow, speretarv- 
business manager of HEU, 
said it was possible the strike 
would spread this week to fivp 
hospitals in the Vancouver 
area, and possibly to Victoria 
General Hospital. 

There had hern some 
thought that Victoria General 
would he struck ahead of 
Royal Jubilee because of a 
stronger strike vote. 

While the union was keeping 
the hospitals guessing on this 
point, sources said Royal Ju¬ 
bilee “is still the prime tar¬ 
get” and will almost certainly 
be hit first. 

Hospital authorities aren’t 
taking any chances. They 
have put their strike emer¬ 
gency plans into operation, 
cancelling all elective surgery 
and preparing for the transfer 
of some patients. 

Some union sources find it 
"quite interesting” that ,the 
LRB only allowed for a rut- 
back to 77ft Royal Jubilee 
bed* from the total of 950. 

‘"It would appear that the 
board is saying by rolling 
back less than 200 beds 
that a high occupancy level 
must he maintained,” one 
source said. 

Barely more than half of 
Vancouver General’s 1.600 
beds were ruled necessary. 

However, the union says the 
ratio of members designated 
as essential at both hospitals 
was much the same. At Van¬ 
couver General. 100 of 2,500 
HEU members had to con¬ 
tinue working. 

The strike was the first in 
the 31-year history of HEU 
and followed rejection by the 
industry of recommendations 
made by industrial inquiry 
commissioner Bert Blair. 

The union voted acceptance 


of the recommendations, 
which would have given the 
members an 8-per cent in¬ 
crease in wages and another 
5-7 per cent in fringe benefits. 


Escape 
repeated 
by pair 


Two Wilkinson Road prison¬ 
ers who escaped together 
April 5 and were picked up a 
short time later went missing 
from the jail again Saturday 
night. 

Richard Ernest Alexander, 
21, and. George Wesley Kenny. 
20, were reported missing 
about 8 p.m. 

Alexander was described hv 
police as black, five feet 10 
inches. 165 pounds, with black 
hair and brown eyes and 
wearing green institutional 
clothing when last seen. 

Kenny is white, five feet 
eight .inches tall, 140 pounds, 
has brown hair and eyes and 
was also wearing the green 
clothing. 

Saanich police s§iid they 
spotted two possible escape 
suspects while combing the 
area by helicopter and 
searchlight until after dark. 

They said lhe suspects ap¬ 
peared to be in the area of 
Charlton Road off Interurban, 
and added that police dogs 
would he brought from Nanai¬ 
mo if the two men were not 
founckby morning. 

Kenny, a Nanaimo resident, 
received the shortest sentence 
for an escape conviction ever 
given a Wilkinson Road es¬ 
capee after last month’s in¬ 
cident. 

Sentence imposed In Vic¬ 
toria provincial court was 15 
days, after the judge said 
Kenny had only been serving 
a 30-day term for relatively 
minor offences. 

Alexander, of Campbell 
River, received two months 
for the same conviction sever¬ 
al days later when the judge 
noted he had been serving two 
years less a day for stabbing 
with intent. 

Alexander is due for release 
late July, 1977. 

Both were awaiting trial on 
separate narcotics charges 
up-Island. 

Jail officials would not say 
how the pair went missing.

Canadians spend more money in U.S. 

Tourist balance shifts 


WASHINGTON (CP) — 
Last year, for the first time in 
about 15 years, Canadian 
tourists spent more money in 
Ihe United States than US. 
tourists spent in Canada. 

And they’ll probably do it 
again this year. 

Canadians spent an estimat¬ 
ed $1.5 billion in the United 
States in 1975, a whopping 22- 
per-cent increase over 1974 
That’s an average of $130 a 
head a visit and doesn’t in¬ 
clude transportation costs. 

U.S. tourists in Canada 
spent $1.3 billion, an increase 
of only one per cent over the 
previous year, for an average 
of $115 a head. 

Current projections show 
Canadians will spend slightly 
under $2 billion in the United 
States this Amcric&p bicen¬ 
tennial year far'"Wither 20- 
per-cent increase. ^ 

Beverly Shipka' United 
States Travel Service re¬ 
search and analysis director, 
estimates the United States 
will end up about $229 million 
ahead of Canada on 1975 
tourist receipts and says "it's 


nice to have a surplus for a 
change."

Brooks abandons 
custom-made suit 


NEW YORK (AP) - Good 
tailors are so scarce these 
days that Brooks Brothers 
says it will no longer make 
custom-tailored garments. 

The company, long an ad¬ 
vocate of traditional and con¬ 
servative men’s attire, re¬ 
leased a statement PYiday an¬ 
nouncing the decision. 

For generations Brooks re¬ 
lied on the highly skilled tai¬ 
lor typified by the dying 
breed of Italian Immigrants 
who still do most of their in¬ 
tricate needlework by hand. 
The decrease in their 
numbers is said to be the 


main reason behind the com¬ 
pany’s decision to discontinue 
its custom-tailoring service. 

Cited also was a decline in 
demand for expensive cus¬ 
tom-made clothing. The cost of 
a man’ suit, for example, 
runs between $500 and $600. 

Frank Reilly, the president 
of the company established in 
181S, said the special order 
department of the stores, 
which modifies standard cuts 
of clothes for each customer, 
would be able to satisfy 90 per 
cent of the clientele. Suits in 
that department are priced 
between $350 and $400. 


the fact tourist travel from 
Canada to the United States 
has rebounded after showing 
a steady decline for several 
years. At the same time, the 
number of U.S. tourists to 
Canada continues to slip. 

The final 1975 figures will 
be out sometime next month. 
However preliminary figure* 
show approximately 9,918,000 
Canadians trekked south lor 
an increase of 14 per cent 
over 1974. Going the other 
way were 13,189,000 Ameri¬ 
cans—a three-per-cent drop 
from 1974. 

The projection is that the 
Canadians-going-south figure 
will increase another 18 per 
cent this year for a total of 
about 11,790,000. 

The number of U.S. tourists 
travelling to Canada hit a 
peak in 1973, then—with trav¬ 
el curtailed during the 1974 
energy crisis—the figures 
began to fall. 

Canadian figures climbed 
steadily to 1971. where they i 
first hit the nine-million fig¬ 
ure. Then they showed a 
steady, if slight, drop up to

Despite Its neglect and dis¬ 
use in recent years, the na¬ 
tion’s rail service, the 'basic 
mechanism of our transpor¬ 
tation industry, has not been 
dismantled yet! It remain* 
in place, though it is badly in 
need of reform and of more 
frequent /?xerci*e. 

Whether one looks at the 
passenger, commutation or 
freight service, one can find 
the skeleton on which a useful 
transportation system could 
be built, if the public demand 
for such a system could be 
translated into reality. 

It looked for a while as if 
Canada were going to get 
such a plan. In June, 1972, the 
Transport Committee of the 
House of Commons unani¬ 
mously recommended an im¬ 
provement in our rail passen¬ 
ger service. 

During the last federal elec¬ 
tion campaign a pledge was 
made to preserve or rescue 
the last ve*tiges of rail pas¬ 
senger device by a govern¬ 
ment-owned Canada Passen¬ 
ger Transport Commission. 

Other promise* Included 
government ownership of lo¬ 
comotives and freight car* 
that could be utilized during 
periods of peak demand, sub¬ 
sidies for commuter and tran¬ 
sit service, better roadbed*. 



plus use of technology and 
changing rail freight rates. 
The total coat of these 
changes would be about $1.7 
billion over a five-year period. 

Now the federal govern¬ 
ment is planning to reverse 
most of its 1974 campaign 
promises. Drastic railroad 
cutbacks are being planned 
“in oider to cut losses.“ (Yet. 
in 1974. the government an¬ 
nounced that its plan* would 
not be motivated solely by 
profitability.) 

There is a “chicken and 
egg" effect underway here. 
The low volume of passenger 
traffic serve* as justification 
for the cutbacks. Yet the de¬ 
clining number of passengers 
reflects the infrequent and 
costly service, provided in a 
grudging manner by the 
railroads. 

History shows that the 
railroads in Canada were not 
built for purely economic rea¬ 
sons. Their economic inef¬ 
ficiency was recognized, so 
they were glvfcn other conces¬ 
sion* such as land to compen¬ 
sate them for uneconomic 
operations: they were built as 
part of a National Policy 
whose objective* wens politi¬ 
cal, to unify Canada. 

Tlie railroads were a key 
instrument In diverting trade 
from ttln north-south pull to 
an east-west- direction. The 
cut-back approach of the gov¬ 
ernment is incorrect for all 


kinds of reasons: historic, po¬ 
litical, economic, as well as 
environmental. 

What can be done now, 
gfiven the cash shortage of the 
government, the obvious dis¬ 
interest of railroad manage- 
moht in carrying out it* his¬ 
toric obligations, and the need 
of die public to be served? 

Fundamental to any new 
trarv^portation policy must Kn 
the ability of various modes 
of transport to compete equal¬ 
ly. That means that the real 
cost of trucks and buses and 
airlines must be re-calculated 
to include all of the Art* ser¬ 
vice* provided by the govern¬ 
ment : highway construction 
and maintenance, a* well a* 
airports, and control of air 
traffic. (The cost of the Mira¬ 
bel Airport alone, $2 billion, 
would have taken care of 
most of railroad needs for the 
next five years.) 

North Americans have dis¬ 
played a marked intolerance 
of efforts to interfere with 
their free bse of highways; 
tlie only approach, therefore 
is to make sure that motorists 
pay their true share of the 
costs. 

Tfvn. a concerted effort 
mu isl be made to calculate the 
true cost of various railroad 
nitrations, if there i* to be an 
efficient meshing of various 
modes of transf>ortation. there 
must be a new evaluation of 
all Ihe costs involved.

t-OS ANGELES — 'Hi- 
salesman to today is yotuiger, 
better educated and probably 
has more integrity and mo¬ 
tivation than his counterpart 
of a decade ago. says William 
Devaney. president of Sales 
and Marketing Executives In¬ 
ternational. 

He is heartened that young 
men increasingly seem to be 
making careers In sales 
rather than using the job 
merely as a stepping stone up 
the corporate ladder. Women 
also are increasingly entering 
the sales force. 

“A great thing has hap¬ 
pened to the professional sell¬ 
er.” according to Devaney. 
“He is no longer looked down 
uixm by students t or viewed as 
fleetfootcd by his own organi¬ 
zation. Many products in the 
areas of high technology and 
science require salesmen who 
will stick with it. Increas¬ 
ingly. scientist* and lawyer* 
are turning to sales within an 
organization and they have 
more to offer when they do." 

Devaney made his remarks 
in a recent Interview prior to 
a speech tp the Sales and 
Marketing Executive* Assn., 
I/is jyigeles. The association 
i* a /professional society of 
more than 22.000 member* In 
49 nations. Devaney also i* 
president and general manag¬ 
er of Stanley-Vldmar Inc.. Al¬ 
lentown, Pa., which manufac¬ 
tures and sells modular 
storage systems for industry. 

He says his opinions on the 
salesman of the 1970s were 
formed at annual seminars of 
Syracuse University Firaduate 
School of Sale* and Market¬ 
ing. 

“A decade ago. the average 
attendee wa* 45 years old. he 


was generally a sales manag¬ 
er. about half had bachelor 
degree* and very few had 
graduate degrees.” Devaney 
said. “Last year, about 93 per 
cent of the attendee* had de^ 
grees and about 20 per cent" 
had advaneed degrees. The 
average age was 41 and the 
student* came from all levels 
of sales.” 

Devaney said the greatest 
deterrent to being an effective 
salesman i* fear of rejection. 
He says these feelings can be 
overcome, in part, by paying 
a salesman a regular salary 
with commissions used a* a 
Umus for performance. 

“Salary plus commissions 
Improve the integrity of the 
sales force, too." he says. “If 
a man knows he has a basic 
salary with which to pay the 
rent or the mortgage. It 
stands to reason, he will feci 
under loss pressure to sell" 
an inferior product or to lie 
about its capability. 

As a professional marketer. 
Devaney said the day Is past 
when an amateur inventor 
can “build a better mouse¬ 
trap” and have the world 
beat a path to his door with¬ 
out marketing skills. 

“It would be sheer luck to 
bring out a product and have 
It sell without having the ser¬ 
vices of a professional mar¬ 
keter to push the product in 
stores or other retail outlets.” 
Devaney said. “The market is 
sihiply too big. Most products 
will not fly without marketing 
and it takes a professional to 
d* it." 

In his speech to the associa¬ 
tion, Devaney said “rampant 
pessimism about the Ameri¬ 
can condition is sapping na- 
t i o n a 1 productivity. The 
choices are very dimply: aus-

Eating out 
cosk more 


TORONTO (CP) — Any in¬ 
crease this year in restaurant 
menu prices probably will he 
minimal because the food-ser¬ 
vice industry must remain 
competitive, says Donald 
Cutler, new president of the 
Canadian Restaurant Associa¬ 
tion. 

He said In a recent inter¬ 
view that cost pressure*, 
mainly from world food short¬ 
ages and increase* in the 
price of oil and gas. wiH em¬ 
phasize the Industry's need 
for »ophist1cated management 
techniques. 

To Improve business in the 
face of rising food costs, he 
said, food-service operators 


must increase efficiency and 
put emphasis on staff train¬ 
ing. 

And despite rising operating 
costs, the price of dining out 
must be kept under control, 
Cutler said. 


whether or not a subsidy 
should be offered to certain 
kinds of transportation. It 
would make sense to offer a 
railroad subsidy now in view 
of the pending energy short¬ 
age and then to remove the 
subsidy on highways. 

In view the growing 
urban congestion, continua¬ 
tion of certain railroad lines 
and compensation seem* sen¬ 
sible in order to encourage 
the economic viability of 
many smaller communities. 

Compensatory subsidies 
must not become a tool of 
sheer opportunists. They can 
be justified only if they result 
in a better quality of life, 
more jobs In diverse locali¬ 
ties. and reduce the need to 
change Canada into a giant 
asphalt strip. Too, some way 
must be found for lessening 
the railroads’ debt load and 
capital claims left behind 
from the era of unbridled ex¬ 
pansion. 

The cut-backs announced by 
the Transport Department are 
an intuitive response to thfc 
social pressures of rising 
costs, but they, reflect an inac¬ 
curate assessment of future 
realities. 

The difficulties are stagger¬ 
ing and they will significantly 
affect your way of life 10 or 20 
years from now. Quite a dif¬ 
ferent generation of Canadi¬ 
ans will feel thf full effects of 
our decisions now.

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WASHINGTON (UPI) — In 
an unprecedented action, the 
nuclear regulatory commis¬ 
sion has announced hearings 
to he held next month to hear 
environmentalists and scien¬ 
tists opposed to granting two 
licences to export low- 
enriched uranium to Lidia. 

In a 64-page opinion, the 
commission scheduled the 
public hearing June 3. even 
though it determined none of 
the organizations requesting it 
— the Natural Resources De¬ 
fence Council, the Sierra 
Club, and the Union of Con¬ 
cerned Scientists — had any 
right to intervene. 

"Nevertheless, the commis¬ 
sion concluded that an open 
public hearing of the type 
conducted by congressional 
committees in considering 
similar matters was appropri¬ 
ate in the circumstances," the 
opinion said. 

The organizations object to 
the export of uranium to India 


because of possible health 
hazards in India from opera¬ 
tion of the Tarapur station, 
the danger of nuclear prolifer¬ 
ation and the need for more 
information. 

The licence applications 
seek permission to export low- 
enriched Uranium to India’s 
atomic power station in Tara¬ 
pur, outside Bombay, where 
Indian joined the nuclear club 
several years ago by detonat¬ 
ing an underground atomic 
device. 

That nuclear explosion 
caused concern among U.S. 
officials who believed it wea¬ 
kened efforts to .halt the 
spread of nucleat* weapons. 
India has not signed the Nu¬ 
clear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty. 

The commission said the 
hearing was "an experi¬ 
ment a 1, exploratory ap¬ 
proach” and said it might de¬ 
cide the matter before the 
hearings end "if it finds a

Traveller* just back from 
the Orient report that the 
many fine handicrafts for 
which mainland China' was 
once famous can now be 
bought at stores in nearby 
countries, 

Fancy goods for which the 
millions of uniformly dressed 
citizens of the People's Re¬ 
public of China have little use 
themselves — such as beaded 
evening bags, formal evening 
gowns and jeweled sweaters 
— are on sale at specialty 
shops in Hong Kong that are 
outlets for wares from the 
People's Republic only. 

Large stores in Singapore 
and Bangkok have special de- 
. partments where crafts of 
China are sold. Under the 
heading of "antiques” are 
dishes and pieces of household 
decoration in Singapore. And 
in Bangkok, the shopper can 
find some real bargains, such 
as folding scissors that are 


expensive In the United 

States. 

Certain things were missing 
in the Orient. I saw no women 
(except American women) in 
pants in Taipei. Singapore, 
Bangkok, Hong Kong, Kyoto 
or Tokyo. 

In Japan, things have 
reached the ultimate peak of 
technology. As I was strug¬ 
gling to close a taxicab door 
in Tokyo, the driver, who had 
only a single word of English 
at 1 his command, turned back 
and glared fiercely at> me. 

"Automatic” he shouted In¬ 
dignantly. 


Sure enough, as I let the 
door go, swung closed, 
seemingly all by itself. The 
secret is that the driver con¬ 
trols the door with a button up 
front. As you wait fbr a cab. 
the door opens. And as you 
settle comfortably in the back 
seat, the door closes by itself. 

I soon discovered that, next 


to diamonds, white hafr can 
be a woman's best friend in 
Asia. My hair, which began 
turning white when I was in 
my 30s. served me well on my 
recent trip across the Pacific. 
I am now 71 years old.. 

The chambermaid in a hotel 
in Singapore was obviously 
startled by my hair. She 


asked me my age, v went on 
delving into my marital status 
and number of children. But 
when she learned that I am a 
widow, living alone through 
choice and still working, a 
look of pity crossed her young 
face. 

"You must get terribly lone¬ 
ly,” she said.

Tunnel-like climb in Alps leads 
to spa’s boiling thermal springs 


By MARGARET NESS 

BAD RAGAZ, Switzerland 
(CP) — One of Switzerland’s 
top spas lies within this com¬ 
munity of 4,000 in the foothills 
of the Alps. An almost tunnel¬ 
like climb leads the visitor to 
the boiling thermal springs 
that feed the spa. 

Bad Ragaz is only 75 min¬ 
utes by train from Zurich and 
in 10 mare minutes a local 
bus will take the visitor to the 
entrance of the wild Tamina 
Gorge for the climb. The 
deep, narrow gorge carries a 
mountain stream Into the 
Rhine. 

The springs were discov¬ 
ered in the 11th century by an 
employee from a nearby 
monastery. So highly did the 
monks regard the therapeutic 
waters that they built a small 
wooden house at the source in 
the 13th century. Sufferers 
had to make the long climb 
from the bottom to the 
source, to receive primitive 
treatment. 

Many were wrapped In 
cloths that had been dipped in 
the boiling water and then 
they were placed in caves. 

In the mid-18th century a 
small hotel and a chapel were 
erected. There's still part of 
the hotel with recent additions 
at the entrance to the gorge, 
including a restaurant. 

Until northern European 
spas became socially popular 
in. the 19th century, only the 
sick frequented the spas. But 


for years now Europeans 
have flocked to them for re¬ 
laxation and lately for preven¬ 
tive therapy and exercises. 
North Americans are just be¬ 
ginning to realize their value. 

The thermal baths at Bad 
Ragaz are recommended for 
sufferers from rheumatic and 
blood circulation disorders. 
Consequently few sufferers at 
the spa are extremely ill. 
There’s no hospital feeling. 

The QueUenhof Kur and Golf 
Hotel is as elegant as the best 
anywhere. Its large and pleas¬ 
ant lounge areas are comple¬ 
mented by its main dining 
room, with its three glassed 
sides looking out on the ho¬ 
tel’s park-like grounds. Natu¬ 
rally its large thermal indoor 
pool is the centre of its thera¬ 
peutic life. 

Adjacent is the Kursaal. 
Originally the Kursaal was 
the "cure hall” where pa¬ 
tients went. Now the Kursaal 
is the social centre of a spa. 
On the verandah an orchestra 
plays daily during the in- 
season May through October 
'for the people who sip morn¬ 
ing coffee or afternoon tea or 
drinks. 

There’s a restaurant and a 
small gambling casino where 
boule is played. But as in all 
Switzerland, plays are res¬ 
tricted to five francs (about 
$2) so it's 'almost impossible 
to lose heavily. 

Bad Ragaz has 1,500 hotel 


and 1,000 private beds. In the 
village of typical Swiss-styled 
houses, many are pensions, 
displaying the word "garni” 
'which means bed and break¬ 
fast only. 

Spring Is perhaps the love¬ 
liest season with the fruit 
trees in blossom. In May tall 
tulips line the paths through 
the Kursaal park. In the 
winter there’s skiing. 

The Principality of Liech¬ 
tenstein is practically on Bad 
Ragaz’s doorstep.

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Stan Delaplane experiences Famed hotel to mark centenary 
exclusive areas of London 


LONDON — In the merry 
month of May, London town is 
52 degrees F. at midday. It’a 
a warm welcome though from 
Paris, where caped traffic 
cops are shivering at 46. 

The retired colonels up 
from the country do not •'stay 
at a hotel.” They say: ‘Tm at 
Brown’s.’ 

So I’m at Brown's. It's like 
the TV show. Upstairs, Down¬ 
stairs. Polished mahogany 
panelling. Soft corduroy arm¬ 
chairs. Starched bib staff. The 
room waiter, white tie and 
tails, brings up a silver tray 
of tea arid watercress sand¬ 
wiches. 


You crawl in between Irish 
linen sheets under down com¬ 
forters. 

Nothing’s going to beat jet 
lag. But this will do until they 
invent something better. 

London in the morning: It’s 
raining. There’s a clatter of 
hoofs on the wet brick street 
below. Thirty fine soldiers on 
thirty fine horses clatter by. 
Then another thirty. The 
Household Cavalry. Polished 
silver helmets and plumes. 
Silvered breast plates. Boots 
and sabres. 

James Brown, once a butler 
to Lord Byron, opened 
Brown’s at 23 Dover Street

confess. Seemed all right 
then.

For the kitchen: A sterling 
silver marrow scoop, $40. 

Down the street, Harvey 
Maxwell makes boots, spurs, 
spats, w r hip6. (Nothing over 


five letters.) Wool whipcord 
spats cost $66! 

The Tea Experience begins 
every afternoon at 4 p.m. We 
are having tea at the Ritz 
with a tourist board friend:

VIENNA. Austria (UPI) — 
The Sacher Hotel, onetime 
haunt of young Habsburg no¬ 
bility, will celebrate its 100th 
anniversary next month with 
a birthday party featuring its 
world-famous chocolate cake 
and gobs of whipped cream. 

Guests at the gala will res 
ceive commemorative gold 
coins especially minted for 
the occasion. 

The Sacher. situated in the 
heart of Vienna behind the 
State Opera, was founded in 
May, 1876, by Edward Sacher. 
whose father invented the 
Sacher torte, a chocolate cake 
that was to provoke a 26-year- 
long court case. 

The hotel was once a favors 
ite retreat for young arch¬ 
duke* who slipped away from 
the nearby Habsburg imperial 
palace for supplemental din¬ 
ing and dates with girls from 
the State Opera ballet ensem¬ 
ble. 

Peter Guertler, 29, the 
present owner, said one rea¬ 


son the young noblemen came 
to dine at the hotel was that 
the 70-year-old Emperor 
Franz Joseph was a very light 
eater. 

‘‘When he stopped eating at 
the imperial table, everyone 
else also had to stop.” 
Guertler said. “So the still 
hungry young archdukes de¬ 
cided to continue their meals 
at Sacher’s.” 

The young members of the 
Habsburg royalty also found 
the intimacy of Sacher'* 
small private rooms — called 
separees - - perfect for wining 
and dining the ballerinas. 

‘‘One day, Archduke Otto of 


Habsburg Left the separee 
with nothing on but his hat 
and tie," Guertler said. ‘‘Un¬ 
fortunately, he ran into the 
wife of the British ambas¬ 
sador who complained to Em¬ 
peror Franz Joseph.” 


The next day, the emperor 
called Archduke Otto to his 
palace 

“It must be a mistake, Your 
Majesty," the archduke said. 
‘‘‘All I did was to open the 
first button of my shirt.” 


Sacher’s widow Anna, a 
tall, impressive woman who 
chainsmoked cigars and ran 
the hotel from 1892 to 1930, 
was famous /or arranging dip¬ 
lomatic meetings in an infor¬ 
mal atmosphere.

space — the Kolner Dorn 
impresses even the most 
blase tourist, especially if he 
happens upon it at night, 
when it is bathed in th ethe¬ 
real green glow of hundreds 
of mercury vapor lamps. 

As you move further along 
the Rhine, however, the great 
cathedral is lost to view, and 
shortly a gentle, elegantly 
subtle countryside, dotted 
with modest steeples and 
burgher orderliness, emerges. 

A few miles ahead Bonn, a 
Rhine village become a world 
capital, slips by. a city that 
hardly seems, to have left the 
secure innocence of the 1880s. 

A chime sounds and a 
pleasant voice on the ship’s 
PA announces the Imminence 
of the Siebengebirge. "the 
seven hills of the Rhine." This 
twisting and bending river- 
scape is the wild, dramatic 
Rhine of Siegfried anil Rich¬ 
ard Wagner, and of Caesar's 
legions and the U.S. Army at 
"the brjdge at Remagen," of 
‘sharp peaks adorned with 
fairyland castles and steep 
slopes terraced Into vine¬ 
yards. It Is a panorama of 
natural and man-made excite¬ 
ment which assaults the eye 
and imagination for 60 miles 
and about six hours. 

Th* lovely, innocent-looking 
castles were originally 
fortresses of robber barons — 
including once the good bish¬ 
ops of the city of Mainz — 
who preyed upon rich river 
traffic to extract "tolls” of 
gold, goods, and even lives. 

Front Marksburg the river 
twists wickedly to the right: 
flung Into the far curve is the 
pleasant little town of Bop- 
pard. RoopMrd Is handy for 
dinner and for a chairlift ride 
to Vierseenplatz, an overlook 
from which the twisting river 
seems really to he only four 
unconnected lakes scattered 
across the landscape of the 
Tannus mountains. 

A short distance south, the 
river swings sharply right 
again and on the left hank a 
sheer cliff plunges over 400 
feet nearly straight down - 


and even deeper into legend 
and literature. Here, in song 
and story, the Lorelei lounge 
on the rocks and lure sailors 
to water destruction on' Die 
Schere, (literally, "the 
shears"), waiting to cut the 
bottom out of any ship which 
heeds the sirens’ call. 


After the Important town of 
Bingen passes on the right, 
the Rhine again exchanges 
spectacle for subtlety. Sub¬ 
dued slope* covered with mil¬ 
lions of grape vines glide by 
and, every now and then, one 
or two of the buildings on 
shore seems just a little more 
chateau-like and a little less 
SchloM-ttke. 


If you have callously chosen 
to "do" the hundred-mile 
heart of the Rhine in the 14 
hours which It takes a 
"sohnell schlff" to go from 
Cologne to Mainz, only the 
final glow of summer twilight 
will greet you at Wiesbaden. 


and some darkened govern¬ 
ment buildings (and a bright¬ 
ly lighted Hilton) across the 
river at the quayside in 
Mainz. 

The trip can be done like 
this at the rate of something 
like a dollar an hour — surely 
one of the greatest travel bar¬ 
gains left. However, a couple 
of days of town-hopping along 
the way at a cost of $15 or $20 
a night lets all that atmo¬ 
sphere soak in. 

If you must sail the Rhine 
under dnly one sun you will 
miss much, but you will at 
least hear a part of what John 
Ruskin called "music for the 
eyes and melody for the soul" 
when he sailed these waters a 
century ago.

LATE SOWN WALLFLOW¬ 
ERS (G.O., Sooke) 

The reason for the poor 
showing on your wallflowers 
is because the seeds were 
sown top late in the year. 

When you save your own 
seeds from your own plants, 
as in your case, it is‘best to 
delay sowing until the follow¬ 
ing spring, for by the time the 
seeds are matured and prop¬ 
erly ripenfcd, the season is too 
far advanced for sowing. 

Fur best results, wallflower 
seeds should be sown in late 
May or early June for bloom¬ 
ing the following spring. 
it it ★ 

VIRGINIA CREEPER 
(J.McS., Victoria) 

If your vine refuses to cling 
to the brick wall of your 
house, it is just possible that 
the plant is not a true Vir¬ 
ginia Creeper at all. The true 
plant oan be distinguished by 
the reddish color of the young 
stems an spring and by the lit¬ 
tle sucker disc on the tip of 
each tendril, by which the 
vine attaches itself to the 
wall. 

The phoney, a near-relative 
called Parthesocissus vitacea, 
has green shoots in the spring 


and no disc suckers on its 
tendrils. It is a good vine, but 
it needs strings or wires or a 
trellis erf some kind for the 
trendrils to twine on. 

Another possibility occurs 
to me. If yours is a new 
home, there may be some¬ 
thing harsh or corrosive in 
the new brickwork to which 
even the true Virginia 
Creepbr will not cling. I have 
seen this happen with new 
stucco. 

Only time and weathering 
will correct this condition. 

★ ★ ★ 

DOG PROBLEM (A.G., Vic¬ 
toria) 

There is a very good pre¬ 
paration in the garden shops 
called Scent-Ofif for control¬ 
ling the dog problem; it is 
available in three different 
forms. Where fouling of the 
lawn is the problem, Scent-Off 
can be purchased in small 
green pellets which are 
strewn over the problem 
areas of the lawn; they are 
harmless to plants or ani¬ 
mals, but th/eir smell is repul¬ 
sive to dogs although not per¬ 
ceptible to humans. The pel¬ 
lets are not affected by rain 
or lawn sprinklers. 


In cases where evergreen 
shrtibs are being damaged by 
urine, Scent-Off is available in 
the form of “Twist-Ons,” 
which are pairs of unob¬ 
trusive “berries” joined with 
a wire-plastic strip so they 
can be twisted on the branch 
tips to exercise their repellent 
effect. There is also a Scent- 
Off “Rub-Stik” which can be 
rubbed on garbage cans, 
bags, woodwork, building 
comers, tree trunks or car 
tires. 


MOSSY LAWN (R.L., Dun¬ 
can) 

There are good moss-killing 
chemicals, most of them 
based on iron salts, packaged 
under various brand names 
and available at almost all 
garden centres and shops. Any 
one of tliesla win take out the 
mass temporarily, but moss is 
n symptom rather than a 
trouble in itself, and It is 
almost certain to return 
unless you take steps to cor¬ 
rect the underlying cause. 

This could be due to poor 
drainage, exhausted soil, 
excessive shade or poor aera¬ 
tion from compacted soil, or 


to any combination of these 
factors. 

Where the lawn has been 
hard-trodden, with a hard, 
compacted, impervious sur¬ 
face, the best treatment is to 
spike it full of holes so air can 
enter the soil. There are firms 
with motorized equipment 
who will come in, for a fee, 
and aerate the lawn, or you 
can rent or buy aerating 
equipment and do the job 
yourself. 

About the cheapest and sim¬ 
plest is the hollow-tined aerat¬ 
ing fork, but I should warn 
you that It is a tot of stow, 
hard work to aerate a big 
lawn by hand. 

BLACK-EYED SUSAN (F.B., 
Brentwood Bay) 

The seeds you are looking 
for are listed in the seed cata¬ 
logues as Gloriosa Daisy. 
Technically, It is a hybrid te- 
traploid perennial Rudbeckia. 
and it was developed from a 
common roadside weed by 
Dr. A. E. Blakeslee of Smith 
College, who spent over 40 
years of painstaking breeding 
and selection to produce this 
stunning pant mahogany-and- 
gold daisy from the weedy 
wild Black-Eyed Susan.

Not. that any sensible person 
should care, bne way or the 
other, how the languishing 
members of royalty disport 
themselves, but one cannot 
help remarking a rare irony 
in the current separation of 
Princess Margaret and Lord 
Snowdon. 

The irony consists in the re¬ 
membered fact that, some 
years ago, the princess was 
headily involved with the 
dashing Capt, Peter Town¬ 
send, a divdrced man, who 
was summarily sent packing 
by the royal family, still 
tender from the trauma of 
King Edward’s abdication to 
marry a divorced commoner. 

It is certainly possible that 
If, at the time, the young 
princess had been allowed to 
follow her heart, she would 


still be married to Capt. 
Townsend, and all would Jong 
have been forgotten and for¬ 
given. 

Instead, the dead hand of 
Victorian propriety (not to 
say prudery) reached out to 
bar the way to this love 
match — the ultimate fruits 
being another marriage that 
seems to reap the very conse¬ 
quences that royalty sought to 
forestall 'in the first place. 
The only difference is that in¬ 
stead of marrying a divorced 
man, Margaret may divorce a 
married man. Surely no great 
triumph for the apostles of 
conjugal fidelity. 

What all this seems to be 
saying is that divorce, as well 
as love, triumphs over lock¬ 
smiths: and that more often 
than not, in trying to avoid 


one blot, we smudge a larger 
one in our frenzy of rectitude. 
Margaret was prevented from 
a minor scandal (if anyone 
but the Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury would nowadays c^ll 
that a scandal) only at the 
cost of a major rupture in the 
royal Mairarchy. 

Nobody can tell how any 
marriage is going to work 
out, for there are no rational 
elements that can be calculat¬ 
ed. I recall, when I was hard¬ 
ly more than a lad, the bitter¬ 
ness expressed by Clarence 
MacKay. than head of the 
powerful Postal Telegraph 
Co., when his daughter, Ellin, 
married the songwriter, Irv¬ 
ing Berlin, much against her 
father’s will. 

MacKay’s bigotry and snob¬ 
bery were not only repudiated 


by one of the best and longest 
marriages ever known in 
show business circles, but 
were ridiculed many years 
later when, now a widower. 
MacKay married a showgirl 
less than half his own age — 
thus perpetrating a marriage 
far more malapropos than the 
one he so passionately object¬ 
ed to. 

Parents today who grimly 
keep their lips shut when 
-their offspring are emotional¬ 
ly involved with what seem to 
be “unsuitable” partners are 
wiser than they know. No one 
can really tell who is unsuit¬ 
able. or the lesser from the 
greater evil, or on what 
number that arrow on the 
wheel of fortune will quiver to 
a stop, until the final prizes 
are given out.

Ski resort asks Garnes<iid 

Ford makes no commitment 


' Washington ojpd — 

President Ford, presented 
with ticket No. 1 for the 1980 
Winter Olympics, has asked 
Congress for $28 million to 
help finance the games at 
Lake Placid, N.Y. 

Ford aaid the legislation he 
was proposing would give Sec¬ 
retary of Commerce Elliot 
Richardson responsibility for 
co-ordinating assistance for 
the construction of the perma¬ 
nent sports facilities required 
for the games. The estimated 
coat was $28 million. 

Ford made the announce¬ 
ment at a Rose Garden cere¬ 
mony where he niqt members 
of the Lake Placid Olympic 
Organizing Committee and 
was presented with ticket No. 
1 by Ronald Mackenzie, pres¬ 
ident of the committee. The 
committee had hoped for a 
$50-milllon federal allotment. 

Mackenzie told Ford there 


was an, “obligation” along 
with the gift: That Ford be 
the first U.S. president to 
open winter Olympic games 
in the US., and that Ford 
open the games by skiing the 
downhill course. 

"I accept the Invitation, but 
I don't promise any spectacu¬ 
lar performance,” Ford said. 


He said he had skied I^ke 
Placid in 2940-41 and "it’s a 
great place. T know it will be 
a great opportunity for our 
athletes to perform their 
best.” 

Under the proposed legisla¬ 
tion, Ford stipulated that the 
federal government would not 
assume any special responsl- 


ities or services which might 
he needed for these games. 
He said these costs would be 
the responsibility of the state 
and local governments. 

The sports facility to be 
built with federal aid would 
include a new field house with 
a seating capacity of 9,000; a 
90 - metre ski jump which 
would be the only one of its 
kind in the country, and a 
400-metre outdoor speed-skat¬ 
ing oval and a luge rim.

Mile-by-mile instructions 

Say ward Forest lakes isolated, trout-laden 


In Spirit Lake last weekend 
the trout were biting just as 
fast and hungrily as they did 
when we first visited that iso¬ 
lated Sayward Forest beauty 
spot about 14 years ago. 

They were snapping at 
pretty well anything and 
everything and* we had one of 
those rare opportunities when 
we could sit back and test 
some of those lures we carry 
about and seldom use. 

As we found out in previous 
visits the trout in Spirit Lake 
aren’t big — mostly pan-sized 
seven to 10-inchers — but 
thertq numbers seem endless. 

And as in previous years we 
had this lovely little lake all 
to ourselves, at least until 
about noon cm the Saturday 
morning when we were joined 
in the little camping and boat 
laufich area by Bobby, Peggy 
and seven-year-old Lisa. 

When we first hit this lake 
14 years ago we were hungry 
for fish and we caught and 
kept limits. This time we re¬ 
leased most of the fish, keep¬ 
ing only four we cooked on 
the spot and seven we brought 
home. 

We started off using a fly 
with a little yellow in it that 
we have found to foe the “open 
Sesame” for those searun 
(yellow belly) cutthroat in 
river estuaries. It also worked 
well for these little lake cut¬ 
throats. 

On the spinning rod we first 
used a Luhr Jensen Sneak 
and it caught fish for fisfe with 
the fly. 

When we switched to a 
March Brown pattern fly fish¬ 
ing became even more brisk 
and the fish we took started to 
get a little bigger. Brown 
seems to be the best color for 
flies in Spirit Lake at this 
time of year. 

A* a matter of fact for our 
earlier visits nephew Bill 
Mtrriman tied us a special fly 
he designed for Spirit Lake — 
a brown body, twisted with 
gold mylar ribbon. 

Other lures which took fish 
on this last trip included the 
new Mepps Krisi Spoon with 
it* tantalizing wobble, Deadly 
Dick, small red and white Len 
Thompson, and Krocodile. All 
took trout with almost monot¬ 
onous regularity. 

When Frank Baker and I 
first fished Spirit Lake 14 
years ago it was a haiivrais- 
ing drive into it from the Big 
Tree Creek area of the Camp¬ 
bell River-Kelsey Bay high¬ 
way. 

We drove through flooded 
roads created by beaver 
dams, along roads that had 
been eroded by floods to such 
and extent we had only inches 
of roadway to spare between 
trees and caved-in roadway. 

Then before we could get to 
the lake on that first trip we 
actually had to rebuild a 
bridge that had been washed 
out in winter. 

We made the trip several 
times, but have hesitated 
making it in recent years. 

It is a seven-mile drive in 
that way from Big Tree Creek 
area at the 29.2-Mile mark on 
the Kelsey Bay-Campbell 
River highway. The road is 
still there, but it is still rough. 

We went in another way 
last weekend, but I walked 
along the old road with a view 
to seeing if I should attempt 
to drive out that way. It was 
still rough. The road was still 
eroded in the same spots, but 
it had pretty we LI fi'llled with 
boulders. It looked to me like 
I could have made it with 
rareful driving, but it would 
havtpi been pretty lough 
Roing. 

What really worried me was 
that I could see no evidence 
— tracks or otherwise — to 
Indicate that anyone had driv¬ 
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en over that road this spring. 

I wondered if there was a big 
washout nearer to the start at 
the highway, maybe around 
the beaver ponds. 

I felt I could drive out that 
first rough section, which is 
usually the hard part. but. 
goiing out iit is downhill. I 
wasn't so sure I could make it 
back up if I had to turn back. 

We decided that since it 
was a comparatively easy 
ride in the new way we had 
come that w e would go out tlie 
same way. 

MacMillan Bloedrf lias now 
pushed roads through to the 
Spirit Lake area and you can 
go up the Menzies Mainline, 
to the Long Lake Main along 
Brewster Lake, get on to the 
146 Main and reach Spirit 
Lake. 

You can follow the MB rec¬ 
reational map and Doris 
Stas toy's Campbell River and 
Buttle Lake map, but both 
could get you a little off 
track, as they did us. They 
take you on beyond the L 
main to a point where the 146 
main ends at'a cliff. Actually 
the Spirit Lake turn comes 
before the L main. Our mile- 
by-mile account will keep you 
on the right track. 


Along the way. you pass 
other lakes which also teem 
with trout and you pass roads 
that lead to other camping 
and fishing lakes. This whole 
Sayward Forest area Is stud¬ 
ded with trout-happy lakes 
and in the past few >tears, 
workers from the nearby pris¬ 
on camps, in co-operation 
with the B.C. Forest Service, 
have provided some minimal 
facilities at some of the favor¬ 
ite areas — pit toilets, gar¬ 
bage containers, and in some 
cases rough launching ramps. 

We stopped for lunch at one 
of these at Brewster Lake 
Sunday and in a matter of a 
few minutes hooked and land¬ 
ed four nice trout. Brewster 
Lake trout are gertqrally bag¬ 
ger than those in Spirit Lake. 

Here is our Mlle-by-rmie 
trip: 

MUe Zero—Turn on to the 
MB Menzie Mainline at the 
9.1-Mile mark of the Campbell 
River-Kelsey Bay highway. 
That mileage Starts from the 
intersection just soutlj of the 
Campbell River bridge. 

Mile A—Cross Trout Creek 
and you can fish below. 

Mile 6.1—On right is road 
along east shore of Mohun 
Lake for four miles to little 


unnamed lake on right which 
sometimes provides good fish¬ 
ing. But tunr left and down hill 
for Morton Lake provincial 
campground and for camping 
area on Mohun Lake. 

Road on left of this intersec¬ 
tion leads to Higgina Lake. 
Gosling Lake and Lpwer 
Campbell Lake spots. 

We keep straight ahead on 
Menzies Main for Brewster 

Mile 7.2—Road on left goes 
to Lawler Lake and joihs up 
with Higgins-Gosling Lake 
Road. On right is short road 
leading to B.C. Forest Service 
camping area on Mohun 
Lake. We keep straight ahead. 

Mile 8.5—Road on right fol¬ 
lows west shore of Mohun 
Lake, near to Crescent Lake 
and becomes only trail bike- 
tour entering; Long Lake Main 
at ton of Browstcr Lake. 

Mile 9.7—Junction. Right on 
to Long Lake Main, along 
east sh.;re of BiL-vster Lake, 
which we take to Spirit Lake. 
But first a short trip continu¬ 
ing on Menzies Main, around 
foot of Brester Lake. 

SIDE TRIP 

Mile 10.5—Narrow road on 
right leads to camping area. 

Mile 16.8—B.C. Forest Ser¬ 
vice Improved camping area 
on right, where we caueht 
trout from lakeshore during 
lunch break. 

Mile 10.9—Narrow bridge. 
Cross bridge for all hours 
travel on Memekay Main, 
which goes 26 miles to White 
River Court at Sayward. 
Straight ahead before cross¬ 
ing bridge for more Brewster

MUe 13.3—Road an right 
leads- close to walk-in for Sur¬ 
prise Lake. 

MUe 13.8—Road on right Is 

an alternative route to Amor. 
Blackwater, Farewell. Mus¬ 
keg, Cedar and Morgan 
Lakes, but it is easier to come 
in from the Campbell River- 
Kelsey Bay highway, near 
Roberts Lake at the 19.1-mile 
mark. Entrance to this road 
from the Long Lake Main is 
rough and at the moment is 
pretty well a four-wheel-drive 
show, although after a few 
rough spots road Is pretty 
good. We keep straight ahead.

MUe 15.2—Small lake on 
right. 

MUe 16.5—Spur No. S on 

right. 

MUe 16.2—The 146 Main in¬ 
tersects Long Lake Main and 
the road becomes the 146. The 
intersecting 146 Main is active 
logging, restricted travel, and 
makes 3.5-anile connecting 
road to Memekay Main. 

Mile 16.4—Spur 5 on right. 

MUe 16.9—Spurs 28 and 26 
on left. 

Mile 17.3—Junction. Branch 
E joins on left. Keep straight 
ahead on 146. 

MUe 17.7—Small Duck Lake 
on left and rough road leading 

to it. 

MUe 18.3—Spur 8 on right. 

MUe 18.5—Grace Lake for 
trout fishing! Road on right 
for camping spots. Clearing 
for boat launching and two or 
three campers beside road on 
left. Four boats wee# fishing 
lake and catching tro#. 

Mile 19.7—Small lake below- 
on right. 

Mile 20.1 — Junction. 
Branches F and G enter on 
right. Keep straight ahead. 

Mile 20.8—Branch H 
straight ahead. Partial wash¬ 
out on left, but turn sharp 16ft 
for 146 Main. 

MUe 31.2—Left turn for 
Spirit Lake. There was a sign¬ 
post, but no sign at this turn. 
This is the tum to watch out 
for.

MUe 21.8—Hie road is nar¬ 
row and overgrown, but pass¬ 
able. First little campsite is 
single opening at side of road 
where we stopped on first 
trips when it was end of road. 
Path leads few feet to lake. 

Mile 22.0—Bigger camping 
area and launching ramp at 
end of lake. 

The road now continues 
seven miles to come out on 
Kelsey Bay highway at Big 
Tree Creek, but it can be very 
rough. 

When we carried on to the 
dead-end after the Mile 21.2 


turn to Spirit Lake, we drive 
one mile to where Branch L 
joins 146 Main on a hiU. Keep 
left for 146 Main, past two 
roads on left, and after an¬ 
other mile the road gets real 
rough, comes to a steep hill, 
where we parked and walked 
up the hill, to where the road 
simply dead-ends at a cliff.

Mackasey's reply, accord¬ 
ing to Hansard: Mr. Speaker, 
the hon. member implies that 
the stamps come back to Can¬ 
ada at a discount. But the dis¬ 
count is not sufficiently large 
to warrant anybody doing it. 
We also know what quantities 
distributors in virtually every 
country, including the United 
States, purchase and this can 
identify those who might at¬ 
tempt to ship stamps back 
into Canada. 

That was tfie end of the 
exchange in the Com¬ 
mons. But all kinds of ques¬ 
tions remain, particularly the 
one of how the department 
could possibly make sure the 
stamps don’t come back to 
Canada under this debasing 
market practice. 

Don Munro, Esquimalt- 
Saanich Tory MP, tells me he 
was “abalutely flaggergast- 
ed" to learn of the discount 
selling, “as any stamp-user 
(let alone philatelist) ought to 
be — unless, of course, I 
wanted to get my stamps on 
the cheap by arranging with 
an overseas dealer to buy a 
quantity and send them 
back to me." Munro is sur¬ 
prised the practice is current 
in any country.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UPI) 
— A $2.5-million libel and 
slander suit has been filed

The suit, filed by lawyer Ar¬ 
thur Hanes Jr., stems from 
the broadcast by NBC last 
month of the mpvie. Judge 
Horton and the Scottsboro 
Boys. 

In addition to the damages, 
the federal court suit accuses 
the network of Invasion of pri¬ 
vacy and seeks an injunction 
barring NBC. WAPI-TV in 
Birmingham and WAAY-TV 
in Huntsville from broadcast¬ 
ing the movie again. 

Hanes said the movie in¬ 
dicated that Ruby Bates and 
Victoria Price, two young 
Huntsville women who said 


they were raped by the black 
youths aboard a freight train 
in 1931, both died in 1961. 

However, the lawyer said he 
was contacted by relatives of 
Miss Bates, who is now Ruby 
Bates Schut and lives in 
Union Gap, Wash., following 
the showing of the movie 
April 22. He said he was con¬ 
vinced she was the same 
woman involved in the case. 

The suit filed by Hanes said 
Mrs. Schut has been married 
for 32 years and "lived in 
quiet and peaceful enjoyment 
of retirement and good repu¬ 
tation and respect within her 
community" until the movie 
was shown. 

The other wonian involved 
in the case, which attracted 
worldwide attention, was Vic¬ 
toria Price. She is reported to 
be Mrs. Victoria Price Street 
of Lincoln County. Tenn., and 
a * laywer in Fayetteville. 
Tenn.. said he was planning 
to file suit on her behalf.

The controversy which sur¬ 
rounded Bobby Fischer’s de¬ 
fault of his world chess cham¬ 
pionship last year is building 
•anew in the international 
chess community.

(World Chess Federation)

Six months after the U.S. 
ace forfeited hi* title to Ana¬ 
toly Karpov of the Soviet 
Union, FIDE has decided to 
work out a new set of regula¬ 
tions for the next titie match 
In 1978. 

Federation officials said 


that under the proposed rule 
changes — similar to Bobby’s 
— there would be no limit to 
the number of games in the 
match, and that draws would 
not count toward the final re¬ 
sult. 

Six victories would be re¬ 
quired for the title. If a score 
qf 5-5 should be reached, the 
champion would* retain hia 
title. 

However, the challenger 
would then have the right to 
play a rematch, to be held* 
under the same set of regula¬ 
tions the following year.

When I walk into a restau¬ 
rant and see plastic flowers 
on the table. I must confess I 
can’t help but be just a bit 
suspicious of the lettuce. You 
Jtnow what I mean? 

They’re doing so many 
sorewy things with foods these 
days. They’ve got imitation 
eggs that are very low in 
serum cholesterol — they’re 
not too high In egg, either, but 
nobody seenjis.. to mind. 
They’ve got "bacon strips” 
that look like bacon and taste 
a little bit like bacon but they 
aren’t bacon, not even a little 
bit — they are made of soy 
beans. 

They’ve got soy bean sau¬ 
sage too. It looks like sau¬ 
sage, smells like sausage — 
tastes like sausage mixed 
with a little sawdust. 

Imitation meat has little to 
commend it to most butchers, 
of course. Nothing will ever 
replace real meat — but the 
food industry is coming close, 
very close. 

I attended the Western 
Stales Meat Packers conven¬ 
tion a few weeks ago in San 
Francisco, and along with all 
kinds of awesome equipment 
designed to replace butchers I 
saw several products de¬ 
signed to replace meat. 

There were the familiar 
TVP products - that’s in¬ 
dustry jargon for "Texturized 
Vegetable Protein,” which 
often is used as a “filler or 
extender” in meat products. 
All too often, TVP is what 
gives a product that sawdUst- 
added texture. 

But not any more! Now 
they’ve got SPF. What, you 
ask, is SPF? That’s more jar¬ 
gon tor Structured Protean 
Fibre — a new soy product 
that Is 93 per cent protein and 
has, among its other charac¬ 
teristics, the texture charac¬ 
teristic of muscle tissue. It is, 
like musclq meat, a fibre, not 
just a filler. 

To quote the man In the 
Ralston Purina sales booth at 
the convention: ‘Tn terms of 
palatability, it has the mouth 
feel * and the bite character¬ 
istics of the host product; that 
is. whatever you mix it with.” 

What the food industry can 
do with SPF in combination 
with some of that huge awe¬ 
some equipment to help feed 
a hungry world Is really fan¬ 
tastic. A little frightening to 
an old-fashioned butcher, but 
nonetheless fantastic. 

For example, one of the 
new pieces of equipment 
available to the meat industry 
is a mechanical deboner. With 
this huge gadget they can re- 
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cover good edible meat that 
normally Is thrown away. 
Even a good butcher can’t get 
all the meat off the bone when 
he bones out a beef chuck or 
a pork loin — but the mechan¬ 
ical deboner can. 

It’s not as neat as I am — 
the meat comes off looking 
more like pulp than a pork 
chop, but it is thorough. It can 
recover approximately three 
to four pounds of other-wise- 
lost meat per pork carcass, 
and as much as 16 pounds per 
carcass of beef. Assuming 
that all beef and pork slaught¬ 
ered in this country went 
through such a machine, an 
additional one billion pounds 
of meat (in a kind of pulp) 
could be recovered and added 
to our food supply each year. 

Mix that with a product like 
SPF so that once again it has 
the look and “bdteabdJdty” and 
“mouth feel” of meat, run it 
through a shaj>er-former- 
slicer-wrapper-packager — 
and think how many almost 
real imitation pork chops we 
could make or steaks or fish 
sticks or turkey rolls! 

I shouldn’t be a bit sur¬ 
prised If, in the not-too-distant 
furure, the food industry 
didn’t come up with edible 
plastic lettuce - or at least, 
plastic flowers for restaurant 
tables with removable leaves 
for romantics like me. She 
lovtos tme, she loves me not, 
she loves me . . .

For the first century after 
its discovery, chocolate re¬ 
mained & luxury that only 
royalty could afford. 

That was because Spain

The price stayed prohibi¬ 
tively high until British and 
Dutch explorers found new 
sources of 1 cacao and broke 
the Spanish monopoly.

1 a t e became fashionable 
throughout Europe and re¬ 
turned to the New World) to 
become a favorite flavor in 
North America. 

But history repeats itself, 
sometimes to our sorrow. And 
the price of cacao has been 
soaring to make chocolate a 
luxury again — at least for 
the time being. 

We see the advent of prod¬ 
ucts such as "chocolate fla¬ 
vored" frosted doughnuts that 
contain no chocolate at all. 
And when we go to make our 
own chocolate cakes, we gasp

If Mary had a little lamb, it 
must have been springtime, 
Back in those onre-upon-a- 
times, that’s the only season 
lamb was available. Anything 
sold the rest of the year w as 
really mutton. 

Today lamb Is available 
year-round. 

Considering that lamb is 
tender, lean and luscious — 
not to mention low-calorie — 
there’s no reason why lamb 
shouldn’t be very popular. 
Especially in springtime, when 
it’s traditional to "have a lit¬ 
tle lamb.’* 

So, let’s! 

But first, some calorie-wise 
shopping tips: 

Of all the cuts available, 
leg-af-iamb is the leanest and 
least fattening, only 590 calo¬ 
ries a pound when fat- 
trimmed. And fat-trimming is 
easy, because lamb — unlike 
beef or pork -- wears all its 
fat on (he outside (after all, 
it’s baby fat!). 

The weight-wary cook can 
easily trim it away before 
cooking, consigning the fat 
(and calories 1 to the waste¬ 
basket instead of the waist¬ 
line. 

A whole leg of lamb can be 
cut into smaller roasts. Or 
have part of it made into 
lambsteaks of "lambuiger.” 

—r Here-are some ideas»-- 

ROAST LAMB 

Trim fat from a leg roast. 
Roll the roast in crushed 
marjoram, until the surface is 
liberally coated. Season with 
salt (better yet, garlic salt) 
and freshly ground pepper. 

Roast, uncovered, in a shal¬ 
low pan at 325 degrees until a 
meat thermometer inserted in 
the middle registers 160 de¬ 
grees (for well-done, 180 de¬ 
grees). Each four-ounce serv¬ 
ing : 211 calories. 

MINTED LAMBSTEAKS 

Have two thick lamb steaks 
cut from a leg roast. 

Trim fat and cut each steak 
in half. Combine with one- 
quarter (cup of Creme de 
Menthe in a plastic bag. 
Marinate 30 minutes at room 
temperature or chill several 
hours in the refrigerator. Sea¬ 
son with salt and pepper. 
Broil or barbecue five min¬ 
utes each side. Serves four, 
about 250 calories each.

Brown under broiler, turning 
once., 

In a large pot. qombine egg¬ 
plant, beef broth 1 , water, to¬ 
mato paste, onion, garlic, nut¬ 
meg, oitgano and basil. Stir 
w'ell and add meatballs. Cover 
and simmer 30 to 40 minutes. 
Uncover and continue to sfan- 
mef until Sauce is thick. 
Meanwhile cook noodles. 
Serve sauce and meatballs 
over hot noodles; sprinkle 
lightly with cheese. Serves 
six, about 380 calories each. 


to learn that baking chocolate 
now costs around $2 a pound. 

As an alternative, there are 
chocolate-flavored baking 
chips, in which most of the 
cocoa butter has been re¬ 
placed by other vegetable 
oils. 

Chocolate manufacturers 
who still produce the real 
thing proclaim "real choco¬ 
late" on their labels, as if this 
were a rarity. 

But don’t think that choco¬ 
late is a treat of the past. The 
only thing dark about the fu¬ 
ture is the chocolate, which 
hopefully will be produced in 
greater quantity and at lower 
prices. 

Richard T. O’Connell, pres¬ 
ident of the Chocolate Manu¬ 
facturers Association, reports 
that plantings of cacao trees 
are on the increase. 

"As new' production comes, 
in. I think we’ll see a greater 
supply," he said. He also 
looks for a drop in prida, but 
probahly not this year. 

"We won’t get a handle on 
prices until early October." 
he said, explaining that cacao 
bean prices are established in 
the fall, which is the heavy 
buying season. 

Such factors as Interna¬ 
tional currency fluctuations, 
drought” and heavy demand 
have caused cacao bean 
prices to rise. 

The major cacao exchanges 
that influence the world mar¬ 
ket are located in London and 
New York, O'Connell said. 
And the decline in the British 
pound helped to send cacao 
beans upward. 

In addition, last year’s cfop 
was not as good as expected, 
and the estimated surplus of 
cacao beans dropped from- 
26.000 to 7,000 tons. 

Two years ago, drought and 
dust bowl conditions in Africa, 
the principal source of cacao, 
sent dust and sand 'into pro¬ 


ducing regions. This harmed 
the crop and reduced produc¬ 
tion. 

Cacao bean grindings in the 
first quarter of 1974 totaled 
73,000 tons. This figure 
dropped to 48,000 tons in the 
first quarter of 1975. The fig¬ 
ure for 1976 is 67,000 tons, an 
increase but still below nor¬ 
mal. 

“I think most of the prob¬ 
lems are behind us," O’Con¬ 
nell said. A factor still operat¬ 
ing, however, is the increas¬ 
ing demand for chocolate, 
especially in developing coun¬ 
tries. 

“As the standard of living 
rises, people eat more choco¬ 
late," O’Connell said. He 
noted <also that Eastern Euro¬ 
pean countries have, in the 
last eight to 10 years, "devel¬ 
oped quite a chocolate busi¬ 
ness." * 

It takes a warm, humid cli¬ 
mate to grow cacao. Except - 
for Vietnam, communist coun¬ 
tries are not situated in re¬ 
gions where cacao can be pro¬ 
duced and must compete in 
the world market for existing 
supplies. 

The only likelihood of disas¬ 
ter from rising communist de¬ 
mand would be "if China, God 
forbid, turned to chocolate," 
O’Connell said. 

At present, the leading 
cacao bean producers are 
Ghana. Nigeria, the Ca¬ 
meroon* and the Ivory Coast 
in Africa, and Brazil, Ecuador 
and the Dominican Republic 
in Latin America. 

Mexico, which introduced 
chocolate to the world, no 
longer exports cacao beans 
but reserves its production for 
domestic use.

TORONTO (CP) — During 
times of inflation, people are 
more likely to invest in pre¬ 
cious jewels than in property, 
cars or furniture, says Dr. 
Giuseppe Andriola of the In¬ 
stitute for Foreign Trade in 
Rome. 

Andriola, in Canada to pro¬ 
mote Italian-made jewelry, 
said that for speculative 
investment, precious gems 
are the best to accumulate. 

He said a buyer should look 
for 18-carat quality when pur¬ 
chasing gold, because it is “a 
pure gold and has a natural 
real value that is higher.” 

Andrioe said jewelry ac¬ 
counts for 10 per cent of Ita¬ 
ly’s export markat. 

“In 1975, exports alone to 
Canada amounted to over $10 
ipUlion.’’ he said. 

"Italian jewelry manufac¬ 
turers range in size from the 
single artisan designer to

modem industrial complexes. 

"Also we have a famous 
jewelry design school, the 
Benvenuto Coil ini in Valencia, 
where students come Crom' aJl 
over the world." 

Andriola said much of Ita¬ 
lian-made jewelry in recent 
years has been exported to 
Saudi Arabia and the wealth¬ 
ier oil-producing countries at 
the world.

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif., 
A girl's best friend may still 
be a diamond, but if she 
wants to traffic in jewels, the 
sapphire is today’s best buy. 
according to Claude Arpels. 
president of world-famous 
Van Cleef and Arpels. 

"Sapphires have not yet fol¬ 
lowed the rise in price of 
nibies, emeralds and dia¬ 
monds. They have increased 
but not as much because they 
are not yet the favorite and 
not yet in such demand,” ex¬ 
plained Arpels during a re¬ 
cent visit to the Beverly Hills 
salon. 

Not (hat sapphires are 
cheap. A shimmering blue 
12-carat sapphire ring sur¬ 
rounded by two row’s of dia¬ 
monds is 535.000. for instance. 
But if the sapphire were an 
emerald only half the weight, 
it would be double the price, 
said the New York-based jew¬ 
eler. 

While some people may 
prefer to put $90,000 in a 
— lUUU-Royce Camargue. others 
may invest in a sparkling 
gemstone. Like rubies. 
They’re the most expensive 


gem today, according to 
Arpels, if they’re more than 7 
carats. Other sound invest¬ 
ments. in descending order, 
are emeralds, diamonds and 
sapphires. 

"Some of our famous big 
stones have been sold and re¬ 
bought and sold again three 
or four times. We were 
almost cleaned out of invest¬ 
ment stones last Christmas 
and we re still trying to re¬ 
place them,” Arpels said. 

The firm that has nine daz¬ 
zling salons studded around 
the world does, however, have 
a few investment baubles left. 
One is a 30-carat cushion cut 
diamond. Good for a little pil¬ 
low talk? It’s a ring surround¬ 
ed by diamonds and the twist 
of a tiny screwdriver converts 
it to a pendant. AH for $55,000. 

For another $55,000, gemo- 
phiies can invesj in an 
8.56-carat cushion cut 
emerald that has just one tiny 
imperfection. "Just enough, 
as one customer used to say, 
to show that it’s real,” Arpels 
smiled. 

— Perhaps the beat blue chip 
stock of all at Van Cleef-end 
Arpels is an emerald-cut dia¬ 
mond that’s so white it's col¬ 


orless. the 27.28-carat piece 
of ice is flawless and costs a 
cool million in its ring setting. 

And rings, according to 
Arpels. are the firm’s best¬ 
sellers. Then chains. These 
are linked up with the Paris 
trend toward delicacy in jew¬ 
elry design. Not that the 
chains are spidery delicate, 
for the links are large enough 
to be literally paved with dia¬ 
monds. 

Arpels has caged some new 
lions — diamond dips and 
such — because "the lion is 
very decorative and many 
people are bom under the Leo 
sign."

Arts groups urged 
to lobby for funds 





GUELPH, Ont. (C!P) — 

Charles Lussier, new head of 
the Canada Council, called on 
arts organizations Saturday to 
work toward a broader base 
of public support so that his 
organization may campaign 
for more grant money from 
the federal treasury 

Lussier, making his first 
public speech since his ap¬ 
pointment last January, said 
the council would have $36.3 
million this year to support 
activity in theatre, music, 
opera, dance, writing, pub¬ 
lishing and the visual arts. 

This, he said, was up 10 per 
cent from the fiscal year 
ended last March 31, but in¬ 
cluded a special Sl-mill i in 
grant for the cultural activi¬ 
ties program associated with 
the Olympic Games, in Mon¬ 
treal. 

With inflation, the value of 
the grants this year will actu¬ 
ally be less than last year. 

HI?, said the council was re¬ 
viewing its programs to see 
that the best value was receiv¬ 
ed for every dollar pa/id out. 
Some arts-support associa¬ 
tions may have to get along 
with le^s so that artists-in- 
training and practising artists 
may eet more of the money 
available. 

"The arts are an essential 
ingredient of life,” Lussier 
said. “Those who provide this 
ingredient are entitled to a 


decent living and good work¬ 
ing conditions. Yet we are 
painfully aware that artists 
still lag far behind most of 
their countrymen in the 
amount of hard cash they are 
able to get for their work.” 

Despite the current spending 
restraint, Luss'Pr announced 
that the Canada Council would 
embark on a new program to 
support professional musicians 
working with community 
groups or institutions such as 
local arts cxmcils or church¬ 
es. 

On application, they will be 
able to receive the services of 
professional musicians to 
strengthen local activity. The 
musicians will be paid $10,000 
to $15,000 a year or $500 for a 
short-term project.

Brain 

saver 

studied 


PITTSBURGH fUPI) — 
The world’s first attempt to 
save dying 'brains of heart at¬ 
tack victims has been an¬ 
nounced by a University; of 
Pittsburgh professor. 

Dr. Peter Safar told a medi¬ 
cal conference that the brains 
would be saved through mas¬ 
sive doses of barbiturates. 

The decision to try the revo- 
1 u t i o n a r y treatment was 
reached after lengthy discus¬ 
sion by a team of more than 
20 international specialists on 
emergency care and brain re¬ 
search, Safar said. 

The treatment could pre¬ 
vent extensive brain damage 
and brain death in people 
whose hearts had stopped be¬ 
cause of attacks, he said. It 
could also prevent brain dam¬ 
age In drowning and choking 
victim*. 

If oxygen isn’t supplied 
through the blood, the vic¬ 
tim’s brain begins to die after 
five minutes. The victim 
eventually either dies or be¬ 
comes a "vegetable.” 

Barbiturates are believed to 
protect the brain somehow al- 
tliough high doses of the drug 
coiild cause He^piratory failure 
- the cause of death in barb- 
dturate overdoses. 

Safar, who hopes to Imple¬ 
ment the plan before July 1, 
said It could help reduce or 
eliminate brain damage 
among the 20 to 50 per cent of 
heart attack victims whose 
hearts have stopped complete¬ 
ly. 


U.S. fears 
swine flu 
lawsuits 

ATLANTA (UP!) — Feder¬ 
al health officials fear a rash 
of lawsuits against doctors by 
persons who get an adverse 
ifraction from the s?wjne flu 
shots to be given to millions 
of Americans this summer 
and fall. 

To reduce the possibility of 
such court actions, the adviso¬ 
ry committee on immuniza¬ 
tion practices at the National 
Centre for Disease Control is 
strongly considering recom¬ 
mending that each person get¬ 
ting an influenza shot be 
handed a statement explain¬ 
ing the danger's of Influenza 
and the protection afforded by 
the vaccine, but warning of 
Its side-effects. 

A draft of the proposed 
statement would also urge ev¬ 
eryone to fake the flu shot* 
"because of the danger of the 
disease and the very small 
risk of the vaccines.” Exclud¬ 
ed from the getting the vac¬ 
cine would be very young 
children and persons with 
known allergy to eggi dr neo¬ 
mycin. 

Members of the committee 
felt there would be very few 
severe reactions to the swine 
flu shots. Dr. Harry Myer, 
Jr., director of the Bureau of 
Biologists, Washington, D.C., 
said more than 1,000 adult 
volunteers so far had received 
the vaccine in field tests that 
started last month. The prin¬ 
cipal side-effects were a sore 
arm and a slight fever that 
lasted less than 24 hours. 


New posters 
smothered 
in Nanking 

NANKING, China CReuter) 
— Young militia men and 
troops with fixed bayonets pa¬ 
trolled the streets here today 
following the suppression of a 
wall-poster campaign, ap- 
p a r e n 11 y connected with' 
China’s recent leadership 
struggle. 

An official told foreign visi¬ 
tors that some people had 
pasted up "counter-revolu¬ 
tionary posters” during last 
month’s Ching Ming festival 
honoring China’s dead. 

There were signs that 
hundreds of posters had been 
pulled down recently and slo¬ 
gans painted over. One slogan 
that remained declared: 
"Smash the Nanking Counter- 
Revolutionary Incident.” 

The official said the In¬ 
cident was connected with po¬ 
litical riots in Peking's Tien 
An Men Square on April 5, 
which brought China’s three- 
month power struggle to a 
head. 

The Peking violence was 
blamed on followers of former 
vice-premier Teng Hsiao-pSng 
and two days later he was dis¬ 
missed from office. 

The official said nobody had 
been injured or killed in 
Nanking and there had been 
no acts of sabotage. 

He added that posters at¬ 
tacked some local administra¬ 
tors but declined to name 
them. 

Asked whether the people 
who put up the posters ha<i 
been punished, the official re¬ 
plied: "They have been re¬ 
formed by education and criti-

ade, a senate report said Sat¬ 
urday. 

The 183-page report, latest 
in a series by the senate in¬ 
telligence committee, traced 
the development of FBI 
domestic spying activities 
from 1936 when the executive 
branch established the 
bureau’s intelligence struc¬ 
ture with J. Edgar Hoover in 
charge. 

Hoover ran the FBI for 48 
years until his death in 1972. 

Only hours before the com¬ 
mittee released its new re¬ 
port, FBI director Clarence 
Kelley told a Westminster 
College audience in Fulton, 
Missouri, that "there were 
wrongful uses trf 
power . . . chiefly during the 
twilight of Mr. Hoover’s ad¬ 
ministration." 

Kelley’s unprecedented 
apology, it was lean red, came 
because he felt one was nec¬ 
essary now because of the 
senate committee’s reports. 

"Until this committee’s 
investigation,’’ the new report 
said, "there was never been a 
substantial inquiry by the 
congress into the policies and 
practices of the FBI and the 
executive for the conduct of 
domestic intelligence inves¬ 
tigations.’’ 

Reports by the committee 
have exposed FBI violations 
of the civil rights and privacy 
of Americans including the 
use erf wiretaps, electronic 
bugging, physical aim 
veillance, break-ins. mail 
openings and informers. They 
also have showed the bureau 
sometimes incited violence 
between rival dissident fac¬ 
tions.

H L Hunt once said, “Any¬ 
one who knows how rich he is 
isn’t vei^ rich.” 

Counting tricks is not as 
easy as counting money. If 
you have the money, you can 
spend it. Unfortunately, even 
if you sometimes have the 
tricks, you might not get to 
take them. Unless of course, 
you cash them in the right 
order. 

East wins the spade ace 
and returns the nine to 
South’s king And it’s now 
South’s last chance to count 
tricks and to develop his 
plan. 

Declarer counts at least 
four diamonds (five if the 
queen is doubleton), two 
clubs, two hearts and a 
spade. That's nine tricks in 
anyone's book. And since 
West’s lead shows a 4-3 spade 
break, what's the big deal’ 

Suppose declarer goes from 
here and cashes two top dia¬ 
monds and gives up a dia¬ 
mond? East wins, the defense 
takes two spades and West 
sticks the lead in dummy 
with a heart. Declarer can 
now cash dummy’s diamonds 
but can never reach his heart 
king. West eventually takes 
the setting trick with a high 
club and nine tricks suddenly 
become eight. 

Where did the nine tricks 
go? It is all a matter of tim¬ 
ing. After winning the spade 
king, suppose declarer looks 
ahead to develop a plan. Nine 
tricks are there, but he must 
make sure there are enough 
entries to cash them 

So instead of playing two 
top diamonds to remove his 
entries, he plays the ace and 
a low diamond at tricks two 
and three and gives East his 
trick early. The defense now 
takes the spades but enough 
entries remain in both hands 
for declarer to unravel his 
nine tricks.

Competitive tillers 
down-to-earth folks

It was a day for apprecia¬ 
tion of times past when farm¬ 
land was farmland and en¬ 
croaching row housing hadn’t 
even touched a draftsman’s 
page. 

There were winners in Sat¬ 
urday' s Saanich Plowing As¬ 
sociation matches, but the 
feeding of cryatahzing a life- 
stJlye fur a day was the lure for 
m<*»t competitors and 
watchers. 

For many, looking back at 
the lifestyle was enough. 

Frank Doyle, for one. 
wouldn’t want to go back to 
using ihe Massey - Harris 
horse-drawn handjlows that 
were a main attraction at the 
Mount Newton Cross Road 
farm. 

A Saanich Peninsula farmer 
who spent his early years 
walking U tough miles an 
acre turning the soil. Doyle 
now works for the Saanich Ar¬ 
tifacts Society whibh donated 
the competition plow. 

It was used by businessmen 
like Don Williams, a Sooke 


logging official who swore 
he’d never touched a plow be¬ 
fore, judges said. 

Williams walked away with 
the "businesspersons” class 
prize. 

Down the field where Ihe 
sun heat on competitors turn¬ 
ing the so ricarotully. slowly, 
mindful that time was not a 
winning factor, was the 
youngest (dower of the day. 

Ten-year-old Joanne Bick¬ 
ford likes plowing just lo¬ 
calise it's fun — "you get to 
drive a traetpr,” and under 
ihe watchful gaze of two com¬ 
petitor brother* and her 
parents, Joanne plowed her 
way to the two-furrow prize 
for under-19 girls. 

Her brother Brian! 12. of 
the Central Saanich family, 
walked home with a Canadian 
Legion trophy for 4-H 
members who put their plow¬ 
ing skills to work. 

That skill ignores speed. 

Judges look only at the 
straightness and neatness of 
the furrow, its depth and how 
well grass and weeds have 
been covered, plowing associ¬ 


ation secretary Tom Wilson 
said. 

"Speed is what everybody 
wants these days—it doesn’t 
matter how well you do it." 

He said that this attitude, 
born of larger and quicker Hi¬ 
lary tillers, is one reason the 
association wants to keep up 
interest in traditional tractor- 
mounted plows and the "art" 
of their use. 

There is a point to turning 
grass and weeds under. 

Once soil-covered, planis 
rot and make good fertilizer. 
Wilson said, another reason 
the traditionalist object* to 
the rotary tillers which "just 
rip the earth right up.” 

Getting untalkative farmers 
to say how they make a good 
furrow is a task. 

Many spectators knew, but 
they set quietly in groups 
trom two Silver Threads 
buses which had brought

Because of television por¬ 
trayals of crisis line, many 
people think of the 24-hour 
telephone service as a last re¬ 
sort for people teetering on 
the brink of suicide. 

In fact, only 2 or 3 per cent 
of the service's calls could be 
classified as that kind of 
emergency, director Bobbi 
Etter said. 

The service will celebrate 
its fifth anniversary Monday, 
and Etter would like to shift 
attention away from the cri¬ 
sis-line image to the service's 
name NEED. 

The phone lines ere open 
for anyone who needs some¬ 
one to talk to. “We want to be 
available for whatever con¬ 
cerns the caller,'' Etter said. 

Etter estimated that the 
service had taken 56,000 calls 
over the years, and it was 
now taking between 950 and 
1,150 ealls each month. 

To these callers, the service 
simply provided “another 
human being willing to be 
there a* long as it takes." The 
hope is that the caller will see 
his situation more clearly by 
the end of the conversation. 

About 30 per cent of calls

are referred to professionals 
or other agencies for more 
help, but., most people are 
looking for personal support. 

Although many people who 
seek help from NEED feel 
overwhelmed by their prob¬ 
lem, moat know what to do 
fcbout the problem, Etter said. 
They Just need encourage¬ 
ment to make their own deci¬ 
sion and follow it through. 

Because of this, the volun¬ 
teers are careful not to pass 
judgments or give advice to 
callers. Refraining from giv¬ 
ing advice is difficult for just 
about everyone, and the vol¬ 
unteers put a lot of energy 
into that part of thdr train¬ 
ing. 

Another attraction of NEED 
i* anonymity. Most caUfcrs 
have people around them, 
Etter said, but the problem 
was something they can't 
bring themselves to discuss 
with people close to them. 

But a call is strictly con¬ 
fidential, and the caller 
doesn't need to even Identify 
himself. And after the conver¬ 
sation, the caller doesn’t have 
to worry about facing the vol¬ 
unteer the next day. 


This anonymity is main- 
tained even for the many vol¬ 
unteers who use the service 
on their off-hours. 

Everyone who answers 
phones for NEED is a volun¬ 
teer. Ever since the beginning 
of the service. NEED has had 
between 80 and 90 volunteers. 
Some of the original volun¬ 
teers are still with the ser¬ 
vice. 

“It’s a big responsibility to 
share someone’s life.” and the 
work is emotionally demand¬ 
ing, Etter added. Volunteers 
are expected 1o work one 
four-hour shift a week. 

NEED tends to have a 
shortage of volunteers in the 
spring and surpmer, when 
people are leaving on vaca¬ 
tions or taking summer jobs. 


But still, one of the most 
impressive points about 
NEED’S five-year history is 
its steady supply of volun¬ 
teers. 

Volunteers must be at least 
19 years old. 

“We're not super-people, 
vfath no problems of our 
own," Etfer said. Volunteers 
who have experienced prob¬ 
lems of their own can bring 
understanding to the work.

Urbach **id about one-third 
of all cancers are skin 
cancers, which are caused by 
excessive exposure to the‘ul¬ 
tra-violet light contained In 
rays of the aun. 


A large number of such 
cancers ario not fatal, but it is 
a good idea for everyone to 
avoid excessive exposure to 
the sun, especially in the mid¬ 
dle of the day, he said.

MOSCOW (UPI) -• The So¬ 
viet Union elevated party 
leader Leonlud Brezhnev to the 
nations’ highest military rank 
Saturday and displayed a 
statue of him for the first 
time. 

The official Tass news 
agency , said the presidium of 
the nation's parliament pro¬ 
moted Brezhnev to the rank 
of marshal of the Soviet Un- 
. ion—-the first Soviet leader so 
honored since the late dictator 
Josef Stalin. 

In making the announce¬ 


ment, Tass also disclosed that 
Brezhnev, 69. served as chief 
of the Soviet defence council, 
a post that makes him de 
facto civilian commander of 
the armed forces. 

At the same time, Tass sai<*-> 
Soviet officials and war veter¬ 
ans gathered in Brezhnev's 
home town of Dneprod¬ 
zerzhinsk in the Ukraine and 
unveiled a bronze bust of the 
party leader. 

Brezhnev himself was ab¬ 
sent from the ceremony. 


FULTON, Mo. (AP) — FBI 
Director Clarence Kelley 
issued on Saturday his first 
public apology for past FBI 
misdeeds such as the cam¬ 
paign to harass militant politi¬ 
cal *groups and discredit their 
leaders.

quake victims. 

The official death toll rose 
to 740. 

Authorities in Venice said 
some art works suffered dam¬ 
age in Thursday's quake' 62 
miles away. Culture Minster 
Mario Pedini said the condi¬ 
tion Of castles, palaces, 
churches lind art works in the 
Udine area, northeast of Ven¬ 
ice, is “most worrisome." 

Rescue workers continued 
pulling the dead and the liv¬ 
ing from the ruins of dozens 
of communities. 

Thirty-nine aftershocks 
were recorded, but the latesl 
ones were light and caused no 
damage except to already 
cracked buildings. 

Premier Aldo Moro flew to 
Udine and met with mayors 
of stricken towns to discuss 
relief measures. The govern¬ 
ment said that all workers 
who lost their jobs in the 
quake would be paid up to 90 
per cent of their wages out of 
the national unemployment 
fund.

“It will be completed by 
June the 30th of this year anil 
will be put on the shelf so that 
if we are faced with such an 
emergency, we can get going. 

“It would be tough but part 
of the strategy, an important 
part of the strategy, is to pro¬ 
vide a degree of self-reliance 
in the event that there was 
another major interruption. 

"We talk about energy pre¬ 
paredness. There are certain 
opportunities such as the 
played out iron ore mines in 
Newfoundland. where we 
could store a hundred million 
barrels of oil. 

"There is of course the oil 
still in the ground in the west. 
There are a number of ways 
it can be done, rationing of 
course. 

“We have a complete plan 
ready in the event that there 
is a major interruption again. 
This is what the emergency 
supplies allocation board has 
been working on.” he said. 

West of the Ottawa Valley 
Canada consumes domestical¬ 
ly-produced petroleum prod¬ 
ucts but the eastern seaboard 
is fueled from abroad.

Aldrin, other dignitaries 
make alcoholism public 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Former astronaut Edwin 
(Buzz) Aldrin Jr. acknowl¬ 
edged publicly for the first 
time Saturday that he became 
an alcoholic after his historic 
1969 flight to the moon, and fi¬ 
nally stopped drinking only 
last August. 

Aldrin was among 52 public 
figures who appeared at a re¬ 
markable, emotion-filled news 
conference sponsored by the 
National Council on Al¬ 
coholism and identified them¬ 
selves as recovered alcohol¬ 
ics. 

Most of them — like Aldrin 
— stepped forward after 
months or years of anonymi¬ 
ty. Their purpose, they said, 
was to help remove the stig¬ 
ma of alcoholism and show 
other victims — the NCA es¬ 
timates the number at 10 mil¬ 
lion Americans — that al¬ 
coholism is a treatable dis¬ 
ease. 

"It's a great day for all of 
us," said a smiling Dick Van 
Dyke, the television enter¬ 
tainer, who testified he once 
drank so heavily he "simply 
could not work." 

"Alcoholism is a disease. It 
is chronic, progressive and 
fatal — but it can be treat¬ 
ed," Van Dyke said.

Cable companies

MADRID (UPI) - The 
Spanish government ordered 
the release of a group of 
jailed leftists Saturday in a 
movw to push reforms and re¬ 
duce political tensions. 

Government sources said 
most of Spain’s 800 political 
prisoners would eventually be 
freed. 

The developments came 
only hours after authorities 
announced detailed proposals 
for the election of a western- 
style parliament and the cre¬ 
ation of independent labor 
unions. 

Friday night, the govern¬ 
ment for the first time spelled 
out the details of the changes 
it plans to make in the author¬ 
itarian regime inherited from 
the late General Francisco 
Franco. 

It added a promise of free 
labor unions to the previously 
known main points of the pro¬ 
gram — a western-type two- 
chamber parliament, the wi¬ 
dening of political liberties 
and the introduction of univer¬ 
sal suffrage. 

On Saturday, it followed up 
on the promise by ordering 
the release of a group of left¬ 
wingers held since April 3 for 
their alleged participation in 
anti-government street dem¬ 
onstrations. 

They included economics 


professor Ramon Tamames. a 
leading communist, left-wing 
film director Juan Antonio 
Bardem and lawyer Eugenio 
Triana. 

The interior ministry said 
appeals lodged by the three 
against their imprisonment 
had been examined, and that 
as a result the ministry had 
ordered their release. 

Government sources said 
all of Spain’s 800 political 
prisoners would be released 
over the next weeks, except 
for those accused or convicted 
of acts of violence.

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Province accepts union rules on summer jobs 


Provincial Secretary Grace 
McCarthy said Friday she’s 
convinced the problems sur¬ 
rounding the employment of 
university students this sum¬ 
mer are over. 

John Fryer, head of the 
B.C. Government Employees 
Union, said he was happy the 
impasse of the past few weeks 
had been resolved. ' 

But Scott Wallace (PC-Oak 


Bay) said He wanted solid evi¬ 
dence that “the government, 
knows what it’sr doing” before 
he believed the summer stu¬ 
dent program was back on 
track. 

The latest sequence in the 
summer student epic started 
two weeks ago when the union 
and the government were un¬ 
able to reach agreement on 
pay rates for summer help. 

The government wanted to 


pay student rates: the union 
insisted union rates be paid. 

That phase of the battle 
ended Friday with Mrs. 
McCarthy sending a telegram 
to Fryer to state the govern¬ 
ment would abide by the con¬ 
ditions of the union-govern¬ 
ment master agreement. 

“It is not the government’s 
intention to appoint students 
to classified positions at a 
rate lower than that set out in 


the collective agreement,” the 
telegram stated. "It appears, 
therefore, we have no areas 
of disagreement and I trust 
that the union and govern¬ 
ment can co-operate to make 
the program successful.” 

Fryer said he was pleased 
the problem appeared to be 
resolved and that he was an¬ 
ticipating early meetings with 
the government to determine 
which jobs would (all within 


union classification and which 
would be unclassified. 

But Wallacfe remains un¬ 
impressed. 

“There has been incredible 
confusion on the summer stu¬ 
dent program this year,” he 
said. “Every day I receive 
complaints from students who 
were promised jobs weeks 
ago. assured they had those 
jobs, and are now receiving 
phone calls or telegrams tell¬ 


ing them the jobs are not 
available. 

“I hope the problem Is 
solved, but I’m fearful that 
this (Mrs. McCarthy's tele¬ 
gram) is just another govern¬ 
ment smoke screen.” 

Wallace said he didn’t care 
how the government tried to 
“look good, the fact is that 
ihey cut about $11 million 
from the student employment 
program this year and that 
has to mean fewer jobs.” 


Mrs. McCarthy said the 
government was doing the 
best it could-with the dollars 
available but pointed out that 
this year no federal funds 
wqre being made available 
for the student work program. 

When a student occupies a 
union-classified job the pay 
rate remains at the union 
level. 

Unclassified, jobs can earn 
$485 a month for students 


below the Grade 11 level; $539 
for Grade 12; $593 for first- 
year university; $620 for sec¬ 
ond year; $649 for third and 
$701 for a f»xirth-ycar univer¬ 
sity student. Graduate students 
get $809 for unclassified posi¬ 
tions. 

Neither Fryer nor Mrs. 
McCarthy was able to es¬ 
timate how many students 
would find work with the gov¬ 
ernment this year. 




Explanation 

Janitors 
belong 
to IWA?

DUNCAN — Some people 
are wondering why school bus 
drivers, janitors and mainte¬ 
nance men belong to a union 
like the International Wood¬ 
workers of America. 

It’s a question that's been 
begging an answer since the 
85 IWA members of School 
District 65 went on strike 
April 21, greatly reducing 
school hours at some 38 
schools. 

“We’re old traditional un¬ 
ionists and we're not going to 
let anybody down if they want 
union support.” a spokesman 
for the IWA local at Duncan 
said Saturday. 

It wee his explanation for 
the fact that Duncan is the 
only IWA local representing 
school district employees any¬ 
where. 

The spokesman said It all 
started/in 1955, when the 
school district employees ap¬ 
proached the IWA main 
union in the area seeking 
some kind of labor affiliation. 

"We suggested CTJPE (Ca¬ 
nadian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees) but they came back 
later and said CUPE wasn't 
quite big enough.” 

(Th a t was before CUPE 
grew into one of the country's 
two largest unions.) 

Tbe IWA spokesman said 
his union then won certifi¬ 
cation for the school district 
employees only to have a 
growing CUPE come hack 
“five or six years later” in a 
bid to win certification. But 
the vote kept the IWA in the 
driver’s seat.

The 260 members of the 
chamber are being polled to 
find out if the closure of the 
tourist information office on 
the Trans-Canada Highway 
would have any adverse ef¬ 
fects on their businesses.

that the cast of the operation 
is increasing and it is becom¬ 
ing a bigger burden every 
year on the chamber’s mem¬ 
bership duel. 

In 1976, the information 
hijreau had a operating loss of 
$937.82. which has to be made 
up from membership dues. 

Most of the operating ex¬ 
penditures. which amounted 
to $10,094 in 1975. were offset 
by grants from the provincial 
government ($500.), city of 
Duncan ($2,000). municipality 
of North Gowichan ($700) and 
the First Citizen Fund for Job 
Training ($4,750). 


The city of Duncan grant 
covers the taxes and rent on 
the city-owned building and 
lot. But city council has ad¬ 
vised the chamber that they 
will he reducing this grant by 
$500 a year. 

To operate the tourist 
bureau in 1976. McCulloch es¬ 
timates that members’s fees 
will have to be increased by 
more than 12 percent, or the 
city will have to reconsider its 
reduction policy. 

“The question is whether 
we can continue to operate 
the service, or increase our 


membership fees to provide 
the additional finances, or do 
we turn it over to the city,” 
the chamber president said. 

Duncan Mayor Kenneth 
Paskin said that the city had 
not considered revising its 
policy on reducing the grant 
to the chamber, nor does 
council intend to nj>ertite the 
bureau. «- 

Paskin said this week, “I 
don’t question the sen-ice the 
chamber is doing for the com¬ 
munity. but I do not think city 
taxpayers should have to sub¬ 
sidize something which serves 
the whole Cowichan Valley."

There had been pressure for 
a settlement from the busi¬ 
ness community because of 
the important role Lsland Hall 
plays in the tourist-conscious 
Vt 


v illage. The hotel is viewed as 
a ma jor drawing card. 

The picket lines went up 
Dec. 11 after the hotel locked 
its employees out. The lockout 
came in response to strike no¬ 
tice from the union. 

TTie union has pressed for 
an increase in wages consis¬ 


tent with those in area agree¬ 
ments. The hotel insists it 
belongs in the tourist class 
and doesn’t have a year-round 
volume of business that would 
enable the higher payment. 

Both sides agree that the 
dispute so far has cogt Island 
Hall about $300,000 in lost 
business.

COURTENAY — As in most 
parts of the Island the June 
1st ferry rate increases will 
not be popular in Comox Val¬ 
ley — although there are ex¬ 
ceptions. 

Here are some of the opin¬ 
ions voiced on the issue: 

Courtenay Mayor William 
Moore: Voiced strong objec¬ 
tions to the hike. He says 
Vancouver Island has been 
the poor country cousins of 
the highways department long 
enough. 

He said he sees the sub¬ 
sidizing of the ferry system in 
the same view as providing 
roads in the Okanagan — they 
are all part of the same sys¬ 
tem. 

Eric Cole, president of the 
Cumberland Chamber of 
Commerce: Said the ferry 
link between the mainland 
and Vancouver Island is part 
of the Trans-Canada Highway 
and asserts that ferry costs 
should he absorbed from gen¬ 
eral revenue. 

"Why should we residents 
of Vancouver Island be the 
penalized people of this prov¬ 
ince?” 

He said those most affected 
by the increase are those who 
commute between the two 
points and feels there is ail 
kinds of money being taken 
from people in various forms 
of taxation, and that some of 
this money should be used to 
operate the “very essential" 
ferry service. 

The “unjust and discrimi¬ 
natory" increase should be 
protested by every chamber 
of commerce c*t the island 
and throughout the province. 

Cole says citizens w-ould go 
along with a small increase 
but feels the double and even 
tripling of rates in some in¬ 
stances is “pretty ridiculous.”

Searchlights go on trial 
for rescue helicopters 


Search and rescue heli¬ 
copters on the West Coast 
may soon be equipped with 
the searchlights that a Van¬ 
couver Island i*escue coor¬ 
dinator has said they dcsjwr- 
ately need. 

The move is one outlined In 
a recent letter from the na¬ 
tional defence department to 
Campbell River's Dr. Bob So¬ 
merville. 

The Island resident, who 
voluntarily co-ordinates res¬ 
cue work, has said the search¬ 


lights are amohg equipment 
needed on search aircraft. He 
also contends this coast has 
far less equipment than the 
East Coast. 

“Trials will begin this 
month on the feasibility of 
mounting the Night Sun 
searchlight on SAR heli¬ 
copters.” defence department 
executive assistant M. G. 
.Cloutier wrote. 

"When funfling is obtains^!, 
action will commence to equip 
all SAR aircraft with marine 


VHF-FM radios.” he con¬ 
tinued. 

The radios were also on So¬ 
merville’s list of equipment 
he told DND recently was 
necessary for safe search and 
rescue on the B.C. coast. 

DND believes W e * t Coast 
facilities are generally ade¬ 
quate for rescue, the letter 
said, although Cloutier said 
the department “will continue 
to update and augment the 
resources to the utmost of our 
capabilities.” 


animals may be infected with 
rabies. 

And he warned further that 
any persons receiving a bite 
from a bat at any time should 
wash the wound well with 
soap ami water and consult a 
doctor for medical advice 
without delay. 

His second warning con¬ 
cerned the annual danger of 
poisonous mushrooms. 

In early stages of develop¬ 
ment, he said, it is difficult 
even fir an expert to distin¬ 
guish between poisonous and 
edible mushrooms so much so 
that, they can grow side by 
side and still not be identified. 

’ 'Nobody should pick 
mushrooms without first posi¬ 
tively identifying them as 
being non p o i s o n o u s.” he 
said. 

The provincial department 
of agriculture has pamphlets 
available free of charge for 
persons wishing to collect 
wild mushrooms. 

"If In doubt," Dr. Reynolds 
said, “do not eat what you 
pick. Throw them away and 
buy mushrooms from a com¬ 
mercial source."

He expressed concern that 
the government is not “play¬ 
ing bail” with the taxpayers 
in this time of economic up¬ 
heaval. 

Cumberland Mayor William 
Monoricf: "Maybe we should 
become the province of Van¬ 
couver Island and then the 
federal government wbuld re¬ 
cognize us,” the mayor said. 

He said the Island is not 
being given recognition by Ot¬ 
tawa and “becoming a prov¬ 
ince would let Ottawa know 
we exist.” 

The ferry system is a part 
of the Trans-Canada Highway 
system, he contends and feels 
Vancouver Island should be 
treated the same as some 
eastern provinces who receive 
federal subsidies to operate 
ferry systems. 

The recent announcement 
by the provincial government 
that two contracts for the 
North Island Highway will not 
he awarded this year as had 
heen scheduled leads Mon- 
rrief to question: “What are 
they (the provincial govern¬ 
ment) doing to us?.” 

He said it would appear 
that because Vancouver Is¬ 
landers elected N e w Demo¬ 
cratic Party MLAs the Socned 
philosophy is “we are going to 
teach you a lesson." 

He also wondered why, if 
the ferry system was in such 
dire financial straits, the pre¬ 
vious Social Credit govern¬ 
ment did not hike the fates. 

“They are trying to blame 
the whole thing on the NDP — 
trying to embarrass them as 
much as they can.” 

Speaking specifically about 
the Comox Valley and the ef¬ 
fect the hike will have on this 
area. Moncrief said although 
the area lacks major in¬ 
dustry, "we appear to be 
getting along alright. The 
tourist dollar is our life blood, 
there can he no escaping this 
fact.” 

He said the government Is 
treating island residents like 
naughty kindergarten children 
and finds this nauseating. 

Mr*. Elmer Talson. Tal*on 
Tent and Trailer Park near 
Comox. The increase will do 
further harm to the tourist in¬ 
dustry, he said and will prove 
costly for Vancouver Island 
residents as far as increased 
food costs. 

"We will certainly think 
twice about making a trip 1o 
the mainland, and I guess 
many people will adopt the 
same attitude.” 

The tourist trade, she said, 
needs all the help it can get, 
not a kick in the teeth. 

George Ward of Saratoga 
Beach: It certainly won’t help 
the tourism picture, in fact 
it’s going to cause some real 
problems to the tourist in¬ 
dustry on the Island. 

Ward said there are ar¬ 
guments for and against the 
hike. He admits an increase 
was inevitable but feels rates 
should have gone up in 
stages.. “The way it was done 
was just too drastic.” 

‘Tourists will certainly he 
taking a second look before 
hoarding ferries for Van¬ 
couver Island and says those, 
moat, affected by the hike will 
he people who travel to the 
island frequently during the 
summer.” 


Ward reported bookings are 
up over the same time last 
year with most of the hook¬ 
ings coming from California. 

George Bates. Bates Bench 
Resort: said he was “hor¬ 
rified” at the provincial gov¬ 
ernment’s decision to hike the 
ferry rates. 

It will have a terrible effect 
on tourism and also food costs 
on Vancouver Island, he said. 

”T would suggest we build a 
coffin, put a full page adver¬ 
tisement In the Cblonist and 
tell people this is the end of 
Vancouver Island..” 

Agreeing that “possibly the 
ferry rates were too low,” 
Bates said that the increases 
are far too heavy, and there 
is no doubt in his mind it will 
. seriously affect tourism. 

Bookings so far for his re¬ 
sort are well above the same 
time last year, but hr is quick 
to note, that no bookings have 
hern received since the ferry 
rates increase was announced 
by Transport Minister Jack 
Davis. 

Cnmnx Mayor Richard Mer¬ 
rick: Can see no reason why 
the ferry rates should not he 
hiked. 

The ferry system, he said, 
should pay its way. If the res¬ 
taurants are operating at a 
loss they should be made to 
break even or close down. I 
can see nothing wrong with 
this approach. 

He said there will he hard¬ 
ship for many tourists but 
does not expect the dec line in 
tourist traffic to he of major 
proportion. 

George Manning. Ancn 
Slumber Lodge, Courtenay: 
The increases could have 
some effect initially, but over 
the entire tourist season it 
will not affect business to any 
great degree, he said. 

“We have had Inflation for 
Iwo years this increase 
was inevitable.” 

He does not expect any 
long-term widespread outcry 
over the hike. "Who do you 
hear now complaining about 
the ICBC hike?” /

WASHINGTON (OP) 

Last year, for the first time in 
about 15 years, Canadian 
tourists spent more money in 
the United States than U.S. 
tourists spent in Canada. 

And they’ll probably do it 
again this year. 

Canadians spent an estimat¬ 
ed $1.5 billion in the United 
States in 1975, a whopping 22- 
per-cent increase over 1974. 
That’s an average of 5130 a 
head a visit and doesn’t in¬ 
clude transportation costs. 

U.S. tourists in Canada 
spent $1.3 billion, an increase 
of only one per cent over the 
previous year, for an average 
of $115 a head. 

Current projections show 
Canadians will spend slightly 
under $2 billion in the United 
States this American bicen¬ 
tennial year for another 20- 
per-cent increase. 

Beverly Shipka. United 
States Travel Service re¬ 
search and analysis director, 
estimates the United States 
will end up about $229 million 
ahead of Canada on 1975 
tourist receipts and says “it’s 


nice to have a surplus for a 
change.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Good 
tailors are so scarce these 
days that Brooks Brothers 
says it will no longer make 
custom-tailored garments. 

The company, long an ad¬ 
vocate of traditional and con¬ 
servative man's attire, re¬ 
leased a statement Friday an¬ 
nouncing the decision. 

For generations Brooks re¬ 
lied on the highly skilled taU 
lor typified by the dying 
breed of Italian Immigrants 
who still do most of their in¬ 
tricate needlework by hand. 
T he decrease in their 
numbers is said to be the 


main reason behind the com¬ 
pany's decision to discontinue 
its custom-tailoring service. 

Cited also was a decline in 
demand for expensive cus¬ 
tom-made clothing. The cost of 
a man’ suit, for example, 
runs between $500 and $600. 

Frank Reilly, the president 
of the company established in 
1818. said the special order 
department of the stores, 
which modifies standard cuts 
of clothes for each customer, 
would be able to satisfy 90 per 
c ent of the clientele. Suits |n 
that department are priced 
between $350 and $400.

The number of U.S. tourists 
travelling to Canada hit a 
peak in 1973, then-with trav¬ 
el curtailed during the 1974 
energy crisis—the figures 
began to fall. 

Canadian figures climbed 
steadily to 1971. where they 
first hit the nine-million fig¬ 
ure. Then they showed a 
steady, if slight, drop up to 
1975.

GUELPH. Ont. (CP) — 
Charles Lussier, nejv head of 
the Canada Council, called on 
arts organizations Saturday to 
work, toward a broader base 
of public support so that his 
organization may campaign 
tor more grant money from 
the federal treasury 

Lussier, making his first 
public speech since his ‘ap¬ 
pointment last January, said 
the council would have $36.3 
million this year to support 
activity in theatre, music, 
opera, dance, writing, pub¬ 
lishing and the visual arts. 

This, he said, was up 10 per 
cent from the fiscal year 
ended last March 31. but in¬ 
cluded a special $l-mfltbn 
grant for the cultural activi¬ 
ties program associated with ( 
the Olympic Games in Mon¬ 
treal. 

With inflation, the value of 
the grants this year will actu¬ 
ally be less than last year. 

If', said Ihe council was re¬ 
viewing its programs to see 
that the best value was receiv¬ 
ed for every dollar paid out. 
Some arts-support associa¬ 
tions may have to get along 
with less so that artists-in- 
training and practising artists 
may get more of the money 
available. 

“The arts are an essential 
ingredient of life.” Lussier 
said. “Those who pitovide this 
Ingredient are entitled to a 


decent living and good work¬ 
ing conditions. Yet we are 
painfully aware that artists 
still lag far behind most of 
their countrymen in the 
amount of hard cash they are 
able to get for their work.” 

Despite the current spending 
restraint. Lussir.r announced 
tliat the Canada Council would 
embark on a new program to 
support professional musicians 
working with community 
groups or institutions such as 
local arts councils or church¬ 
es. 

On application, they will be 
able to receive the services of 
professional musicians to 
strengthen local activity. The 
musicians will be paid $10,000 
lo $15,000 a year or $500 for a 
short-term project.

If the Braves were to win 
101 games this season. Turner 
said, it will cost him $300,000. 
"But if that happens. I’m 
making money too." 

Although baseball officials 
frown on Incentive bonuses, 
Turner doesn't foresee any 
problems. 

’I can do anything I want 
after the season is over," he 
said. "I don’t think they can 
atop me.” 

Turner sees the plan as a 
way of increasing team spirit, 
too. 

Tt might mean some of the 
guys will get on some of those 
who might not have a good al¬ 
titude." he said. "You know, 
this could be a big thing for 
the little guy who doesn’t 
make all that much." 

Turner came up with the 
idea last spring and sprang It 
Vm the players at the Braves' 
season opener in San Diego. 

They like it just fine, he 
said. 

In 1975, the Braves had a 
won-lost record of 67-94 and 
attendance of 534.672. They 
have won eight games and 
lost 15 this season.

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British Columbia Personalities 
Along Jim Nesbitt's Paper Route 


It-ft off delivering 
ni) old Times route No. 
21 at the Northwest eor- 
ner of Douglas and 
Broughton — at the big 
red-brick house and 
office-surgery of Dr. W. 
T. M. Barrett — built by 
Dr. B. I., Fraser, the 
Saanich school teacher 
who became a promi¬ 
nent, and much loved 
Victoria M.D. The Sus¬ 
sex is there now — and 
has be e n sinee the 
1930s. 

Across Douglas is St. Andrew s 
Presbyterian Church, with its 
beautiful stained-glass windows, now 
softly lit at night — an oasis of peace 
and quiet in a rushing world. 

Victoria is richer in stained glass 
than most places, stained glass both 
old and new. Some very fine stained 
glass is being done these days in Vic¬ 
toria. and I hope the young people who 
are doing it. find it worthwhile, for 
they are artists in the true sense. 

Dr. W. Leslie Clay was the 
much-liked and respected pastor 
of St. Andrew’s when I delivered 
the papers, there. 

He was kindly and genial to me — 
a pillar of this community — and 
when he patted me on the head and 
called me ’’Sonny,” I somehow felt a 
warm benediction being bestowed 
upon me. « 

Dr. Clay, I am sure, had no 
religious biases, though what was 
right, and what was wrong, 1 am sure, 
were very definite with him. He loved 
all mankind, especially sinners. 

Dr. (’lay lived on Linden Avenue, 
where his daughters still live. 

Miss Margaret Clay is one of 
Victoria’s ornaments. Everyone 
privileged to know her loves her, 
she's that kind. 

For years she was chief at Victoria 
Public Library — and she was into 
every good cause in town, though no 
do-gooder* in the accepted meaning 
of that term. 

It was always whispered that 
Margaret Clay was a socialist — a 
woman's libber, before her time. She 
always was, you see, a leader. 

Not long ago University of Victoria 
gave her an honorary degree, and in 
honoring her, honored itself. 
There’s something about Margaret 
Clay that somehow makes one feel 
the better for just talking to her. She 
has that certain aura — if you know 
what I mean. 

Next to St. Andrew's was the old 
Union Club. When I delivered papers 
there it was a Canadian Legion beer 
parlor — and the smell inside was 
something awful — spilled beer, I 
guess, stale smoke and ancient 
plumbing — and always smoke from 
the small fireplaces which heated the 
place if you could call it heat. 

Later this building was Prince 
Robert House, in the 1939-45 war, 
and swarmed with sailors — in 
Sunday. May 9, 1976 
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the good old days when sailors 
looked like sailors, and nuns 
looked like nuns. 

Sailors in those days wore white 
caps, floppy trousers, white ribbons 
on pusser occasions and jumpers so 
tight they had to have a winger pull it 
off 

I remember sailors flaked out' on 
the porch benches at Prince Robert 
House. 

Sailors were always ‘going to 
flakers,' That means going to snooze. 

They could sleep anywhere, 
anytime, even standing up. and the old 


No. 4 Ksquimalt Street car was 
always filled with sailors ‘at flakers.’ 

Across from the old Union Club at 
the southwest Courtney - Douglas 
corner was Mr. Stewart the tailor, 
very fashionable and expensive — 
probably $50 for a man’s suit. 

When you could have an ensemble 
made by Stewart the tailor you had 
really arrived. 

Mr. Stewart's establishment — the 
very Saville Row of Victoria — was in 
the greyish brick house built by Dr. E. 
C. Hart, who had one of the first 
motor cars in Victoria. 

Later this house was one of Vic¬ 
toria’s first Kuropean-style 
restaurants, and ’mine’ host was a 
great chef, and gave his guests a 
warm welcome in^g^best German 
style. 

This was a favorite eating place 
for members of the Legislature — 
very important people — among them 
Harold Winch, Leader of the Opposi¬ 
tion and Gordon Wismer, the 
Attorney-General — and also 
Cornelius Francis (Morry) Moriarity, 
of the Canadian Press, and dean of the 
Press Gallery, who lived around the 
corner at tho New’ Union Club. 

At the Strathcona I delivered a 
paper to Mr. Martin. I think he was 
the owner, though I'm not sure. He 
was a gentleman of the old school quiet 
and dignified, most courteous, as he 
thanked me, just as if I were as im¬ 
portant as he. 

Lottie Bowron lived at the 

Strathcona. She was blunt, 

lo\ able and a bit of a character. 

She knew everyone in town, and 

everyone knew her. 

She was a died-in-the-wool Tory, 
and nothing was right to her unless it 
was capital C Conservative—and she 
let you know that fact in a very 
definite way. 

She was a pioneer of Barkerville, I 
think she was born there Bowron 
Lake is named for her family. 

Lottie Bowron had been secretary 
to Premier Sir Richard McBride, and 
so was in on the know’ of British 
Columbia in those stirring times—and 
a crackerjack secretary I bet she 
was. 

She was a woman's libber of her 
day. along with Nancy Hodges (Bcs 
sie Forbes was too young then)—but 
she was always a gracious lady—who 
wouldn’t be found dead in a pantsuit. 

She w as a founder of the Kumtuks 
Club, which evolved into the Victoria 
Business and Professional Women’s 
Club. 

In the mid 1950s, I think it was, 
Victoria section of British Columbia 
Historical Association held a 
"McBride Night.” 


Young Brian Smith (now Mayor of 
Oak Bay) had just completed his fine 
thesis on McBride. 

He was the speaker that night, and 
he made McBride live for us again— 
though Brian Smith was not born until 
long after McBride had died, in 
London, as our agent-general, in 1917, 
at age 40, after a monumental public 
career—the only one of our 26 
premiers to be knighted. 

1 thought that night, as Brian 
Smith spoke, that he would not 
have been one bit surprised if 
McBride had walked in and sat 


down, so real had he become to 
the young U.B.C. law student. 

And there, that night, in the 
cafeteria of the Douglas Building, 
were the sister of McBride, Miss 
Dorothea, from New Westminster, 
and McBride's six good-looking 
daughters Mary, Mrs. Marshall 
Bock; Peggy, Mrs. Macgregor Macin¬ 
tosh; Ruth, Mrs. Maurice Carmichael; 
Dorothy, Mrs. John 11. Moore; Anne, 
Mrs. Basil Hood; Sheila, Mrs. Bruce 
Forbes. 

And there, too, were Lottie 
Bowron and James Morton, who had 
been president of the Legislative 
Press Gallery, when McBride was 
premier. 

Premier W. A. C. Bennett was 
present as well—and 1 think it 
was that night he resolved to best 
the McBride record as longest- 
term premier of British Colum¬ 
bia. 

This, in duo course he did, and the 
honors poured in upon him. 

What touched and pleased him 
most, I think, of all the honors was a 
message of contratulation and best 
wishes from the six daughters of 
McBride. , 

McBride night was a wonderful, 
history-making, an altogether great 
event and as long as I have my 
marbles if 1 have—I shall never 
forget it. 

There I've done it again-bogged 
you all down on Times route No. 21. 
Why do you let me talk so much? 
How did I get started on 
McBride oh. yes-Lottie Bowron liv¬ 
ing at (lie Strathcona Hotel. 

We re off again, and now at the 
Windermere Hotel—now provincial 
government offices. 

When I delivered papers, the 
Windermere was a hostel for 
'British gentle folk,’ which, I 
. think means what used to be cal¬ 
led ‘shabby genteel,’ or 
something like that. 

Mr. Newton was the manager, and 
perhaps the owner. 

His daughter is Betty Newton, a 
talented artist, who does fine work 
among the Indians, encouraging them 
to develop their own arts and crafts. 

♦ Among her great friends were Bil¬ 
ly Newcombe, Emily Carr and Lillian 
Sweeney and Hammie Smith. 

For years Miss Newton was on 
staff at provincial museum, and the 
fine work she did lives on. 

The Winderemere was built about 
1910 as the Alexandra Club (named 
for the Queen consort of King Edward 
VII—the sea king's daughter from 
over the sea'. 


Led by Mrs. James Dunsmuir, 
the fashionable and high society 
Indies of Victoria organized the 
Alexandra Club, so they could get 
away, on their own, from their 
menfolk. r 

If the gentlemen could have the 
Union Club why could not the ladies 
have the Alexandra club? 

The Alexandra ranked with the 
Georgian Club of Vancouver, the 
Sunset Club of Seattle and the Fran¬ 
ciscan Club of San Francisco. 

The Alexandra, however, didn't 
last too long; the ladies found that, 
after all, they were happier in clubs 
where there were gentlemen. 

When l first started going to 
dances the Alexandra ballroom was a 
popular place. It had mirrors and 
chandeliers, and was altogether 
glamorous, as we whirled to the 
music of Charlie Hunt and Paddy 
Heaton. 

Across Courtney, and up a bit from 
the Windermere, was the back 
entrance to the Wilson house—a tur- 
reted mansion, with well-kept gar¬ 
dens, and bird houses. 

Keith Wilson was a widower then. 
His wife had been a daughter of Alex¬ 
ander Munro. of the Hudson's Bay 
Company* and her sifters were Mrs. 
Robert Paterson Rithet and Mrs. 
John Irving. 

Miss Victoria Wilson lived with 
her father, and. ‘twas said, he kept an 
eve on her, and wouldn’t let her out of 
the estate, for fear some man would 
pick her up for her money. 

Miss Wilson was said to be a man 
hater, but 1 later heard that was not 
so. 

Mr. Wilson always paid for his 
paper, once a year, at The Times 
office at Fort and Broad, so that I 
never once got inside the gate. 

This frustrated me. How I longed 
to inspect that intriguing house. 

Miss Wilson always came to the 
gate, and picked up the paper from 
the box where I placed it. She never 
once spoke to me. but she smiled and 
1 seem to remember her as rather 
nice-looking but old fashioned 

Mr. Wilson always stood about 75 
feet behind her, and t\e made me ner¬ 
vous for 1 thought he was glaring at 
me. 

I remember the bird houses, up the 
walk a bit, and, of course, this place 
became famous because of an ancient 
parrot that Miss Wilson willed must 
remain in her house as long as he 
lived. 

Some people think that parrot is 
still living, in some mysterious, 
guarded place. 

Miss Wilson left her considerable 
fortune to found the cancer clinic at 
Jubilee Hospital, opened by Margaret 
Truman in the 1940s. 

When Miss Wilson died, about 1946, 
dozens of pairs of shoes, dozens of un¬ 
worn hats, and piles of unworn dres¬ 
ses and coats and furs were found in 
her house. 

After her father died, it appears, 
she went on buying splurges, to make 
up for all the times she had to deny 
herself when her strict father was liv¬ 
ing. 

She then stepped out, and Mrs. 
Lloyd Morgan told me that often she 
gave dinner parties at The Priory on 
Pemberton Road, when Mrs. Morgan 
had that place as a guest house. 

I must apologize again , we've still 
a long way to go on old Times route 
No 21. 

Please bear with me. and I thank 
you for so doing.

Piper's Lagoon lies north of Nanaimo, just beyond Departure Bay. 
A narrow spit of grass-covered land curves out from the shoreline here, to 
end in a series of rocky knolls shaded by oaks and arbutus trees and 
carpeted with a multitude of wildflowers. 

This has been for many years a playground for the people who live 
nearby, and up to now it has resisted all threats of development that 
would make it just another overcrowded seaside resort. 

For children it is a wonderful place. There are sandy beaches for 
digging in, rocks for climbing, warm water for swimming and paddling, 
and the flat, grassy spit for kite flying, ball games, and other sports. 

t 

At low tide there are clams and oysters to be found on the tidal flats, 
and bullheads, anemones, starfish and other fascinating marine creatures 
to be observed in the pools among the rocks. 


This happy spot was nearly destroyed last year when a developer 
came along with plans for the construction of three apartment buildings 
of 34 units each, plus a marina. Hie local residents, however, put their 
collective foot down, working through the regional board, and the district 
is now designated a Green Belt area. 

For the moment, then, it is safe. No doubt in the course of time the 
wave of population expansioa on Vancouver Island will sweep over 
Piper's Lagoon and destroy its unique character, but just for now, all is 
well. 

The children and the picnickers, the clam-diggers and the oyster- 
gatherers and the kite-flyers can still enjoy a little bit of the coast that has 
hardly changed since the area was first settled. There are few places like 
it remaining todav.

TIDAL FLATS. 
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ROCK POOLS are full of treasures. 
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Requiem for a Radar Site 


I nheard of, unsung, and un¬ 
known to all but a few, could well 
be the requiem for a mysterious 
war-time radar site set in the wild 
coastal forest a few miles west of 
Jordan River, Vancouver Island. 

On hearing a vague rumor about it, I set out to 
seek its substance 

H was a primeval land I drove through, a land 
of tall fir trees, thickly crowded cedars, carpets of 
giant ferns hanging above rocky outcrops, over 
which dashed miniature, foaming waterfalls. The 
whole picture was framed by low hill tops shrouded 
in misty rain. 

The old bridge over Phillips Creek, five mites 
west of Jordan River, was my destination/Whe 
radar station had been set up in a clear spot, a few 
paces past the bridge, on the left hand side. 

Today, there Is nothing at Phillips Creek, ex¬ 
cept a new bridge. Far below it, the lime-green 
waters of the creek twist and groan over their nar¬ 
row, rock-filled bed, as they did in 1944. 

Short, weathered pieces of the old bridge 
timbers still cling to the stream, caught among the 
sharp rocks of the creek bed. But, there is no sign of 
the radar station above. The site lies covered and 
hidden by the upshoots of the greerting forest. 

★ ★ ★ 

The story of the site remains clear in the 
memory of one man. one-time Sgt. Louis Blouin, 
Royal Canadian Air Force. From him. a visitor to 
Victoria. I heard the story. 

Louis Blouin was born, about 1911, in the Ot¬ 
tawa area He lived there until he was six years old. 
Then, with his mother, he moved to Seattle 

Blouin left home when he was 15, because there 
was a big depression in Seattle and he could not get 
any job. He crossed over the mountains and worked 
for an inland farmer. Eight dollars a month, ' said 
Blouin. and he worked me 1$ hours a day. Real 
hard.” 

Blouin was a strong kid, but somewhat un¬ 
derfed. There was nothing wrong with his mind, 
ihough He began to think that he had better use his 
brains more. A chance came for him to apprentice 
in an auto repair shop, under a good mechanic. 
After two years, he really knew the workings of a 
car engine. 

Then, he met a young fellow who had just 
finished a correspondence course in a new field— 
radio. He became fascinated with it. He borrowed 
the course papers and soon knew every word m 
them. He repeated this strategy with another chap 
who was taking an electrical engineering course "I 
had to grab any mechanical books I could find, and 
read them.” explained Louis, a trifle wryly. "I 
couldn’t afford to buy them.” 

Although unaware of it at the time. Blouin s life 
interest was beginning to unfold. And. in the most 
productive way. His radlo-mechanical-engineering 
interest was to have a vital impact in the grim 
early days of the coming Second World War 

Progressing in his chosen craft, Louis Blouin 
had been doing radio work for 10 years before the 
war began. He was a professional radio technician. 

Leaving Seattle, at the outbreak of the war. 
Blouin came to Vancouver and enlisted in the Royal 
C anadian Air Force. Having been bom in Ottawa, 
be had no trouble in crossing the border. 

Soon after enlisting, his radio knowledge sur¬ 
faced to his superiors, and Blouin was transferred 
to the Royal Air Force and sent to England as an in¬ 
structor. Once in England, he needed no special 
technical training, but the RAF gave him a course 
in the new development—radar 

★ ★ * 

Everything was going good for Blouin. But it 
was not good for the Allies The German submarine 
warfare was strangling British life struggles 

About the end of 1942, Blouin was posted to 
Malvern School, in southwest England The British 
had set up a research centre there, where the best 
of British electronic engineers designed and ex¬ 
perimented with a lot of intricate radar equipment. 

At Malvern. Louis Blouin took a course which 
dealt with advanced microwave wave lengths, 
very high frequency things. Then, he was sent to the 
navy. According to Blouin. the British Navy had in- 
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stalled five radar stations along the south coast of 
England These were supposed to guard the 
vulnerable harbor approaches, but they were not 
very efficient. The radar picture was poor. They 
couldn't pick up a battleship, 12 miles away,' said 
Blouin. 

Used to improvising and experimenting-- 
conditions cultivated by his youthful lack of funds.

young Blouin began to tinker with a harbor radar 
set. 

Fiddling around, as Blouin described it. 
nothing happened. Eventually, he pulled a plug 
which exposed a large cavity. He took some solder 
wire, crumpled it into a small ball and pushed it 
into the cavity to make it smaller. The picture 
operator in the next room let out a big yelp, ' 
chuckled Blouin. ‘ You've got something ” 

The picture screen showed a strong blip which 
turned out to be a tiny floating harbor marker buoy, 
just a little mast with a flag on it, never before 
picked up on the screen. 

On the third day of experimenting, Blouin s 
radar discovery picked up a blip on the screen at a 
distance of 27 miles. His Majesty’s submarine. ' 
shouted his control man. 

This was quite a moment for Blouin especially

as a few days earlier, the radar wouldn t pickup a 
battleship at 12 miles 

And all because 1 stuck a piece of wire in ex¬ 
actly the right place," laughed Blouin “1 was cal 
led before a panel of experts, to explain what 1 had 
done. They admitted there had been a design fault 
in the set. and complimented me on correcting a 
mismatch in the mixer, as they put it.” 

Louis Blouin was ordered to proceed to London 
and report to the Royal Canadian Air Force Head¬ 
quarters. where he was told he was going back to 
Canada on the very next boat. I guess they didn t 
want me around, talking,” said Louis. "Anyway, as 
a result of that bit of tinkering, the IJ-boat menace 
weakened considerably.” 

On arrival back in Canada, Sgt. Blouin was sent 
down to Texas on radar business for the summer. 
Then, he returned to Canada's Jericho Beach, at 
Vancouver. He had gained a reputation by this 
time, of being a bit of a gadgeteer; always building 
something. 

One morning inJ944, l«ouis Blouin received a 
call from Western Air Command. His C O. told him 
they had a little job for him. "We’ve been losing 
about three aircraft a week in Juan de Fuca Strait, 
mostly Kitty Hawks. A big shadow, cast by the 
Sooke Hills, cuts off our fliers’ radar contact with 
the Patricia Bay Air Base. We have tried to get per¬ 
mission from Ottawa to establish a radar site on 
southern Vancouver Island's western coast line, but 
they can't see the need." 

How about if 1 set about building one from 
buokshee stuff?," asked Blouin. 

With permission granted, a small shack, 10 foot 
x 16 foot, with shiplap sides and tarpaper covering 
w as set up on a level bit of ground a few yards to the 
left of the old bridge across Phillips Creek. At that 
time, a clear, unobstructed view extended from ihe 
coastal cliffs far down Juan de Fuca Strait. It was 
an isolated spot on the edge of the forest. 

Blouin's immediate equipment was basic; a 
lighting plant, a nine HP one cylinder Wisconsin 
engine with an extra pulley on it to drive the 400- 
cycle alternator which operated a standard radar 
set (Hit of a Canso flying boat. 

★ ★ ★ 

The radar set was OK, but when it came to 
building an aerial. Blouin couldn't hack it with what 
be had around him 

There was no money to buy any tiling ; requisi¬ 
tion slips would not be honored at 3 R D. So Blouin 
went over to 3 R D. (repair depot) and started to 
scrounge 

He returned with a gear box and a circular gear 
from a burned-down, up-the-coast radar station, 
lengths of six inch pipe and 'i-inch conduit One 
day. he walked past a Canso flying boat which had a 
front wheel off. saw the axle was just what he 
needed He took it. He got rolls of control cable for 
guy wires, and some big turnbuckles from a 
wrecked Stranraer aircraft. 

When built. Blouin's aerial was a masterpiece 
of improvised ingenuity. It was 19 feet wide. 4'* 
feet deep and one foot thick. The back was covered 
w ith used '*-inrh chicken wire mesh which acted as 
a reflector. High, strong guy wires kept the aerial 
rigid against the pull and push of gale force Pacific 
wind storms. 

Thanks to the setxmd-hand circular gear. 
Blouin's scrap built aerial could make a perfect 360 
degree turn. He ended up with a radar beam that 
measured better than theoretical. 

The little radar station was known as Radar 
Station X I, as it went about its lonely task of aiding 
and directing lost aircraft back to their home base 
at Patricia Bay, on the other *yde of Vancouver 
Island. 

There w as at this time, another very active war 
effort working the length of Vancouver Island s 
^ west coast Watchers of the Skies, a group of unpaid 
civilians helping to guard ihe western island shores, 
were formed into the Aircraft Detection Corps, 
whose duties were to watch and inform the nearest 
Rt'.AF headquarters of all plane movements 
throughout the area. 

Both women and men were enrolled in the 
^ D C They took their duties very seriously, learn¬ 
ing u» recognize by shape and sound, all the dif¬ 
ferent fly eralt 

Two members of this Aircraft Detection Corps 
still live at Jordan River. Gordon Willoughby and 
his w ife Peggy 

Gordon, who was a hydro-electric plant 
operator for Ihe B C. Electric at Jordan River, is 
retired now after working at Jordan River since 
J923 Born in 1898. this sturdy veteran with the 
twinkling eves, retired 12 years ago. He still keeps 
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RADAR EXPERT. Cpl. Louis Blouin, RCAF. in 
1942. He later became Sgt. Blouin. He built a radar 
station out of scrap on Vancouver Island's west 
coast. 


busy maintaining chain saws for a local lumbering 
company. Peggy Willoughby’s face lights up with 
exciting memories when she talks about the 
Aircraft Detection Corps’ days. 

Both the Willoughby’s remember Louis 
Blouin’s little radar station. X-l.. on the edge of 
Phillips Creek. Gordon still shudders at the 
memory of the little Kitty Hawks screaming along 
the Straits, only a few feet above the waves. 

Blouin himself recalled one of his most 
dramatic rescue efforts. 

A Canso aircraft took off from Coal Harbor at 6 
a m. one day. on its daily patrol, 500 miles out over 
the Pacific looking for Japanese or other enemy 
shipping. It was due back at 6 p.m. It did not arrive. 
There was no radio message; the radar screen was 
blank.

folder? So I flattened the box, 
cut off the flaps and presto — a 
folder. 

Split one side of the box, cut 
off an inch on the side or cut for 
a tab, and it holds more than 
regular folders due to the 
square side.

Of course, my filing falls 
behind and sometimes requires 
a carton for a later date, or 
when 1 have sleepless nights.

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Our first recipe is for a Banana Crumb Cake 
... a layered mingling of sliced banana;, walnut, 
and cinnamon flavored crumbs and mashed 
bananas. It emerges from the oven as a cross 
between a cake and a pudding. 

BANANA CRUMB CAKE ... one cup mashed ripe 
bananas (three mediuml, ope-and-a-quarter cups 
dark brown sugar, packed (divided), one-anda- 
quarter cups water, one-half teaspoon baking sodq. 
one teaspoon lemon juice, two-and-a-quarter cups 
unsifted all-purpose flour,, one-quarter teaspoon 
salt, one-and-one-half teaspoons cinnamon, three- 
quarters teaspoon nutmeg, one-half cup butter or 
margarine and two medium bananas cut In quarter 
inch slices. 

In a small bowl mix the mashed bananas, one- 
lialf cup of the brown sugar, the water, baking soda 
and the lemon juice. Set aside. In a large bowl mix 
the flour, the remaining three-quarters cup of 
brown sugar, salt, cinnamon and nutmeg Mix well 
then cut in the butter or margarine with a pastry 
blender or two knives. Blend until mixture resem¬ 
bles coarse crumbs. Stir in walnuts Reserve one- 
half cup of the crumb mixture. Place half of 
remaining crumbs over the bottom of a nine by nine 
bv two inch baking pan Distribute half the sliced 
bananas over crumb mixture then pour one cup of 
the banana liquid over sliced bananas. Repeat 
layers of remaining crumbs, sliced bananas and 
banana liquid. Sprinkle with the half cup of the 
reserved crumbs. Bake in a preheated 350 degree F 
oven for 45 to 50 minutes or until lightly browned on 
top. Serve warm with a dollop of whipped cream or 
pouring cream. 


DK8SERT IDEAS . . . 

Cut cones from tops of cup cakes and fill the centre with lemon pie filling. The packaged pie fil¬ 
ling is very good but substitute lemon juice for the quarter cup water called for in the recipe. It steps 
up the flavor. 

This time of year when apples have lost a little of their tartness, do this when making apple pie 
spread a layer of tart red jelly over apples before putting on top crust. Improves flavor and cuts 
down amount of sugar needed. 

Brush top of unbaked two crust pie with milk and sprinkle with white sugar for nice color. 

Crushed chocolate wafers mixed with melted butter make an interesting pie shell for lemon 
chiffon pie. 

Add one cup well-drained crushed pineapple to lemon pie filling. 


Bananas are a fine versatile and healthful fruit 
. . lots of vitamin A and only about 85 calories in a 
medium banana . . great in salads, cakes and pies, 
for eating out of hand.

Peel bananas and 
slice diagonally. Place slices in a large bowl Add 
pineapple, grapes, orange juice and honey.

Just before 
serving add ginger ale and toss lightly Serve in in¬ 
dividual fruit dishes, garnish with sprig of mint. • 
Only 112 calories per serving. 

It's nice to serve cookies with fruit salad or 
with ice cream. Mama would always ap¬ 
preciate having the cookie jar filled . . . this 
recipe makes about six dozen. 

EASY DESSERT COOKIES one cup EACH 
shortening and brown sugar firmly packed, one-half 
cup white sugar, two large eggs, two teaspoons 
vanilla, two-and-a-quarter cups silted all purpose 


flour, one teaspoon EACH salt and baking soda and 
a six ounce package of chocolate bits. 

Cream the shortening, sugars, eggs and vinilla 
Until fluffy, sift together the flour, soda and salt. 
Gradually add the dry ingredients to the creamed 
mixture. Mix well. Stir in about three-quarters of 
the chocolate bits Reserve remaining bits for 
decorating. Drop with a teaspoon on ungreased bak¬ 
ing sheets. Decorate tops of cookies with remaining 
chocolate bits (press a few into each cookie). Bake 
in preheated 375 degree F oven for 10 to 12 minutes 
or until golden. Cool on wire rack.

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Never a Dull Moment 
When Mayor Harris Ruled 


that publication had remarked. “Without wishing 
any ill-will to his opponent, we hope to see the 
friends of our jovial mayor rally around him. with a 
fixed determination to reinstate him in the seat 
which he was filled (no pun, we are sure, being in¬ 
tended) with such credit to himself, and satisfac¬ 
tion to the community at large.” 

As it turned out. most Victorians agreed. Mo¬ 
ments after Copjlind had concluded his speech, 
Sheriff Naylor callhfl for a show of hands (there 
was no secret ballot) and those present voted 
overwhelmingly for the incumbent, Harris being 
returned to office with a two-to-one majority. But 
when one of Copland's friends, unwilling to let well 
enough alone, demanded that a poll be taken. Har¬ 
ris' lead increased to a seven-fold majority. 

By IBM. and Harris' third mayoral campaign, 
his opponent was again John Copland, champion of 
the lost cause. This time, however, Copland im¬ 
proved his showing. Of 307 ballots cast. Harris led 
by 59 Although tjiis would seem to indicate that the 
mayor's public support was receding, few of those 
who witnessed his triumphant torchlight procession 
to his home would have guessed it. Carried to his 
waiting coach, he was taken in tow by a team of 
celebrating supporters in place of the usual horses. 
Once at the imposing Harris residence, at the cor¬ 
ner of Government and Bastion, Harris thanked one 
and all from the bottom of his heart and invited 
everyone in for a drink 

* ★ ★ 

Bui Copland, ever the sore loser, argued that 
Harris, as a justice of the peace, was ineligible to 
hold office as mayor. Chief Justice Begbie. no ad¬ 
mirer of the Cantankerous Copland, not only dis¬ 
agreed but ordered that the plaintiff pay costs. 

One of the hottest issues of the 1864 campaign, 
interestingly enough, had not been Copland's ap- 
' parent increase in popularity, but an accusation to 
the effect that Harris, well known as a lover of 
horse flesh and sporting events, had stooped to 
gambling on the Sabbath. This, he indignantly 
denied, answering the charges made against him 
al Ihc urgent solicitation of many.electors. 

"He gave the charge." it was reported, “that 
he had run races and made bets on the Sabbath a 
flat denial. The facts of the case were simply 
these—he was invited to attend a miners' meeting 
at I.eech River, on a certain Sunday, and on the 
Saturday previous happened to remark that he 
would have to make the trip to and from the creek 
in one day Mr. Klliott. who was standing near, of¬ 
fered to bet $20 that he could not do it; and he bet ." 

What could any self-respecting man do under 
the circumstances? 

★ ★ * 

But this was not all. Not only had he made the 
trip to Leech River, but he had been accompanied 
by Rev. Mr. Reece, and. he thundered down at the 
crowd: “Is it likely that clergyman would join in a 
horse race on the Sabbath?” 

“No, no!” cried his listeners, as the ever-so- 
huinblc butcher, sportsman and public servant con¬ 
tinued ; "1 don't pretend to be a religious man. but I 
trust that I have respect for my Maker—I always 
try to do my duty—1 am glad to see so many fellow 
citizens before me, whose faces seem to beam and 
say: 'Harris, you shall be our mayor for the third 
time.” 


An “ ’umble tradesman,” he 
liked to call himself. But few who 
had occasion to deal with Thomas 
Harris, Victoria’s first mayor, 
likely agreed with this modest 
personal estimation. 

For even his political enemies had to admit that 
the butcher from Hertfordshire — all 300 pounds of 
him — was a force to be reckoned with. 

In costume of Prince Albert coat, tight 
trousers, silk hat and bushy beard, with buggy whip 
in hand, Harris cut an impressive figure: not the 
least bit embarrassed by the fact that much of his 
bulk was situated about his belt. 

Mounted on his favorite race horse. George, it 
was agreed, Harris’ "fine presence and gigantic 
stature” added to the ludfre of any gathering; par¬ 
ticularly a parade 

Behind the counter of his meat store, he held 
court before his customers, little of his self-avowed 
humility to be seen. 

Before city council, he was stubborn and hot 
tempered. Harris continually being al loggerheads 
with his councillors More than once, the glowering 
giant was accused of having an ego to match his 
Falstaffian figure. 

As Harris admitted, he was never one to use kid 
gloves and. if nothing else, there never was a dull 
moment while he stood at the city helm' 

★ ★ ★ 

It was at the age ol 46. when well established as 
a butcher, contractor in provisions to the Royal 
Navy, and devoted family man. that Harris decided 
to enter Victoria's first mayoral contest. Only one 
other citizen. Alfred W'addington. chose to oppose 
him. that August of 1862 A resident of Victoria 
since his arrival in the little Hudson's Bay Co. out¬ 
post four years before. Harris had wet liis feet in 
politics serving in the legislative assembly as 
member for Ksquimalt Town. 

Despite these credentials, he told a gathering of 
some 600 voters: "It might be thought presump- 
tious of me, a tradesman, to offer to stand for of¬ 
fice." However, should any of those present have 
anything to say against him. let that man step 
forward and face him No one stepped forward, and 
of the large gathering, only a handful supported 
Waddingtron's nomination, with the result that his 
name was withdrawn ahd Thomas Harris — all 300 
pounds of “ 'umble tradesman” — became Vic¬ 
toria's first mayor by acclamation 

* ★ * 

When. 15 months later, it was time to run for a 
second term. Harris found that he had to work 
harder for re-election, being opposed by the fiery 
Scottish barrister John Copland , a character who 
among other claims, must be ranked as one of the 
all-time least popular Victorians! 

Copland, however, seems to have never 
recognized this fact, and battled tooth and nail with 
one and all throughout his stormy tenure in Vic¬ 
toria. 

Only he could have had the audacity to think 
that he stood a chance against such a popular 
favorite as Harris; but then he was always tilting at 
windmills. 

At a rally in the Bastion Square police bar¬ 
racks. the trend became apparent at the very begin 
ning. when Harris' brief speech, in which he 
promised to work conscientiously and honestly for 
the public good, was answered by three rousing 
cheers. Alas, when poor Copland mounted the 
rostrum, a wooden box. it was to encounter im¬ 
mediate difficulty 

Gentlemen electors.” he began, "I stand 
before you and how do I stand—?" 

Instantly, he was answered by a wit in the 
crowd: "On a box'" 

Ignoring the heckler, Copland proceeded to 
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"show you how I stand: All the newspapers are 
against me — that's point number 1; all the caucus 
meetings are against me — that's point number 2: 
it s all a matter of sunshine for Mr. Harris; it's all 
clouds and darkness for John Copland, but still, 
John Copland stands before you ”

lowering his sights. Copland expressed agree¬ 
ment with Harris' own claim to be but a humble 
tradesman as. he said, this indicated Harris' lack of 
education His own academic standing, of course, 
was considerably higher. 

With that. Copland left the rostrum, to a weak 
chorus of cheers from his handful of supporters, 
and a "storm of groans and hisses" from followers 
ol Harris. 

Copland's complaint against the press likely 
had been prompted by a Colonist editorial, in which

Bui Harris' popularity at the pools was not car¬ 
ried into the council chamber. Quite the contrary, 
in fact, as his three years as mayor were marked by 
bitter wrangling among his councillors; much of 
the hostility being directed at the mayor. Harris, it 
was claimed by council, seemed to think that his of¬ 
fice accorded him autocratic control over civic at 
fairs. He totally ignored them, they said, and in 
1865. they vjoted wanl-of confidcnce in his 
stewardship.

When Councillor Thorne charged that Harris 
had had his own way for too long, that it was time 
lor council to have its way.

order. At this, a 'war of words .erupted between 
11m? mayor and councillor Carey. Refusing to sit 
down when ordered, Carey became excited. " ex¬ 
claimed that he liad the floor and intended to speak 
as long and as loud as he chose, and contended that 
• criminal information should lie against the mayor 
for obstructing the business of council.” Harris he 
raged, was mayor but. at that, was but a single 
member of the council, and that the “majority 
should rule the minority. ”

Among those watching the proceedings was 
Robert Bishop, who jumped into the battle by call¬ 
ing Councillor Thorne names, when Harris ordered 
him to shut up I m medial ley the bloodied council 
closed ranks against this threat from the galleries 
ami urged Harris to "do his duty.” Harris, warmed 
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by this unexpected support, braced himself in a 
dignified manner and solemnly intoned Mr. 
Bishop, you must go out. 1 cannot allow such 
language from any man.” 

Bishop, however, would not be silenced Not 
only was his conduct unbecoming, according to 
council, but, worse, there was no policeman im¬ 
mediately available to eject him. It remained for 
Councillor Thorne, victim of Bishop's acrimonious 
attack, to offer a diplomatic course for counc il As, 
he said, he did not wish to see any disturbance 
made, lie suggested that the meeting be adjourned. 
As a linal rejoinder to his antagonist, he* warned: 

It Mr. B dare is) to repeal the language . . out 
side Ik* had better look out—that's all 

And with that, this memorable meeting of 
council described by the Colonist as having been 
of an undignified and ludicrous nature ’—ended in 
confusion and uproar. 

For all of the exciting moments which had 
marked his three-year stint as mayor of Victoria, 
Harris was by no means finished with public office 
Turning his attention to the Cariboo, he offered 
himself as a candidate for the legislature against Ci

In 1876 he was named to his fast public office, 
that of High Sheriff of Vancouver Island He seems 
l«» have served actively in eac h of these capacities; 
despite the fact that he had never fully regained the 
live of an arm and a leg after a buggy acc ident on 
the West Saanich Road while serving as mayor of 
Victoria. 

Bight years later, the remarkable Thomas Har¬ 
ris died in Jiis sleep after a brief illness at the age of 
•»8 tlie Colonist noting that prior to his accident, he 
had been a man of fine presence and gigantic 
stature. <and* one of the handsomest and most 
powerful men in the province. 

All of Mr Harris' friends and acquaintances 
experience a leeling of keen sorrow that the 
familiar form of one so generally esteemed shall be 
seen no more.on our streets; and the hearts of all

will sympathize with the stricken widow and family 
in ihcir grief 

Many attended the funeral, and the city 
honored the passing of its first mayor by flying aH 
Hags at half-mast. Led by Mayor J W. Carey, 
members oi city <*ouncil, the fire and police depart¬ 
ments. ami many private citizens attended by car¬ 
nage and on loot. 

Hut Thomas Harris' three years as mayor had 
mil been all acrimony Both he and his wife were 
widely respected for their generosity to the un- 
tk-rprivileged, he had continually expressed con¬ 
fidence in tbe city’s future greatness, and he had 
labored hard to have Victoria made provincial 
capital 
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My greatest disappointment in life is that / have never 
rounded Cape Horn in sail. Twice around the Cape of Good Hope , in 
boyhood , a passenger on a steamer and once through Magellan Strait 
at the tip of South America as an engine room hand. But this teas not 
enough. Vd have liked more. 


...of Sails and Sailors 


Wind ships, with bil¬ 
lowing sails in the 
English Channel at the 
turn of thc^ century 
fascinated me. That’s 
where I wanted to be. 

In Castletown, Isle of Man, I en¬ 
joyed scrambling up the rigging of 
Scandinavian brigs visiting the har¬ 
bor I made a pal of a Cape Horn 
sailer, too old for the sea, who spent 
many hours on the waterfront 
mending fish nets. I loved the yarns 
he used to spin and the chanties he 
sang, which 1 learned. 

Oh! the times are hard 
and the wages low. 

Amelia, where you 
bound to? 

The Rocky Mountains 
is my home, 

Across the Western 
Ocean. 

And this: 

Oh! Say was you ever 
in the Rio Grande 
Oh! You Rio 
T’is there that the river 
runs through golden sands 
For I'm off to the 
Rio Grande 

Oh! you Rio, Oh! You Rio. 

So fare you well 
My bonny young girls. I’m off to 
the Rio Grande. 

One day I approached Captain 
George Karran — more of this 
family later — about apprentice¬ 
ship on one of his Cape Horners. 
Get permission from your father, he 
said and nVindenture fee. My father 
refused; my hopes were dashed. I 
forgave him. of course, But I have not 
forgotten. 

★ ★ ★ 

Now let me tell you about four sail¬ 
ing ships which I have never seen but 
do know something about. The thread 
may be somewhat tenuous; but it 
does exist. 


First our own Thermopylae, the 
only full-rigged ship to be registered 
in Victoria and to carry the name of 
her home port emblazoned on her 
counter from 1891-1895. 

Built by W. Hood of Aberdeen, 
Scotland, designed as a racer in the 
tea trade. On her maiden voyage in 
November, 1868. she sailed from the 
Thames to Melbourne. Australia, in 
60 days, but not until well into the pre¬ 
sent century did mail steamers match 
this record; one day she logged 380 
miles, just 16 miles an hour. 

From Melbourne the Thermopylae 
went around to Newcastle, N.S.W., 
where she loaded coal and ran thence 
-to Shanghai in 28 days. At Foo-Choo- 
Foo loaded with more than 10.000 
lead-lined. 112-pound chests of new 


engaged in carrying paddy from 
China to the mills in the city and will 
make two trips annually. 

She left Saigon on April 26. 1890, 
with a cargo of grass mats and 1,350 
tons of rice. She had a very' rough trip, 
gales and a typhoon. Captain 
Winchester calculated that during the 
100 day voyage she sailed not less 
than 17.000 miles. On arrival at Vic¬ 
toria her sails were in tatters. 

On a subsequent trip she covered 
the distance from Saigon to Victoria 
in 28 days; a record. 

During the summer 1895 Ther¬ 
mopylae. while loading lumber at 
Port Blakely for Europe, was sold to 
the Portuguese Navy for $6,000 and 
after rounding Cape Horn, for the 
first time, her cargo was unloaded at

crop tea she raced 14,000 miles to 
London in 91 days. Never again did 
she equal these runs but she was 
always up on the top Voyage after 
voyage Thermopylae raced over the 
oceans without damage except for a 
few blown out sails. 

It has long been debated whether 
Thermopylae or the Cutty Sark was 
the faster ship. But regardless both 
tea clippers were queens of the 
waves. 

The years of the tea races were ex¬ 
citing years for tea clippers; Sir 
Lancelot. Undine. Taitsing and others 
but after the Suez Canal opened in 
1869 their day was done. 

On April 4.1890, The Daily Colonist 
carried this report: "The Victoria 
Rice Mills Ihirchasc a Clipper Ship.” 
T B Hall received a cablegram 
yesterday confirming the purchase of 
ihe composite ship. Thermopylae, for 
Victoria Rice Mills The ship is said 
to be one of the fastest, if not the 
fastest, sailers afloat. She is 212 feet 
in length. 36 in breadth and 21 feet 
depth in hold. Her registered tonnage 
is 948 . . . Thermopylae will be 


Leith. From there she was sailed to 
Plymouth where Captain Winchester 
turned her over to Capitao Amaro de 
Azevedo Gomes. 

In 1907 Pedro Nunes (ex Ther¬ 
mopylae) was condemned. But The 
Portuguese Navy remembering her 
history gave her a Viking funeral.' 

At a Portuguese Navy regatta held 
in the Bay of Cascais and for the final 
spectacle Torpedo boat No. 3. built in 
England in 1886 fired a Whitehead 
torpedo into the bulk. 

So on Oct. 13. 1907. Pedro Nunes 
(ex Thermopylae) was towed down 
the Tagus to the Bay of Cascais and in 
view of Amelia de Orleans, Queen of 
Portugal, was sunk with full naval 
honors. 

In addition to the bronze plaque 
which the Thermopylae (Tub added to 
the Parade of Ships embedded in the 
Victoria Causeway wall in 1962 I 
have something to add. 

In Penticton. Mrs H. F., Forster's 
late husband's uncle, in China, was in 
the tea trade 

In 1893/94 he sent several cases of 
treasures to his nephew in East 


Kootenay. They were loaded on board 
the Thermopylae. 

The cases contained Chinese 
brocaded silks, porcelains, an ex¬ 
quisite jade carving and two antique 
Samurai (Japanese) military swords 
The swords are in Penticton; I have 
photographed them. But the other 
treasures were lost, when their house. 
Firlands. in East Kootenay burned to 
the ground in the 1940s. 

The next full-rigger to come into 
my story is the Arctic Stream, Cap¬ 
tain Charles C. Dixon, and my story 
follows a devious path. 

Leaning over the rail of the 
Alaska Prince in Allison Harbor in 
1957 I began talking to one of the 
engineers, Jim Brown, I learned that 
I knew his brother in California. Jim 
bv the way was in the engine room of 
Greenhill Park when she took fire in 
Vancouver. Jim's timely actions in 
closing oil valves received comment 
in both Vancouver newspapers. 

A few years later when the Browns 
retired to Penticton, he asked me one 
day. over a cup of coffee: Do you 
know Capatin Hugh McLellan of 
Naramata? I was his engineer for a 
time when he was tug boat captain. I 
think he has been around Cape Horn 
Why don't you look him up?" I did 
(Islander 5/20/73.) 

★ ♦ * 

Hugh S. McClellan was born at 
Highlands. Newfoundland, on Mar. 7. 
1886 Leaving school at 14 he served 
as cabin boy on the Highland Brother. 
A Bluenose schooner sailing south as 
far as Rio. 

One day while the full-rigged ship, 
Arctic Stream, was loading lumber 
for Adelaide, Australia. Hugh McClel¬ 
lan. fascinated by the tall masts, step¬ 
ped aboard to ask for a job. He sailed 
as a cabin boy, but when the ship left 
Australia for Europe another boy was 
in the cabin and he was a member of 
the crew. 

After five years and 100,000 miles 
Captain Dixon urged him to return to 
Canada and sit for deck officer's 
papers. He did just that. First as 
quartermaster on Union and other

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ships and later as deck officer on 
coastwide service. 

In 1912 Hugh McClellan, now with 
master's papers, went into tug 
boating and after calling into every 
dog-hole along our Inside Passage 
retired from year-round tugboating in 
1955. But even after going on the 
beach he accepted seasonal com¬ 
mands -for several years. 

Captain McClellan remembers, 
while a seaman on the Arctic Stream 
in port at Mollendo, Chili, attending 
church service on the Manx King, 
together with men from other ships. 
Captain George Karran always con¬ 
ducted service while in port anywhere 
in the world and at sea if weather per¬ 
mitted. 

* ★ * 

On April 24. 1907, Seaman hugh 
McClellan had a lump in his throat as 
he watched the Arctic Stream make 
sail in Port Jackson (Sydney Harbor) 
and sail through Sydney Heads 
without assistance of tugs. She was 
down to her marks and carried a crew 
of 24. Nearby a German ship, Her- 
zogin Sophia Louise, was sailing light 
with a crew of 90 smart cadets. There 
was betting on Sydney waterfront as 
to which ship would reach the English 
Channel first: odds favored the 
German. Captain Dixon sailed his 
ship 14.000 miles in 97 days; the 
German ship 100. 

Now my story turns back to the 
Karrans. I knew the family well. I 
often enjoyed their hospitality at 
Seamount, their spacious house 
overlooking Castletown Bay, Isle of 
Man. I remember the array of 
paintings and models of Karran ships 
that adorned Captain Karran's study 
and his shelves of books of the sea. 

Jack, the youngest Karran. was a 
schoolmate at King William's Col¬ 
lege; he made the Rugby team, I 
didn't. 1 have photographs of the 
family group taken on the lawn at 
Seamount in 1910. 

I have a little booklet written by 
Tessa Karran entitled Manx Saga of 
the Sea — the Karran Fleet, written 
as a tribute to her parents; she 
mailed me a copy in 1963. Tessa's 
mother sailed the seven seas for 18 
years with her skipper husband, 
George. Her three children were bom 
at sea, Tom. the eldest on the Lady 
Elizabeth, Tessa and Jack on the 
Manx King. 

* ★ * 

Tom was born many miles west of 
Pisagua, on the Chilian coast; Tessa 
200 miles south and west of Cape Com 
in a Cape Horn gale; Jack in flying 
fish weather’ all sails set north of the 
Equator while the ship was bowling 
along at 14 knots. 

At first a nurse was carried but as 
tlie children grew older a governess, 
Constance Pratt — her brother the 
mate. 

When I was 10 days old,” Tessa 
wrote, “the ship encountered a hur¬ 
ricane and was thrown on her beam 


ends and all sails blown away. She 
rode so low that seas came through 
the cabin skylights flooding the 
cabins. But soon the ship was on even 
keel sailing north near the west coast 
of South America and into calmer 
weather and smoother seas. We call¬ 
ed at Valpariso, Chili and then on to 
San Francisco where I was 
christened. 

"The Manx King, my home for 14 
years,” Tessa wrote, "was a magnifi¬ 
cent ship: an iron ship, 1782 tons, built 
for the Karrans; her figurehead car¬ 
ried a carving of King Orry and her 
counter showed the Three Legs of 
Man: Castletown, port of registry." 

She was built with generous ac¬ 
commodation, spacious cabins and a 
bathroom. Sea water bailed from the 
sea was poured down from a pipe on 
the poop In the tropics the water was 
warm, but down by the Horn it was 
cold. 

"Up early and after baths, if the 
weather was fine enough, a run 
around the poop, then breakfast, up 
the companion way to the chart house 
where we had lessons for a couple of 
hours, another run on the decks and 
then dinner although plain was always 
well served,” continues Tessa. "At an 
early age we were taught to make 
presents for the men and officers. The 
men had their own slop chests, but we 
had a Gift Slop Chest always full of 
soaboot stockings, socks, mufflers, 
gloves and mittens. For every man 
there was a gift at Christmas and 
something if he was ill. 

* * * 

“How we enjoyed scrambling up 
the rigging and rolling round the 
decks on little wheeled sleds the 
carpenter made for us. As the ship 
rolled gently so did we to the pitch 
and toss of the ship. No children ever 
had a more wonderful life well into our 
early teens and joys more than I can 
tell; blue water, billowing sails and 
the sun sinking into the sea; storm 
was exciting too. Through Dog 
Watches we sal with the men to listen 
and join the chanties, which they 
sang.” 

This is a part of one: 

Farewell and adieu to you 
Spanish Ladies 

Farewell and to you ladies of 
Spain 

For It's we've received orders 

To sail for old England 

And we hope very soon to see you 
again. 

In port we were spoiled by con¬ 
suls; landsmen showered us with 
gifts, we were given ponies to ride 
and the newspapers full of pictures of 
the three of us with captions The Ship 
Their Cradle or Hie Youngest Sailors 
Afloat,” Tessa recalls. 

"When my father, Captain George 
Karran. retired in the early 1900s that 
ended our life at sea.” 

The Manx King sailed on under 
another captain. But in 1918 she was 
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ARCTIC STREAM 


torpedoed, without warning, by a 
German submarine. She went down 
with her colors flying — The Red En¬ 
sign with the Three Legs of the Isle 
of Man emblazoned on the Field. 

It takes two ships to tie my rambl¬ 
ing-story together. 

First the iron ship, Imberhorne. a 
2000 lonner, built at Dumberarton in 
1883, the largest ship of the Karran 
fleet, and the Sllberhorne. Both ships 
were built in the same yard. 

My friend, the late Bill Adams, 
was aboard the Silberborne for five 
years, first as apprentice and then as 
second mate. Six limes round Cape 
Horn he was. Bill did not spend his 
life at sea because a strained heart 
put him on the beach. He retired to 
Dutch Flat, a former placer camp 
The highway between Sacramento 
and Reno passed close to his land. 

★ ★ ★ 

On my frequent visits we sat in 
comfortable chairs in the shade of tall 
trees. And with tall glass in hand, 
looked westward across the 
Sacramento Valley to the hills which 
had the mists above San Francisco 
Bay. We sang the chanties we both 
knew and I listened to his tales of the 
sea. 

Here is one: 

Oh! was you ever on the Congo 
River 

Blow! Boys Blow! 

Oh! Yes. I've been on the Congo 
River 

Blow, my bully boys Blow. 

"If the place had a name. I don't 
remember it," Bill said, "It was a 
mile or two upstream from Steveson. 
We were moored at cannery wharf. 
On the land side were miles and miles 
of dikes and mud; on the river side 
the mud was a bit thinner. The wharf 
was balanced on rickety piles and un¬ 
derneath it lay heaps of salmon guts. 
When the tide was out' the smell was 
sickening to sailors accustomed to 
the clean salty air of the sea. 

"After being in the holds all day 
stowing cases of canned salmon 
which came sliding down a long 
chute, it was good to feel solid ground 
under our feet We were 115 days out 
from Liverpool and any land, even 
that desolate place, was good.

"There were scattered farms 
about and around one cattage a few 
gnarled apple trees grew and the ap¬ 
ples were ripe. 

"We knocked on a cottage door and 
to the grey-haired woman who 
answered our summons, we said: We 
are sailors, j^dy. may we have one of 
your apples.' She invited us inside; she 
made tea. She gave us slices of bread 
spread with real butter and strawber¬ 
ry jam When we rose to go we 
thanked her while she filled our 
pockets with apples. She kissed me on 
the cheek and with misty eyes said: 
‘My son was a sailor. He sailed from 
the river five years ago. His ship was 
lost off Cape Horn.’ 

"One Sunday we went to the 
weather beaten church. The parson, 


seeing we were sailors, announced 
the sailor's hymn to end the service. 

Eternal Father! Strong to save. 
Whose arm hath bound the 
restless wave 

Who bid’s! the mighty ocean deep 
Its own appointed limits keep 
O! Hear us when we cry Is 
thee 

For those in peril on the sea 

"We sang as only six deep sea ap¬ 
prentices could. I don't think the con¬ 
gregation joined, they just listened. 
At the end of the service we left 
quietly; we had no money for the col¬ 
lection. 

"We met a few local people, among 
them two old bachelors who seemed 
to have official jobs. They invited us 
to their home and after a bottle or two 
of beer asked us to sing. They never 
tired of our sailor songs and chanties, 
but when we sang D'ye Ken John Peel 
and Drink Puppy Drink a far away 
look came into their eyes as they 
thought of their youth and England, of 
primroses and hawthorne hedges in 
Devon and Sunday strolls with blue¬ 
eyed girls along shaded country lanes 
One day we asked about the old 
barn-like building on the edge of the 
town, ft was marked Opera House. 
Why not give a show we queried? 
That would be a grand idea,' said the 
man, we called the mayor! He gave 
us the key. 

♦ ★ * 

"At the show every seat was filled. 
Our skipper, his wife and our friends 
had front seats. 

"We were asked to sing sailor 
songs and we sang Homeward 
Hound,' Blow ye Winds of the Morn¬ 
ing, FairweU and Adieu, and others. 

Then a woman at the back of the 
hall rose to ask us, in a quiet voice, to 
sing the songs we used to make sail 
and do shipboard work. We gave them 
Blow the Man Down; Congo River 
and when Maid of Amsterdam was 
sung fishermen joined the chorus. 
Shannadore was our last song. 
Missoura, She's a might River 
Away you rolling river 
The Redskins ramp lies on its 
borders 

Ah Ha! I’m bound away 'cross 
the wide Missoura. 

“After the show we counted ilhe 
money Parson Donaldson had col¬ 
lected at the door; 850. a fortune for 
hungry, wind-ship apprentices. Going 
back to the ship, we talked about it. 
How should we spend it? Then 
somebody said: Let's give it to old 
Donaldson.' After some discussion we 
decided to keep 50 cents each. We 
would put the rest in the collection on 
Sunday, our last in port. We ll give the 
old boy a surprise? 

“On Sunday Parson Donaldson 
closed the service with the sailor'a 
hymn again . . .

Sidney, Deep Cove or Patricia 
Bay by rail! Perhaps, to anyone 
born after the late 1930s, the 
very idea might seem a little 
preposterous. But remember, 
there was no Patricia Bay 
Highway in those days, only the 
East Saanich road with the oc¬ 
casional car chugging along at 
25 miles an hour. 

What bus service there was usually consisted of 
seats mounted on a truck chassis or heavy' cars, 
such as Packards which had been stretched 
Among the latter, was the Flying Line to Sidney and 
Charlie Smith's Cordova Bay stage It was much 
more pleasant and sophisticated to travel by train 

The rail era in Saanich really began in 1892 
when a survey party set out to plan the route of the 
proposed Victoria and Sidney Railway 

The going was slow, a mile and a half a day 
Then when the surveying was conlpleted. the real 
task of clearing, grading and final laying of the rails 
commenced 

In 1893 a ship docked at Sidney with 6.426 rails.

wllicteflt for 18 miles of tract Tbe actual construc¬ 
ts commenced at Sidney. The wort crews en 
c oun te re d many stiff grades, and a 350-foot trestle 
originally planned and actually started on the west 
side of Elk Lake was abandoned due to possible 
water pollution Back in those days, Victoria got its 
water supply from Elk Lake. 

When the steel finally reached Tolmie Avenue, 
die work ground to a halt due to a dispute with the 
owners of a brickyard located on the site of the pre¬ 
sent Mayfair shopping centre This was finally 
solved by building two trestle bridges which al¬ 
lowed the brickyard to continue operations 

The first V & S station was on the north side of 
Hillside Avenue, about half way between Douglas 
and Rose streets 

A downtown depot was later built on Fisgard 
Street at the rear of the Market building This 
necessitated a cross-over between the V & S tracks 
and those of the electric street railway'Street car 
conductors would jump off their cars and run ahead 
to make sure there wasn't a tram coming 

A proposal to extend the tracks down Cor¬ 
morant Street to connect with the E 4r‘N;. never 
materialized 

This terminus might have been very convenient 
for farmers bringing their produce to town, but it 
wasn't good railroading The trains had to start on 
an up-grade, and there was a very sharp turn at 
Blanshard and Fisgard 

(I wasn't until 1910 that a contract for a spank¬ 
ing new ticket office and waiting room was let at a 
cost of $(7,900 This was on Blanshard Street, where 
the entrance to Hudson's Bay Parkade is now 
located 

The tracks went on Blanshard to Queens 
angled down to Rose and Bay then up Rose to 
Market where another turn took them past a freight 
yard and turntable on to the main line A list of sta 
tions was as follows Victoria. Hillside Ave Royal 
Oak Beaver Lake. Elk Lake. Keating. Saamchton. 
Sidney 


In those days. Sidney was much more of an in¬ 
dustrial town than it is today. There was the Sidney 
Lumber Company, which at one time was shipping 
about 100,000 board feet of lumber a day. the Sidney 
Roofing Company and Sidney Canning Company 
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All of these made good use of the railway for ex¬ 
porting their various products 

The passenger service included, not only tran¬ 
sportation between Victoria and Sidney and way 
points, but for a considerable time included rail and 
boat trips between Vancouver island and the 
mainland, somewhat similar to today's ‘ sail by 
bus A special train ferry, the S.S. Victoria car¬ 
ried the entire train from Sidney to Port Guichon. 
not far from Tsawwassen 

In 1902 the Victoria and Sidney Railway, or 
“Cordwood Limited" as it was nick-named was 
purchased by the Great Northern Railway who 
operated it as a subsidiary At one time there were 
plans — which were never carried out. to extend the 
tracks to swartz Bay in order to shorten the water 
distance between Vancouver. Island and the. 
mainland 


By 1913 the old wood-burning locomotives were 
showing the signs of advancing age. and to make 
matters worse, the B.C Electric Railway was us¬ 
ing smart new modern cars on its newly-opened 
Deep Bay line In order to meet the growing com¬ 
petition. the Great Northern put on a gas-electric 
car not unlike the present E & N. Dayliner in prin¬ 
ciple Although it was a great improvement, it was 
too little and too late 

Lack of maintenance, various law'-suits with the 
city and complaints of frustrated customers about 
the poor service prevailed The company got 
hopelessly into debt and the Great Northern, seeing 
which way the wind was blow ing, withdrew' the gas 
electric car and the passenger was at the mercy of 
antiquated steam locomotives again Finally, the 
company went into receivership and the last run of 
the V.iS was Apr 30. 1919 

A .short section of the track near Sidney was 
later sold to their newest competitors, the Cana¬ 
dian Northern who had by then opened up its 
Patricia Bay line 

The British Columbia Electric Railway not 
only had fast modern rolling stock, but since it 
utilized part of the city street car trackage, was 
more before the public eye. Al least a dozen times a 
day the big cars could be seen as they rumbled ma¬ 
jestically along Douglas Street Also, it was no un 
common sight to see a husky electric freight 
locomotive with a long string of box cars trailing 
behind it as they clunked over the switches at Bay 
Street and Hillside Avenue 


Let s roll back the calendar and take an im¬ 
aginary ride from Victoria to Deep Bay on the 
Saanich Intcrurban 

It is Monday. June 4. 1917. At the Intcrurban 
I>epot. located at 1506-1517 Douglas Street, between 
Pandora and Cormorant, stand two sleek modern 
cars numbered 1243 and 1244. They were built in St 
Louis. Mo., only four years previously, have an 
overall length of 54 feet and a seating capacity for 
52 passengers Each car weighs more than 34 tons 
Painted a glistening dark green with brown 
trim, they have gold lettering and numbers to 
match. A gold decorative line runs the length of the 
car and over the front windows is a highly-polished 
brass whistle. They are capable of speeds up to 69 
or 70 miles an hour, or more 

It is a pleasant day. and the clock on the City 
Hall says 25 minutes past one In the B C. Electric 
office adjoining the tracks, last minute passengers 
are busy purchasing their tickets for the I 30 train 
We join them, buy our tickets and board the car 
The interior is comfortable and roomy It is 
finished in gleaming hardwood and smells slightly 
ol varnish and disinfectant There is a wide aisle 
between the two rows of rattan seats, with a divi¬ 
sion roughly tw'o-thirds of the way dow r n beyond 
which is a smoking section with wooden seats. 

The City Hall clock strikes the half hour (it 
used to strike them, there is the conductor's “All 
abooooooooard". and with a hiss of releasing air 
brakes and a soft, almost imperceptible jerk, we 
are on our wav.

Bui very slowly It is an extremely sharp curve 
from the depot onto Cormorant Street, and another 
equally sharp from Cormorant to Douglas The big 
cars squeak and groan protesting!)' as they ease 
themselves cautiously around both comers The 
rule of the road hadn't been changed in 1917. and the 
two-car train moves over onto the left hand track, 
utilizing a cross-over switch located about in front 
of where Miss Frith s store is now located 

We are now at Fisgard Street The Hudson s 
Bay store is there, but empty and unoccupied All 
live street level w indows are boarded up and painted 
green This store wasn't opened until a few years 
later and in the meantime was used on several oc¬ 
casions for a Home Products Fair. Although we are 
unable to see them from our car window, there are

several large two-storey homes immediately 
behind the Hudson's Bay building. On the opposite 
side of Douglas Street is the ltfasonic Hall and a 
large vacant lot with billboards. 

The cars pick up speed as they proceed down 
Douglas Street towards Pembroke. On the left, 
between Chatham and Discovery, is the Interurban 
Freight Depot, with facilities for the handling of 
various types of merchandise destined for the fast¬ 
growing communities of the Saanich Peninsula 
Two high-speed express and baggage cars, numbers 
1706 and 1707, provide fast and frequent service. 

After crossing Queens Avenue we see on our 
right the new Bay Street Armory, completed just 
two years previously in 1915, and a little further on, 
the much, older North Ward School. There is a brief 
stop at Hillside Avenue to pick up a man with a suit¬ 
case — doubtless a travelling salesman bound for 
some country store. 

When passengers pay a cash fare, the conduc¬ 
tor reaches up and turns a long rod running the en¬ 
tire length of the car. At the end is a dial showing 
figures and a pointer which can be turned to show 
the amount paid. The conductor pulls a cord, a bell 
rings and the transaction is recorded. A sort of 
remote control cash register. 

it it it 

With gradually increasing speed, the cars con¬ 
tinue on Douglas Street, make the turn onto 
Burnside and in a few minutes, with a squeaking of 
brakes, stop at the first station, Harriet Road. Here 
is a small spur track, sometimes occupied by a 
freight locomotive or line car. There are piles of 
poles, ties and other railroad paraphernalia. 

More passengers board the car, there is a ding- 
uing’ of the bell and we set off down the long dpwn 
giade to the next station, Tillicum. At this point, 
the interurban cars leave the public roads and enter 
their own private right-of-way, now named 
Interurban road. 

Now we really move! We streak past rock cut¬ 
tings on one side and catch a glimpse of Colquitz 
Creek on the other. There is a hollow sound as we 
cross a small trestle bridge, the tracks make a 
slight turn to the left and we arrive at Marigold 
Road. 

There are many new homes going up in the dis¬ 
trict and across the railway tracks are two country 
grocery stores, qne owned by a (George Benner and 
the other by Mr. Jones. After Marigold comes 


Wilkinson Road followed by Glynn, Eberts, 
Westwood vale, Coward, Picken, Prospect Lake, 
Heals, Durrance Road and Brentwood. 

Here the track makes a sharp right turn and 
proceeds down what is now Wallace Drive. With 
frequent toot-toots* the big cars attain high speed 
on the straight level track and io a few minutes ar¬ 
rive at Saanichton. 

Some of the passengers get off here and walk 
down the road to the Prairie Tavern, which is still 
standing at Mount Newton Cross Road. The next 
stations are Bazan Bay, Tripp and Sidneway which, 
owing to a 30-year franchise held by the V. & S.. is 
the closest any competing railway can come to 
Sidney. 

After Sidneway comes Meadlands. Patricia 
Junction (with a seldom-used spur track going 
down to the bay). Mallowmot, Tatlow and finally. 
Deep Bay. 

This is truly the end of the interurban line. A 
short section of double track, a platform and a little 
red shelter with a white sign bearing the two words 
DEEP BAY 

We arc 23 miles from Victoria and our trip has 
taken exactly one hour and 10 minutes. This may 
seen slow by today’s standards, but one must take 
into consideration the somewhat circuitous route 
and frequent stops. The train crew reverses the 
trolley poles in preparation for the return trip to 
Victoria while we walk down the grassy slope 
towards The Chalet. 

★ ★ ★ 

We have just taken an imaginary ride on the 
B C. Electric Saanich Interurban which started 
operations on Wednesday, June 18, 1913, and was 
built at a cost in excess of $300,000. It was discon¬ 
tinued until further notice' on Oct. 31, 1924, just 
over 11 years. 

We are still waiting for the further notice.’ 
What a wonderful thing it would be if the lino could 
be relaid, equipped with fast modern cars, and in¬ 
stead of terminating at the Deep Cove Chalet could 
run to the Airport, Swartz Bay or Sidney. 

Impossible? Somewhere in Vancouver are two 
former interurban cars which, were rescued from a 
defunct trolley ‘museum,* and what happened to 
that new rapid transit car imported from Ger¬ 
many? 

The third railway line to operate on the Saanich 


Peninsula was the Canadian National Railway. 
Originally the name was Canadian Northern 
Pacific. Grading for the Patricia Bay line com¬ 
mended in 1913 and due to set-backs caused by the 
First World War, it was April, 1917, before the first 
trains ran. 

The station on Alpha Street, near Burnside, was 
supposed to be only temporary since the long tres¬ 
tle crossing Selkirk Water hadn't been built. A list 
of the stations on the Patricia Bay line was as fol¬ 
lows: Alpha Street, Junction (near the present 
Town and Country shopping centre), North Quadra, 
Cordova, Sayward, Martindale, Michell, Saanich, 
Bazan, East Road. Range Road. Patricia Bay. 

A dock extending more than 2,000 feet was con¬ 
structed at the Patricia Bay terminal for the handl¬ 
ing of railway cars which were transported by 
barge from Port Mann on the mainland. Later, the 
S.S. Canora was built especially for this service, 
and for many years was a familiar sight in local 
waters. 

Cordova Bay was a popular summer resort, and 
the way to get there was by train. Also, the 
employees at the explosives manufacturing plant 
on James Island found the CNR more convenient 
than either the V. & S. or the B.C. Electric. 

It is interesting to note that all three lines were 
in close proximity to one another in the vicinity of 
Saanichton or Bazan Bay. The CNR crossed both 
V. & S. and B.C.E. Rly. tracks. 

In 1918 the Canadian National Railway assumed 
control of the Canadian Northern. Improved car 
ferry facilities were constructed at both Point El¬ 
lice and Ogden Point and there was little demand 
for the Patricia Bay line. 

I*rivate car and bus competition were taking 
their toll, and in 1935 the trackage north of Lake 
Hill was abandoned and the rails removed. 

tip to a few years ago, one could still see rotting 
stumps of piling in Blenkinsop or Lost Lake which 
once supported a railway trestle. However, this line 
still continues to operate as an indudstrial spur as 
far as Quadra Street. 

If you are lucky, and pick just the right time, 
you may still see a diesel locomotive hauling a 
single box car across the long trestle just west of 
Quadra. But it is a far cry from the days when chug¬ 
ging steam locomotives pulled long train?, of pas¬ 
senger cars bound for Sidney ot-P«tricia Bay or 
electric interurbans streaked across the Saanich 
Peninsula on their way to Deep Bay. 


Bring 
A Bag 
Aboard 


Plastic trash bags are useful items 
for outdoor recreation enthusiasts . . 

. minus their normal complement of 
garbage, of course. 

The large, deep plastic sacks being 
used in cities to make garbage collec¬ 
tion cleaner and easier have found 
many uses when applied by in¬ 
novative outdoorsmen to fishing, 
boating and camping. 

For example, a change of clothing 
is a welcome sight to an angler who 
has been caught far from his dock 
when a sudden rain storm moved over 
the lake. There is nothing more un¬ 
comfortable than fishing in wet 
clothing, you can meet that situation 
by keeping extra trousers, shirts, 
caps, lightweight jackets, and towels 
in a plastic bag that is stored under 
the front deck of their boat. It’s 
always there, and the dry clothing 
gets used several times a year. 

Another trick is to protect 
cameras and film from water by plac¬ 


ing the equipment in an open-top 
trash sack. The large bag can be 
folded to keep spray and deck 
moisture from damaging the expen¬ 
sive gear, vet it leaves the cameras 
easily available when an action situa- 
tion occurs that should be 
photographed. 

Under normal boating conditions 
the cameras are in the bag and the top 
is left open for easy access. If it rains, 
or the water becomes rough, the bag 
is sealed at the top with a wire twist. 

Boat campers use plastic sacks to 
hold sleeping bags, food, clothing, and 
metal items sealed so unwanted 
water can't dampen their equipment 
and spoil a weekend outing. 

Of course, there's no reason to 
overlook Uie original intended use of 
these all-purpose plastic bags . . . and 
that's to hold trash. You can help 
eliminate the litter problem seen on 
many lakes and streams by keeping a 
trash bag aboard your boat.

It is nearly 30 years since I saw my 
friend Bill Adams and since we sat in 
the shade of tall trees surrounding his 
Sierra cottage. Bill has long since 
cast anchor in a port safe from Cape 
Horn gales. But when I think about 
Uie hymn Bill called his hymn. 1 call it 
my hymn and that of the Karran fami¬ 
ly too.

When I lived in Castletown. Isle of 
Man, moro than 60 years ago I often 
sat with the Karrans in their family 
pew in St. Mary’s Church near the 
edge of the sea. The lifeboat crew and 
. men of the herring fleet attended ser¬ 
vice there too. 

When hail, driven before a winter 
gale swept across the deserted town 
square; when the wind moaned 


around the battlements of ancient 
Castle Rushcn; when great waves 
dashed against the stone jetty shelter¬ 
ing the harbor, the last hymn at even¬ 
song was always Bill's hymn . . . 

Oh! Hear us when we cry to Tliee 
For those in peril on the sea. 
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Chief John Parkin was soon on the scene 
directing the paying out of the hose, and assessing 
where would be the best spot to attack the con¬ 
flagration, which by now had assumed major 
proportions 

Crackling flames and splintering glass were 
punctuated by shouts of "bring the hose over here." 
and take that ladder over there' 

But lo and behold after all this and the hydt-ant 
was turned on just a drizzle came out. 

What a travesty! "Turn on more water! We 
must have more water!" the cry went up - but as 
the dam was some five or sis miles away, and 
further, as a tree had fallen across the wire and 
knocked the phone out, it was wishful thinking to 
hope that something might happen before more 
precious time had elapsed 

Just then, however, George Hannay came by on 
horseback and when he was informed of the 
predicament he said he would go out and see that 
more water was turned on By this time, however, 
all that could be done was to remove everything 
possible from the main building, which was being 
done by firemen Bramley Benton, Hans Peters 
Lyn Horn, George Ritchie. Jim Cowie, Harry 
Freeman, Jerry McGill and William Anthony — to 
name a few intrepid souls of this pre-First World 
War Nanaimo Fire Department 

But what of the water situation now ' Merciful 
Heaven, the water had ceased to flow altogether 
Ve gods and little fishes! What to do now? But here 
by a quip of fate came riding by on his Indian 
motorcycle none other than Willie Hov. who when 
he took in the situation flew off in a cloiud of dust to 
commune with Charlie Holm, caretaker of the dam 
and have the precious water turned full on im¬ 
mediately 

Well, in a matter of half an hour or so the water 
came on and the city of Nanaimo's Ronald steam 
pumper was brought into hasty action under the ex 
pert eye o( Jim Cowie, the department's chief 
engineer 

As for the Convent, well by now it was nothing 
more or less than a searing mass of glowing fiery 
embers — alas another victim of too little and too 
late — water that is 

To make matters worse the wind was gelling 
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up Sparks were showering down everywhere 
Blistering heat and stifling smoke inflamed the 
eyes of men Who rushed about here and there 
beating out incipient outbreaks. The church, which 
was some 500 yards away, was in imminent danger 
At that very moment demon fire was taking hold 
and it was seen by all that it was only a matter of 
moments before it went the way of all the rest 

Bring the hose over here,” was now the call, 
as men feverishly manhandled the hose and pumper 
to the place indicated Here yet another danger 
arose in the minds of the crowd. Across the street 
from where the church was burning stood a building 
which had in past years housed the Eureka Soda 
Water Works, cfwned and operated by Mr 
Lawrence, Mrs Flora McGirr's father 

It was at the moment filled with gasoline stored 
in crates — two five-gallon tins to a wooden crate I 
remember one tall youth standing near by who had 
red hair and was the eldest Elliott boy — Dave by 
name, and a fireman said: “Hey Red. hows about 
gett ing up on that roof with a hose and wetting down 
the shingles Well knowing the contents of the 
building and its situation, he wryly shook his head 
and moved off and I didn't blame him one little bit.

At the height of the holocaust, while the church 
was a ranging inferno, a chap I knew came around 
the corner and shouted: “Holy Smoke!" I have no 
wish to be disrespectful or irreligious, but his words 
did seem to be rather appropriate to the occasion 

In summing up. all this waste and the loss of a 
convent with complete facilities and a lovely 
church need never have occurred — if we only had 
water That's the burning question, isn’t R. and the 
lack of water goes a long way back in the history of 
Nanaimo, too 

With regards to the church. I cannot tell you too 
much about it except that it was white and had an 
impressive arched entrance, set well back and 
hemmed in by shrubs and trees, dt had no spire 
Instead there was an open wooden tower in which 
the bell was hung, that stood to one side giving no 
protection from the elements to the ringer, who had 
to ring the Angelus three times a day. plus special 
services, and toiling for funerals, etc. 

The convent itself was of rather French-type 
architecture, and I thought it was a lovely old 


building with a tower and a nitch in it. and I 
remember asking my mother what the nitch was 
for and she said it was for a statue when they could 
afford one later on 

I was only in the building once myself when we 
visited Mother Superior to see how my brother was 
getting on at the day school there. She was a most 
gracious person and received us with genuine in¬ 
terest and felicity It's funny, but whenever I went 
past I always looked up at the nitch to see if 
somehow or other a statue might be there — but 
there never was. I myself have a personal feeling of 
great loss with the passing of these historic 
religious institutions which had spread their benefi¬ 
cent influence among us for so long 

With regard to St. Ann’s Church. 1 do 
remember Father Haynen, who was the incumbent 
there for some 40 years or more. He was of medium 
stature and always wore a frock coat and a derby 
hat. which together with the spectacles he always 
wore gave him a sober, if not somber, appearance 
But he was a kindly man and very dedicated to his 
church. Many times I have seen him driving rather 
furiously home in his horse and trap to ring the 
angelus at six p.m. One of the things 1 think that 
gives great insight into his strength of character is 
the fact that he was a Belgian prince in his own 
right, and it really must have meant much to him to 
give up all this to enter Holy orders. 

Just about now you may be forgiven for saying 
Well, he's surely a Roman Catholic if there ever 
was one. But I'm not really. I'm a dyed-in-the-wool 
Anglican — if there is such a thing — as were my 
people before me. But you see I did attend the day 
school for some years, and was always treated with 
kindness and due deference by the sisters in 
charge, so much so that I have always carried hap¬ 
py memories of my educational sojourn with

‘Hounded’ Liberal chief I 


gives up post in Britain 


LONDON (Reuter) 
Jeremy Thorpe, who once 
hoped to shape Britain's mi¬ 
nority Liberal party into a 
major political force, resigned 
Monday as its leader, blaming 
a “campaigh of denigration” 
over charges that he had a 
homosexual affair with a man 
15 years ago. 

Thorpe said he gave up the 
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leadership after nine years 
because of the danger that a 
fixed determination by others 
to destroy him might result in 
the destruction of the party. 

"No man can effectively 
lead a party„if the greater 
part of his time has to be 
devoted to answering allega¬ 
tions as they arise and coun¬ 
tering continuing plots and in¬ 
trigues.” he said in his resig¬ 
nation letter. 

Thorpe, 47. accused sections 
of the press of turning the 
allegations tty Norman Scott* 
into a witch hunt, and he 
again denied the claims of an 
earlier sexual relationship. 

His decision came in re¬ 
sponse to pressure from the 
handful of Liberal members 
of Parliament who feared the 
elfect of the accusations dn 
the party as a whole. 

The party’s 13 members in 
the 635-seal House of Com¬ 
mons will meet tonight to 
choose a new leader. 

David At eel. a 38-.V ear-old 
Scottish Liberal, and John 
Pardoc, thr party's economic 
affairs spokesman, are con¬ 
sidered the favorites. 


The "Scott affair" first 
came into prominence in Jan¬ 
uary when Scott, a self-styled 
author, appeared in court in

The strike began a week 
ago at Vancouver General 
Hospital after the hospitals 
rejected the recommendations 
of industrial inquiry commis¬ 
sioner Bert Blair. 

The union voted acceptance 
of the same recommen¬ 
dations. which would have 
meant an 8-per-cent w-age in- 
erease over one year for the 
16,000 members and another 5 
to 7 |>er cent in fringe behe- 
fits. 

As Royal Jubilee made 
emergency moves to ready it¬ 
self for today’s strike, Gerow' 
was already thinking of other 
objectives. 

Royal Jubilee executive 
director Dr. A. C. Pickles said 
the hospital was sending 
home "everyone who could 
possibly be discharged."

Seat-belt law 
for B.C. 
by this fall

Transport Minster Jack Davis confirmed Monday 
that mandatory seat-belt legislation will be Introduced 
during the current session of the Legislature. 

He declined to provide more details "because it 
would be improper to discuss the legislation before 
MLAs have seen it.” But he said the legislation, now in 
draft form, would probably follow Ontario laws. 

"It will substantially follow the Ontario legisla¬ 
tion. " he said. "It has been fairly well documented 
there that seat belts do save lives with as many as 50 
lives saved since seat belts became mandatory." 

He said he was convinced that seat belts were help¬ 
ful. 

Asked how soon the public could expect the new 
legislation he said "soon, very soon." 

In Ontario a driver and passengers can be fined if 
they are not using seat belts. 

The legislation, once approved by the House, would 
come Into effect upon proclamation by cabinet, proba¬ 
bly by fall. 

Davis said a 33-per-cent drop in the number of traf¬ 
fic deaths in the first three months of this year in On¬ 
tario has been credited to the enforced use of seat 
hfejlts. 

(Health Minister Robert McClelland told the B.C. 
Medical Association during the weekend that laws pro¬ 
viding for enforced use of seat belts have been passed 
in 16 countries and that they are also being introduced 
in Quebec and Nova Scotia.) 

A seat belt law was introduc ed in the Saskatchewan 
legislature but withdrawn alter the government was ac¬ 
cused of trying to rush legislation before the current 
session ended. 

Pat McGeer, minister responsible for the Insurance 
Corp. of B.C., told the annual conference of the Insur¬ 
ance Agents Association of B.C. last week that manda¬ 
tory seat belt use could save between $10 and $20 
million in hospital costs alone.

Separatism is dead 


Trudeau 


OTTAWA (CP) Prime 
Minister Trudeau told an in¬ 
ternational audience Monday 
that separatism in Quebec is 
dead. 


At a luncheon meeting of in- 
f 1 u e n 11 a 1 lobbyists from 
Japan, Western Europe and 
North America the Trila¬ 
teral Commission he said 
the Parti Quebecois no longer 
campaigns on a platform of 
seijaratism. 

Instead, it now says it will 


hold a referendum on separa¬ 
tism, if Quebecers first elect 
the party to office. 

"To me, this is the end of 
separatism in Quebec/’ Tru¬ 
deau said. 

It expressed the under¬ 
standing that no Quebec polit¬ 
ical party could be. elected as 
a provincial government on a 
platform of separatism. 

, Trudeau described the 
French-Canadian indepen¬ 
dence movement as the "evil 


fruit of the unbalanced treat¬ 
ment" of a minority in the 
country. 

But it was little more than a 
"sub, sub case of the case of 
nationalism" now evident 
elsewhere in Canada. 


The prime minister said he 
felt a new understanding of 
French-Canadian nationalism 
by English-Canadian opinion 
leaders w'ould eventually un¬ 
dermine the force of that na¬ 
tionalism. 


'Hie fact that the separatist 
party in Quebec —- the Parti 
Quebecois now seeks power 
first, and a referendum on se¬ 
paratism later, was an "ex¬ 
tremely significant" policy 
shift, he said. 


In Montreal. Parti Quebe¬ 
cois leader Rene Levesque de¬ 
fended his party’s stand, say¬ 
ing the PQ still is striving for 
Quebec independence but "in 
a democratic system, you 


don’t ram it down (voter’s)"' 
throats." 

Levesque, in an interview 
with radio station CFCF, said 
some party militants were 
against a referendum, "but 
they are a| very small minori¬ 
ty." 

He expressed optimism 
about his party’s chances in 
the next provincial election, 
saying: "We know one thing, 
wc will do well, in the sense 
of winning the election or 
making gains."

It 
yields only 16 calories per tea¬ 
spoon, but you must realize 
that the sugar bowl is not the 
only source of sugar. A bit 
more than half the protein we 
eat is eventually converted to 
a form of sugar. Fruits and 
vegetables contain from 10 to 
20 per cent sfcgar as cart»hy- 
drates. Orange juice is 10 per 
cent sugar, potatoes more. 

The chief problem with 


sugar is when it’s overdone. 
Having a sweet tooth gets you 
in the habit of eating candy, 
cakes with frosting, sugar- 
loaded beverages. Tooth 
decay is only one consequence 
of this. Excess sugar intake 
can be a factor in ar¬ 
teriosclerosis. We are learn¬ 
ing how it raises the level of 
triglycerides in the blood 
stream. 

I might add that if you are 
a heavy sugar user, that 
could be a factor in your 
present overweight problem. 

If this is the case, I suggest 
you cut down. You should try 
to drop some of your exfiess 
poundage, despite those ap¬ 
parently “sturdy" ancestral 
genes.

equivalent of 329 in welfare 
money. 

Thorpe responded with a 
statement saying: ‘It is well 
over 1 2 years since I last saw 
or spoke to Mr. Scott. There 
is no truth in Mr. Scott’s wild 
allegations.” He subsequently 
called Scott 'an incorrigible 
liar.” 

Scott started court action 
against Thorpe on Monday, 
alleging slander and libel, but 
said in a statement: “It has 
never been my aim to see 
Jeremy Thorpe fall from the 
leadership of the Liberal 
party. I have only sought to 
let the truth be known and for 
my name to be cleared. I do 
not regret anything 1 have 
said or done.” 

The party first reaffirmed 
its faith in Thorpe’s ability to 
lead it, but last March 13 it 
was agreed that there should 
be a leadership election in the 
fall. 

Then things became more 
complicated when former Lib 
-eral deputy treasurer David 
Holmes and former Liberal 
MP Peter Bessell said they 
had both paid money to Scott. 

Holmes admitted paying the 
equivalent of $5,000 to Scott 
on the eve of the February. 
1974, general election to ob¬ 
tain copies of letters he be¬ 
lieved were damaging to the 
party. 


Last weekend, Thorpe au¬ 
thorized publication of two let¬ 
ters he had written to Scott in 
1961 and 1962. One letter 
ended: “Yours affectionately, 
Jeremy. I miss you.”

Massive arms 
shopping list

MONTREAL (CP) — The 
Gazette says the chiefs of de¬ 
fence staff have forwarded 
proposals to the federal cabi¬ 
net to build 20 new destroyers 
and buy new fighter planes 
and tanks for the Canadian 
Armed Forces. 

The newspaper says the he¬ 
licopter-equipped destroyers 
would be worth more than $2 
billion and the fighter planes 
would be worth about the 
same, while $400 million 
worth of tanks would be 
bought under a separate plan. 

The tanks and aircraft 
would be bought abroad, but 
the proposals strongly suggest 
that the ships be designed and 
built in Canada. The major 
share of the work is expected 
to go to shipyards in Quebec 
City, Montreal and Sorel, 
Que., the newspaper says. 

The plans are said to be an 
offshoot of Defence Minister 
James Richardson’s an¬ 
nouncement in the Commons 
last Nov. 27 that the govern¬ 
ment Is planning to re-equip 
the armed forces. 

Army advisers are trying to 
decide between the Leopard 1 
and Leopard 2 tanks, built in 
Weft Germany. The air force 
has been asked to decide 
whether it can replace the 
CF-5, CF-104 and Voodoo air¬ 
craft with a single model, 
probably the U.S.-built F-16, 
the newspaper says. 

Differing propositions for 
the ships have been forward¬ 
ed to Ottawa. Some designers 
are pushing for a ship with 
ice-breaking capabilities, 
while the Navy League of 
Canada has urged the pur¬ 
chase of more gas-turbine 
lowered destroyers like the 
last four delivered to the 
navy, the newspaper says. 

The Gazette says the navy 
itself favors a Canadian- 
designed and Canadian-built 
ship that would be turbine-po¬ 
wered, cost about $100 mil¬ 


lion, weigh 3,500 tons, take a 
crew of 160 and carry heli¬ 
copters. 

The newsi>aper quotes a 
sjiokesman for Richardson as 
saying the cabinet may not 
rule on the proposals until 
later this year because of 
other pressing business.

Quake criticism mounting 


OTTAWA (CP) — Militant 
unionist Lofty MacMillan 
threw a direct challenge at 
the current Canadian Labor 
Congress executive Monday 
when he officially announced 
his candidacy tor the leader¬ 
ship of the twchmiUion-mem- 
ber congress. 

. MacMillan, an articulate 
58-year-old former Cape Bre¬ 
ton coal miner, said in an 
interview that nothing short of 
a countrywide general strike 
would force the federal gov¬ 
ernment to withdraw its anti- 
inflation program of selective 
wage and price controls. 

"I think the rank and file 
members of Canadian unions 
want a much more militant 
line.” said MacMillan, direc¬ 
tor of organization for the 
powerful Canadian Union of 
Public Employees since 1967. 

MacMillan will be in a 
a head-to-head battle with Joe 
Morris, a tough former logger 
from Nanaimo, who has been 
president of the congress for 
two years. 

The CLC national conven¬ 
tion will be held in Quebec 


Cfty next weekend in the emo¬ 
tion-charged atmosphere 
creatd by Quebec union mili¬ 
tancy. Delegates ”w4U chart 
the course to be followed by 
the Canadian labor movement 
in opposition to the controls,” 
Morris said Friday. 

MacMillan said Monday 
“there has been a tremendous 
weakness at the top of the 
CLC . . . particularly since 
the government’s announce¬ 
ment last October of the anti¬ 
inflation program.” 

Immediately after the anti- 
inflation program was in¬ 
troduced, the CLC executive 
council announced its outright 
rejection of the controls and 
advised affiliated unions to 
bargain as if the program did 
not exist. 

At the same time, the 
congress launched a massive 
advertising campaign against 
the federal program and or¬ 
ganized protest rallies across 
the country. The executive 
council has not yet recom¬ 
mended a general strike, but 
Morris has not ruled it out 
as a possibility.

The justice minister of Ra- 
dcr.-VVuerttemberg state, Treu- 
gott Bender, announced in 
Stuttgart earlier Monday that, 
all autopsy tests had not been 
completed, but early results 
justified a ruling that Miss 
Meinhof committed suicide. 

Bender denied a charge by 
Miss Meinhof’s lawyer that 
she was the victim of a state- 
directed murder conspiracy.

THE HAGUE (UPI) — The 
government-appointed panel 
investigating allegations that 
Prince Bernhard received $1.1 
million to promote Lockheed 
aircraft in the Netherlands 
has found him innocent, a 
Dutch newspaper said Mon¬ 
day. 

However, a spokesman for 
the panel said, “the report is 
completely on the news¬ 
paper’s account. I have no 
comment on the contents.” 

TYie newspa|>er Algemeen 
Dagblad said "Prince Bern- 
hard has not received one 
cent from the Lockheed bribe 
monies. The three-month-old 
investigation . . . has shown 
this. The Dutch government 
knows of this.” 

But a\ government spokes- 
iVian said he did not know of a 
panel report having been sub¬ 
mitted to Prime Minister Joop 
Den Uyl. 

The panel of "three wise 
men" was created in Febru¬ 
ary to probe widespread alle¬ 
gations that the "high Dutch 
official” cited in U.S. congres¬ 
sional hearings on the Lock¬ 
heed payoff scandal was actu¬ 
ally Bernhard. Queen Ju¬ 
liana’s 64-year-old consort. 

Bernard is inspector- 
general of the Dutch armed 
forces, a position he held in 
the early 1960s when the 
Dutch air force bought mil¬ 


lions of dollars of Lockheed- 
made F104 starfighters. 

"The only blame which 
might be put on him,” the 
newspaper said, “is that he 
was acquainted with people 
who occasionally overstepped 
the mark in the I>ockheed af¬ 
fair.”

The government's reply 


S TATEMENTS LAST WEEK by the president of the 
B.C. Medical Association regarding the Van¬ 
couver General Hospital strike demanded a reply from 
the government which Health Minister Robert Mc¬ 
Clelland made on the weekend. 

The words of Dr. William Ibbott, which Labor 
Minister Allan Williams described as “inflammatory” 
after an earlier ruling out of a full-scale legislative 
debate on the hospital’s situation which he said would 
be unwise “because of the sensitivity of the issue.” 
bear repeating. 

Certainly they were inflammatory, but in calling 
for a declaration of hospitals as essential services with 
restrictions on the right to strike by employees, Dr. 
Ibbott expressed what must be in the thinking of the 
majority of the people and including, yes, many in the 
trade union movement. 

He said the Vancouver General situation "is 
bedlam from the physicians’ point of view" and he 

asked: 

“What sort of society allows the abortion mills to 
grind but refuses treating cancer? When the minister 
of labor decided that B.C. Rail is an essential service 
but not hospitals?” 

He needn't have gone any further but did so, 
saying that his colleagues already knew of physical 
suffering from the strike and mentioned a case where 
a doctor had intervened successfully to prevent the 
discharge of a patient from VHG the day after the 
patient had undergone abdominal surgery. Later he 
said he was wrong on this — it was not the next day: it 
was six hours after the operation had been performed 
This m»y have been an extreme example of errors 
that can be made under the duress of a strike, but 


there can be no doubt whatsoever that scores of in¬ 
stances could be cited where suffering has been inten¬ 
sified for patients and people who should be in 
hospital, by the walk-out of non-medical staff of the 
employee team. 

Designation by the Labor Relations Board of cer¬ 
tain members of the striking unit who must remain on 
the job does not mean the hospitals can function as 
they should. If they could, why are so many employed? 
The answer is simply that the medical members of the 
team need the supportive role of cleaners, kitchen 
workers and others of the Hospital Employees’ Union 
in their numbers to do a proper job. 

On hospitals having to close their doors on elec¬ 
tive admissions, with bed occupancy stipulations 
resulting from strike action and threatened picketing, 
Dr. Ibbott asks, “What is elective? When does elective 
become emergent?” He says such judgments are dif¬ 
ficult for physicians “and. virtually impossible from 
the lay point of view"_such as labor board officers. 

And to all of the points he makes and the ques¬ 
tions he asks, what is the government’s reply? 

Health Minister McClelland says doctors should 
remember, as though this should be necessary, that 
their prinle responsibility is healing of the sick. In so 
saying, he realizes that the medical profession cannot 
keep itself isolated from politics. But first and 
foremost the men and women of medicine should be 
attending to their own affairs. 

He cannot see that this exactly is what they are do¬ 
ing, through the president of their provincial associa¬ 
tion. He cannot see the truth in the words of Dr. Ibbott 
that a strike against humanity is “untenable, un¬ 
civilized, barbarous.” 


The only way to go 


T HE PROVINCIAL Department of agriculture may 
be changed not only in name but in the area of 
its jurisdiction. Its minister, South Peace River's 
Donald Phillips, says the government is thinking about 
adding fisheries to the portfolio which then would be 
known, possibly, as the department of food and 
agriculture. It makes sense. 

It s time the Marine Resources Branch of the 
Department of Recreation and Travel Industry came 
into its own. It may serve a useful purpose as "the 
provincial spokesman in matters relating to the 
.fishing industry, including international negotiations 
and liaison with other agencies whose interests and ac¬ 
tivities have an impact on marine resources.” But it 
could do much more in the wide scope of its official 
description which continues: 

“Through administering and enforcing the provin¬ 
cial Fisheries Act and the Fish Inspection Act it is our 
goal to protect both the fishery resources and the con¬ 
sumer of fish products as well as to foster, develop and 
protect the provincial commercial fishery interests in 
both the primary and processing sector as productive 
and valuable, segments of the economy.” 

With a permanent staff of only nine (a director, 
three biologists, three conservation officers, a clerk 
and two clerk-stenographers) and a 1975-76 operating 


budget of less than $500,000, the branch could hardly be 
expected to fulfil all of its stated responsibilities to 
any worthwhile degree 

It would seem to be "a fish out of water” too, 
operating under the Department of Recreation and 
Travel Industry. 

Its rightful place is in a department of food and 
agriculture (or farm and fisheries?), particularly if 
the government can see its way clear to following the 
urgings of an old foe: 

When he was in a better position to get action, but 
didn't do so as a cabinet member of the previous ad¬ 
ministration, Graham Lea (NDP—Prince Rupert) 
now is calling for promotion of fish farming. 

It's an echoing of aims of the International 
Development and Research Centre, a Canadian aid 
agency, whose aquaculture program director, Bert Al- 
sopp, is spreading good words on fish farming as an 
important source' of. high-protein food in feeding the 
world’s hungry 

"Today only 8 per cent of food supply comes from 
aquaculture,” he says, “But this amount can be in¬ 
creased tenfold by techniques we already know.” 

Fish farming takes little fancy machinery or 
sophisticated scientific research and with stocks of 
“wild fish” dwindling it’s the only way to go. 


Seeking clues to earth's weather 


While the federal space 
igency is beating the drums for 
Ihe July 4 U S. bicentennial 
landing of a Viking spacecraft 
on Mars, some different NASA 
drummers quietly are prepar¬ 
ing for what might be a more 
significant project as far as 
mankind is concerned. 

In mid-1978 NASA will send a 
Pioneer orbital spacecraft and 
a "bus" carrying four landers 
to Venus to examine the 
planet’s atmosphere and 
weather. 

The information they gather 
and transmit by radio back to 
earth may help us learn more 
about the forces that drive the 
weather on our own planet. 

i The launch booster for both 
Pioneer spacecraft will be the 
Atlas SLV-3D and the second- 
stage rocket the Centaur D- 
1AR, both built by General 
Dynamics, Convair, at San 
Diego, Calif. The spacecraft 
are built by Hughes Aircraft 
Co.. El Segundo, Calif.) 

NASA scientists believe the 
study of weather patterns on 
other planets — and on Venus, 
in particular — can provide 
clues to the mysteries of our 
own complicated weather 
system. 

♦ ★ ★ 

On earth, the basic causes of 
weather patterns are clouded 
by misunderstanding — as 
evidenced by the treacherous 
shifting tornado and hurricane 
paths that catch some com¬ 
munities unaware each year. 

Countless factors complicate 
earth’s meteorology 

Mixing of ocean and con¬ 
tinental air masses, partial 
cloud cover, earth's axial tilt 
and rapid planet rotation make

our atmosphere difficult to 
study. 

But Venus is simpler to 
aqalyze because it has a basic 
atmosphere that's 95 per cent 
carbon dioxide, a slow rotation 
<243 earth days equal one rota¬ 
tion of Venus), little tilt to its 
axis and no oceans. 

NASA’s theory is that if 
scientists can understand how 
these variables affect the at¬ 
mosphere of our closest 
planetary neighbor, they might 
be able to define more clearly 
the impact of the numerous 
variables affecting earth's 
weather system. 


Even partial success could 
pay off in terms of saving 
countless lives and billions of 
dollars annually in storm 
damage. 

NASA believes a more clear 
understanding of earth’s 
weather even could lead to con¬ 
trolling some types of storms 
in advance of their damaging 
impact. 

A comparison of Venus’ at¬ 
mospheric features with those 
of earth may help to answer 
other significant scientific puz¬ 
zlers like these .

Year after Red victory 

Vietnam and the 'dominoes' 


One year after the Com¬ 
munist victory in South Viet¬ 
nam, potential “dominoes" 
outside Indochina remain 
standing. It is the domino 
theory itself, in its unadorned 
version from the Eisenhower 
era, which has fallen. The im¬ 
pact of the U.S. defeat in 
South Vietnam has proven to be 
far more complex and am¬ 
biguous than American, 
policymakers ever imagined it 
might be at the time that 
theory was formulated 

But it could be argued that in 
its more sophisticated forms — 
relating to the confidence of 
non-Communist Asian govern¬ 
ments in the United States and 
in themselves — the theory has 
yet to be disproven. ' 

★ W ★ 

The rapid collapse of the 
Saigon government has shaken 
the confidence of many non- 
Communist Asians in 
American staying power. 

It has also convinced at least 
a few Asian leaders that they 
will ultimately rise or fall, not 
on the basis of American ac¬ 
tions. but according to their 
own efforts to cope with inter¬ 
nal problems. 

This does not mean, 

however, that the Americans 
are leaving the field entirely to 
the manoeuvring of the Rus¬ 
sians and Chinese. 

♦ * * 

After their initial apprehen¬ 
sion, and sometimes near pan¬ 
ic, and their talk of a shift to 
neutralism subsided. Asia% 
leaders allied with the United 
States made it clear that they 
want the Americans to remain 
to provide a balance of power 
and continued trade, financing 
and expertise. 

Far from having withdrawn 
from Asia, the Americans 
maintain impoHant business 
interests in the region which

China sees them as a 
counterweight to the Soviet 
drive for greater influence in 
the region. 

The North Vietnamese vic¬ 
tory in South Vietnam appears 
to have increased Chinese 
fears of Soviet influence, and 
Chinese-Soviet rivalry has in 
tensified throughout much of 
Asia over the past year. 

But what some commen¬ 
tators ignore in constructing 
theories about the balance of 
power in this part of the world 
is the ability of smaller 
countries to manipulate the 
larger ones to their own advan¬ 
tage. The Vietnamese are ex¬ 
perts at this. 

While appearing at the mo¬ 
ment to lean toward the Soviets 
in the Chinese-Soviet conflict, 
they can be counted on not to 
give up easily their much 
cherished independence 

Despite muck speculation on 
the subject,' they are not 
thought likely, for instance, to 
give the Soviet navy access to 
Cam Ranh Bay, an extensive, 
American-built port whose use 
by the Soviets would mean a 
change in the strategic 
balalnce. 

★ ★ ★ 

For the moment, the Viet¬ 
namese seem tp be preoc¬ 
cupied with their own internal 
problems. Having sacrificed 
nearly everything for the war, 
northern Vietnam isextremely 
poor, and the Vietnamese have 
a lot of rebuilding to do. 


Fears that the Vietnamese 
would ship vast quantities of 
captured American arms to the 
insurgents in northeastern 
Thailand and even as far as 
Malaysia have so far proven 
unfounded. 

In Northeast Asia, a big ques¬ 
tion mark hangs over Korea 
The North Vietnamese' victory 
in South Vietnam apparently 
inspired North Korea's Presi¬ 
dent Kim Il-sung to think once 
again of his vow to reunite 
Korea. 

But when he turned to the 
Chinese for support he was 
reported to have'been urged to 
think only of peaceful means of 
achieving his goal. 

Some Western experts, in¬ 
cluding members of the In¬ 
stitute for the Study of Conflict 
in Londdn, think nonetheless 
that Mr. Kim is capable of 
launching a surprise attack on 
South Korea and then 
presenting the Russians and 
Chinese with the fait accompli 
which they, as allies, would 
have to endorse. 

★ ★ * 

In South Korea. President 
Park Chung Hee has taken full 
advantage of fears prompted 
by the Communist victory in 
South Vietnam to justify the 
tightening of government con¬ 
trols over his non-Communist 
opponents. 

In nearby Japan, the Com¬ 
munist victory has caused con¬ 
siderable rethinking of defence 
policies. The country's self- 
defence forces, regarded with 
suspicion by many Japanese, 
seem to have assumed a new 
importance in the public eye 

There is less anti-military 
feeling and public discussion of 
defence policies has become 
more active and open than ever 
before.

The Pioneer Venus probe will 
be the first U.S. mission 
designed to investigate the 
Venusian atmosphere on a 
planetary scale. 

The two-spacecraft mission 
consists of the orbiter and a 
four-probe lander, to be 
launched in May and August of 
1978 

Each craft will arrive at 
Venus in December of that 
year. The orbiter is scheduled 
to arrive five days before the 
probe-carrying spacecraft. 

★ ★ * 

To achieve this timing, the 
orbiter will be launched on a 
trajectory taking it more than 
180 degrees in an arc around 
the solar system in eight 
months. The lander vehicle’s 
trajectory will be a direct path 
from earth to Venus requiring 
only four months. 

The lander wilt carry four 
separate probes, to be released 
about 20 days before it 
penetrates Venus' atmosphere 
They will be targeted at dif¬ 
ferent sites on the planet's sur¬ 
face to provide information on 
winds and circulation patterns 
They will not survive after im¬ 
pact. but their work hopefully 
will have been done before 
crashing into the Venusian sur¬ 
face.

Friction foreseen 


Plight of Europe's migrant workers 


Amid growing international 
concern about the welfare of 
the army of ten million 
migrant workers now living in 
the European Economic Com¬ 
munity, two warnings have 
been issued recently about pos¬ 
sible future friction between 
the migrants and the native 
populations of their host 
countries. 

The first warning came from 
a senior spokesman for the in¬ 
creasingly Influential forum of 
migrants' associations which is 
active throughout the EEC. 
S. A. Rasul, who told the 
United Kingdom Immigrants 
Advisory Service's annual con¬ 
ference in Manchester that as 
unemployment has risen in 
EEC countries a potent source 
of social tension has been 
created with some of the 
countries’ unemployed blam¬ 
ing the migrants for their 
plight. 

* ★ * 

Mr. Rasul said the hostility is 
often reciprocated as migrants 
in most of the countries are be¬ 
ing made increasingly aware 
that they are being denied 
basic civil and political right*. 

They are bitterly aware, too, 
he said, that their children are 
often underprivileged. In West 
Germany, for example, two- 
thirds of migrant children do 
not finish their jecondyy 
schooling. " ? 

This theme of the deprivation 
of the young was enlarged upon 
in the second warning, which

came in a report published by 
the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization. The 
author, a Flench sociologist. 
Robert De Montvalon, says 
migrant children and young 
migrant workers are 
overwhelmed by a sense of 
failure, and unless something 
is done to help them to settle in 
their new homes trouble could 
erupt. 

★ ★ * 

Rewrites: “Everythingcon¬ 
trives to place the migrant in a 
situation which bears the 
marks of a dependent sub¬ 
culture, triply branded with the 
characteristics of youth, 
foreigness and unskilled work. 
There is a very real danger 
that violence may break out. so 
misunderstood and ill- 
controlled is the phenomenon 

"Die host society, like the 
society from which they come, 
sees migrants only as a labor 
force to be channelled Into 
work demanding the lowest 
technical skill.” 

The report suggests that host 
countries should enable young 
migrants to participate more 
in decision-making and give 
them opjiortunities to detail 
their problems to the native 
populations. It recommends 
also that the countries from 


which the migrants come 
should give more information 
to future migrants about what 
they are likely to find and what 
their rights will be in their new 
homes. 

Similar recommendations 
have been mgle from time to 
time in the last five years by a 
number of EEC bodies, most 
comprehensively in a policy 
document published by the 
commission last year. But, as 
Mr. Rasul told the Manchester 
conference, too many countries 
have done too little, and time is 
short. 

Both Mr. Rasul and Mr. de 
Montvalon believe that there 
might be a steady and steady¬ 
ing improvement in the 
migrants' lives and prospects if 
governments and native pop¬ 
ulations were less preoccupied 
with the problems that the 
migrants Inevitably bring and 
more ready to acknowledge the 
contribution that they make 
to the host countries’ 
economies. They argue that 
the contribution has been con¬ 
siderable and continues to be 
significant. 

★ ★ ♦ 

And a number of prominent 
economists and social 
researchers agree with them, 
maintaining that the flexible 
supply of migrants, with 
variations in immigration cor¬ 


responding roughly with varia¬ 
tions in demands for labor, has 
been a major factor in Euro¬ 
pean economic growth 
Without migrants in large 
numbers from the late 1960s 
onwards, some countries would 
have been desperately short of 
labor for key industries. 

According to research done 
for the International Institute 
for Environment and Develop¬ 
ment. while the total popula¬ 
tion of the EEC increased on 
average by 1 per cent per year 
between 1958 and 1968, the pop¬ 
ulation of working age in¬ 
creased by only 0.6 per cent, 
and the vital “economically ac¬ 
tive" population increased by 
only 0.1 per cent. 

Die West German example is 
again instructive. Between 1962 
and 1972 the population in¬ 
creased by about 4 per cent, but 
the working population fell by 
6.6 per cent, a loss of 3,200 mil¬ 
lion man hours 

Not that militant migrants, 
who speak far more sharply 
than Mr. Rasul or even Mr. de 
Montvalon, are all that grateful 
for this evidence of their 
usefulness. They argue, and 
with much justification, that 
too great a part of their con¬ 
tribution to growth springs 
from their inability to do better 
than merely release members 
of the native populations for 
good jobs by replacing them in 
menial ones. 
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THIS being written of a Monday morning, it is possible 
somebody has already done something to right the obscenity 
of allowing a strike of hospitals. Regardless, the thoughts 
hold good. 

The sick — the young sick, the middle-aged sick, the 
elderly sick, being held for ransom by a striking union. 
Despicable, dirty pool, totally beneath contempt. 

A so-called civilized community that has fallen to the 
disgrace of not caring what happens to sick people. A so- 
called government that would put a moratorium on railway 
strikes but allow the ill to be trundled out of hospitals 
because a union uses the weapon of strike against helpless, 
hapless patients. 

ESSENTIAL services are still being carried out — this is 
what we have been told. But it Is not true — essential ser¬ 
vices are not being carried out and I'll give a few for- 
instances. 

The for-lnstance of an elderly pneumonia patient, a man 
discovered to have a spot on his lung — removed from his 
hospital bed and sent home. 

The for-instance of another elderly man, beset with cir¬ 
culatory problems of the legs, removed from his hospital bed 
and sent home. 

The for-instance of an elderly woman, befuddled of 
mind, unable to feed herself properly, removed from the 
hospital and sent back to a rest home. 

The for-instance of a doctor, having to fight tooth and 
nail to keep a male [fStient in. He was less than a day out of 
major surgery and was about to be sent home. 

SOUNDS like Dickens' England rather than 1976 Canada. 
Makes us a callous community and we should be all of us, 
ashamed 

Fear of stepping on sacred toes can be the only reason 
this government or the last government, did not stand up and 
shout that those employed in essential services, would never 
again have the right to withdraw their services. And this In¬ 
cludes policemen, firemen, all hospital workers, those in¬ 
volved in transportation, both land and sea, where the good 
of the community as a whole is at stake. 

Disregard — totally — the howl from union workers in 
these sectors, that their rights would be abridged. 

WHEN it comes to the welfare of the whole, then they do 
not have rights insofar as withdrawing their services and 
putting lives in jeopardy. 

If they choose to ignore such basic qualities in today's 
living, if they choose to go on strike regardless of law. then 
remove them from the payroll and replace them with 
workers who will abide by the stipulations of employment. It 
is long past time when the citizens of this country should ex¬ 
pect the fundamental protection to be provided without so 
much as one day or even one hour of Interruption. 

It Is the classic case of the tail wagging the dog. a case of 
vested authority failing to carry out the task assigned to it. 

THE disappointment In the present B.C. government 
grows and it becomes even more acute when recent events 
are taken into consideration. 

The government puts forth Bill 22, legislation designed 
to halt all strikes and walkouts of the railway workers for 
four years. The good of the province as a whole was used as 
the necessity for such action. 

Yet Premier William Bennett, Health Minister Bob Mc¬ 
Clelland and labor Minister Allan Williams, allowed a 
hospital to be struck, allowed a terrible disruption in the 
lives of sick people. They allowed the cancellation of elective 
surgery, which, you must understand, had to be terribly 
traumatic and deeply disappointing to many who had been 
patiently waiting their turns. 

THE commonsense question is why railways and not 
hospitals? Surely there has to be reasonable suspicion on the 
basis of priorities. If this is a people's government, as so 
widely heralded, the sick, halt and lame must be rated 
higher than the economy of a town or towns. 

This government's standing in the wings has done 
nothing to improve a rather shopworn image. The vast ma¬ 
jority of British Columbians would side with any back to 
work order given to hospital employees and almost the same 
majority would stand up and cheer legislation outlawing the 
strike right for those same employees. 

We have a health program worth millions of dollars — an 
expensive, highly skilled. Integrated program — being al¬ 
lowed to grind to a rather ignominious halt because of a 
strike. 

FORTUNATELY, we know of no lives being lost as a 
direct result of this sheer idiocy. But if lives should be lost as 
a direct or indirect result, then the guess is that government 
would quickly move to halt any future work stoppages by the 
introduction of preventive legislation. 

A sorry note that in this day and age. we too often have 
to rely on tragedy in order to get necessary and long overdue 
action. 

The striking workers can claim no honor from this con¬ 
frontation. Nor can the Social Credit government. They are 
both picking on the defenceless and by rights, neither party 
should be able to sleep at night.

Few Canadians worry about earthquakes 


Few Canadians are worried 
about earthquakes but Canada 
has three earthquake areas and 
a University of Alberta 
physicist says* we are only 
beginning to develop a 
capability to predict seismic 
upheavals. 

Dr. E. R. Kanasewlch said 
the three most likely areas of 
activity are the St. Lawrence 
Valley, off the West Coast and 
the Arctic, and the country's 
system of monitoring the 
waves that move through the 
earth's crust Is far behind that 
of others. 

' The Pacific Itself acts as a 
more or less rigid plate on the 
surface of the earth and thts 
plate of crustal material Is 
moving towards the northwest 
at something like about two in¬ 
ches a year so that off British 
Columbia where the Pacific 
plate and the North American

plate join up Is the boundary of 
tectonic activity." he said. 

Scientists have generally ac¬ 
cepted the theory that massive 
plates are floating on the sur¬ 
face of the molten material 
which makes up the earth's 
core and where these plates 
rub against each other or are 
thrust underneath another, 
earthquakes occur. 

Kanasewlch said the reason 
for activity in the St. Iawrence 
Region is more obscure, since 
it is not on the edge of a plate. 
One theory holds that the area 
was depressed by a thick sheet 
of ice some 15.000 years ago 
and is in the process of 
recovering, rising up in a kind 
of rebound action. 

"The area along the St. 


Lawrence Is perhaps the most 
heavily populated area and Is 
the one most seismologists 
would worry about first of alk 

' The federal government has 
added a considerable number 
of new stations. In fact whole 
automatic monitoring arrays. 
In Quebec which are tied to a 
computer in Ottawa and the 
data are analysed on a continu¬ 
ing basis so the area is being 
watched fairly carefully now." 
★ * ★ 

Off the West Coast a new 
telemetred array is being built 
in which the data come in over 
a radio or telephone line into a 
central place in Victoria so 
that the activity can be 
monitored more closely. 


"So we re getting to the point 
where the instrumentation is 
fairly respectable. 

"Nobody has really thought 
of taking any active steps in 
having a prediction centre or a 
centre which would alert an 
area of the possibility of an 
earthquake. 

"On the whole I think federal 
scientists are fairly cool to 
such an Idea. " 

The Mackenzie Valley and 
northern central areas now are 
being monitored by the federal 
government and activity ap¬ 
pears small. But the difficulty 
is that there are few stations in 
Canada to form a network 
which can thoroughly monitor 
an area and the data ihe ex¬ 
isting stations offer do not go 
back (ar enough to be certain of 
any patterns.

I am replying to your cor¬ 
respondent C. C. Christie who 
stated from personal ex¬ 
perience seat belts ate suicidal 
in city traffic. 

It is this area of driving 
where the wearing of seat belts 
are most beneficial, because as 
speed increases chances of sur¬ 
vival decrease if you are in¬ 
volved in a crash. 

As I do not know the personal 
experience the previous writer 
had I will cover several pos¬ 
sibilities. First of all being 
"thrown clear” is quite often 
put up as an argument against 
wearing seat belts, however 
research has shown that your 
chances of survival are 80 to 90 
per cent better if you stay in 
the vehicle rather than being 
“thrown clear” like a 
motorcyclist. Another pos¬ 
sibility is intrusion into the pas¬ 
senger compartment. In this 
type of crash your chances are 
still better wearing seat belts, 
as at least you haven’t the 
problem of your passengers 
crashing into you. Oh yes. peo¬ 
ple flying around in cars quite 
often cause death and injury to 
other occupants of the vehicle. 

If you were involved in one of 
these types of crashes, or in¬ 
deed some other. I'm glad you 
were the exception and that 
you are still here to relate your 
fortunate experience. But I 
wouldn't want your misinfor¬ 
mation to deter someone else 
from wearing their seat belts 
around town which might cause 
their death or injury. 

One study of 28.000 crashes in 
Sweden showed that no deaths 
occurred among belted occu¬ 
pants under 60 mph. However 
deaths for unbelted occupants 
started at 12 mph. 

The first results of the On¬ 
tario experience are just 
starting to come in. and they 
show the following results for 
January and February. 1976. 
Accidents increased from 
35.909 to 38.412 from January- 
February. 1975. Deaths drop¬ 
ped from 224 in 1975 to 147 this 
year. Injuries dropped from 
13.412 to 11.400. Not all of these

savings in lives and Injuries 
can be attributed to the man¬ 
datory seat belt law as speed 
limits In Ontario were reduced 
at the same time, and no doubt 
this has also had some bearing 
on this encouraging turn of 
events.

Europe's most modern steel 
and port complex at Fos on the 
Mediterranean, now in serious 
if temporary difficulty: and the 
plan of the late 1960s for the 
world's greatest commercial 
centre, now only a 90-foot hole 
in the heart of Paris. 

Only the Eiffel Tower, for 


many years the world s highest 
structure, has fulfilled every 
dream. 

Certain businessmen and 
politicians are taking an "Hold 
you so" position. They argued 
vigorously from the beginning 
that under present conditions 
of aeronautical science and 
world travel the. Concorde 
could be only an economic dis¬ 
aster. 

One such politician was Jean- 
Jacques Servan-Schreiber, 
author of The American Chal¬ 
lenge and formerly leader of 
the Radicals. 

All the predictions of this 
group have been proved cor¬ 
rect by the fact that not one 
Concorde has yet been sold (ex¬ 
cept the nine obligatorily taken 
by the British and French 
state-owned airlines) and that 
the 16 under construction may 
be the last. 

The final school of thought at 
present, quite obviously gain¬ 
ing strength month by month, 
is that the entire air Industry is 
today inevitably international. 
They argue that the first totally 
successful supersonic plane 
and flight service, probably in 
the 1980s. will be essentially in¬ 
ternational.

Kanasewlch visited China in 
November and learned the 
Chinese have some 300 
monitoring stations and 10.000 
people working on earth¬ 
quakes. Canada has about 40 
stations and around 50 people, 
although Canada has a higher 
proportion of highly qualified 
people 

"There are some six stations 
in the Quebec array and a 
similar number in the Victoria 
array so you can see we are 
still a long way from either 
monitoring a large enough area 
or having the stations close 
enough together so that we can 
reliably determine velocity 
ratios.” 

Current theory holds that 
changes in waves through the 
earth's crust can Indicate im¬ 
pending earthquakes. 

The difficulty with earth¬ 
quake prediction, he explained 
Is that it is not totally reliable 
and a prediction program- 
whlch produces 10 false alarms 
for every accurate warning—Is 
not likely to be accepted. 

The Chinese and Americans 
hate moved more quickly than 
Canada because they have ex¬ 
perienced catastrophic earth¬ 
quakes from which Canadians 
have been spared for the most 
part.

"It will take a disaster to 
trigger implementation of a 
program on a large enough 
scale." 

Earthquakes are con¬ 
siderably more frequent than 
most people believe and a sta¬ 
tion at the university, which 
can pick up a quake virtually 
anywhere in the world, has 
days when as many as five ma¬ 
jor ones are recorded, most of 
them in the ocean floor or in 
remote areas where they do no 
damage to human habitation 
and so are never reported wide¬ 
ly 

The St. Lawrence area mav 
not be active now. but 
Kanasewlch said 500 or 600 


years ago there was activity 
and. with the data now- 
available. there is no way to be 
sure whether we are reaching 
the end of a cycle. 

Dr D I. Gough, director of 
the institute of earth and 
planetary physics at the uu 
iversltv. has made a study of 
earthquakes caused by man’s 
activity. The construction of 
major reservoirs rhore than 300 
feet deep, is the major cause, 
he said, with the water pres¬ 
sure created by filling the 
reservoir on the rock formation 
beneath it. 

Gough said he would like to 
see stress tests done on the 
area beneath the reservoir 
itself so that the dam holding 
the water can be designed to 
withstand earthquakes.

■ There are more than 200 
large reservoirs in the world 
and only 20-odd have triggered 
earthquakes." he said. 

"If an earthquake is trig¬ 
gered close to the wall, then 
the possibility exists of the wall 
being broken and causing 
severe flooding downstream. I 
think this is the major source 
of risk, although it hasn t hap¬ 
pened so far " 

(iough said he is not aware ot 
basin stress studies done on 
major reservoirs in Canada 
"The danger exists wherever 
a large reservoir is constructed 
on a river which has con¬ 
siderable population 
downstream ” 

He said he was not ad¬ 
vocating that humanity stop 
building dams "because these 
are Important to us " 

"What I am advocating is 
that precautions ought to Ik* 
taken Engineers are well 
aware of the danger and art- 
well able to design a dam to 
resist earthquakes." 

An earthquake may not 
strike immediately One reser¬ 
voir in India did not produce a 
major earthquake until five 
vears after It was filled to the 
brim and Kanasewlch said one 
in China had produced some 
250.000 earthquakes since it 
was brought to capacity

"Next time the wellhead 
price of oil is increased, the 
corresponding Increase in the 
retail price of petroleum prod¬ 
ucts must be accomplished in 
an orderly and equitable fash¬ 
ion. 

"There must be no more ex¬ 
tended price freezes on the 
part of individual provinces." 

Young said federal-provin¬ 
cial cooperation is critical to 
the success of national energy 
policy but "such agreement 
and co-ordination is sadly 
lacking as individual prov¬ 
inces and federal authorities 
seek to protect and promote 
their own particular inter¬ 
ests." 

He also criticized the "regu¬ 
latory nightmare" to which he 
said the oil industry is sub¬ 
jected. 

Since 1972 there had been 17 


major changes in petroleum 
taxes and royalties, while in 
one year Imperial alone had 
to make 1,693 separate price 
submissions tp just one pro¬ 
vincial energy agency. 

He said the cost to the in¬ 
dustry, to consumers and to 
taxpayers of such regulation 
is frightening.

New management tool 


Profit-sharing plans spread 


By JOSEPH DUPUIS 


Profit-sharing plans, little 
known, frequently misunder¬ 
stood, and sometimes con¬ 
troversial, are gaining new 
popularity in Canada. 

Bernard Diekman, pres¬ 
ident of the Toronto-based In¬ 
stitute of Profit Sharing, 
timates there were 25,000 pro¬ 
fit-sharing plans of all types 
operating last year, ‘ and no 
two are alike.” 

The institute, with 274 
members ranging from giant 
corporations to companies 
with fewer than 50 workers, 
increased its membership last 
year by 50 per cent. 

There are three ways in¬ 
dustry may share' profits with 
its workers — the cash meth¬ 
od, the Employees Profit 
Sharing Plan, and the De¬ 
ferred Profit Sharing Plan. 

Of these, the DPSPs appear 
to be the fastest growing and 
the most controversial. 

“There has been a phenom¬ 
enal growth in deferred profit 
sharing plans,” says William 
Whitelock, a senior pension 
consultant with Montreal 
Trust. 

Assets of all DPSPs ad¬ 
ministered by trust compa¬ 
nies in Canada in 1974 were 
valued at 590 million, an in¬ 
crease of 520 million over the 
previous year. 

Add the assets administered 
by personal trustees appoint¬ 
ed by companies from their 
own staff and the figure could 
well exceed 5300 million this 
year. 

One estimate is that there 
are 11,000 DPSPs registered 
in Ottawa. 

Under the cash method 
plan, an employer sets aside 
a predetermined percentage 
of profits to be distributed to 
workers in cash at the end of 
each year. Although widely 
used, it is believed to be the 
least effective of the plans be¬ 
cause, in most cases, the 
worker does not invest the 
bonus on which he pays tax 
but spends it. 

It is, therefore, not a sav¬ 
ings or retirement plan. 

The employees profit-shar¬ 
ing plan is similar to a DPSP 
in that the employer pays 
into a trust fund but the tax is 
paid each year on the amount 
allocated to each employee. 
EPSPs do not have to be reg¬ 
istered, which makes it dif¬ 
ficult to obtain figures on the 
number in force, or the assets 
they represent. 

DPSPs are the only plans 
that have to be registered. 

Under the DPSP. the em¬ 
ployer may contribute a sum 
equal to 20 per cent of the 
staffer’s salary or a max¬ 
imum of 52,500 a year. 

These sums, placed in a 
trust fund, are invested by an 
appointed trustee — usually a 
trust company — then allocat¬ 
ed according to a predeter¬ 
mined formula, usually on 
retirement or on termination 
of employment. 

An important, and con¬ 
troversial, feature of' the 
DPSPs is that the employer 
may select the workers who 
will share in company profits. 
There are no restrictions on

workers contributing to the 
plan but there is little incen¬ 
tive for them to do so because 
their deposits are not tax 
free. 

In other words, a worker 
would have to contribute out 
of his salary which, of course, 
is taxed. 

“What happens, in effect,” 
«aaid one trust company execu¬ 
tive, “is that the boss says to 
his best people, so long as you 
keep working for v me, I'm 
going to put some money in 
the pot.” 

The major complaint is that 
the DPSP may become a tool 
of the employer who uses it to 
provide a tax shelter for 
excess earnings and as an in¬ 
centive to keep key staff per¬ 
sonnel. 

In the case of DPSPs, the 
key staff personnel generally 
refer to executives, and not 
hourly or casual workers. 

J. Lyman Maclnnis of 
Touche, Ross and Co., in a 
speech to a conference last 
fall of the Canadian Tax 
Foundation, described the 
DPSPs as “an excellent vehi¬ 
cle for top-hat deferrals.” In

For exam¬ 
ple, if a company donates 
51,000 to a worker’s pension 
plan, he can only place 51,600 
into his DPSP.

Dofasco has two basic 
plans, the Employees’ Sav¬ 
ings and Profit-Sharing Fund 
(The Fund), which is a sim¬ 
ple, straight-forward retir¬ 
ement incomes plan, and the 
Employees’ Deferred Profit 
Sharing Plan.

NHL signs long-term pact 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
longest collective bargaining 
agreement between a sports 
organization and its players 
has been officially signed by 
representatives of both the 
National Hockey League and 
the NHL Players’ Association, 
it was. announced Monday. 

The official signing was an¬ 
nounced at a joint news con¬ 
ference called by the NHL 
and the NHLPA. 

The five-year agreement 


covers the period from Sept. 
15, 1976, through Sept. 14, 
1980, and was originally an¬ 
nounced last Oct. 6. Although 
it has been signed only now, 
both parties have worked 
under terms pf the agreement 
since last autumn. 

One of the highlights of the 
agreement is the recognition 
by the players that the 
owners have the right to 
equalization or compensation 
from another NHL team 
which acquires the services of 


a player who has played out 
his option. 

Another point in the pact is 
that a team and player may 
negotiate a no-option contract 
in which case the player, at 
the end of the fixed term of 
the contract, is unconditional¬ 
ly released and as a free 
agent may negotiate with any 
other NHL team. 

Two player representatives 
will be invited to attend all 
meetings of the NHL rules 


with the sixth and final Olym¬ 
pic berth.

Davis hints 
smaller * 
ferries 
rate relief 

Transport Minister Jack 
Davis confirmed Monday that 
the government is not con¬ 
sidering a review of ferry 
fares, although he did hint, 
that there could be some re¬ 
lief on fares between Camj>- 
bell River and Quadra Island, 
and that he was “always pre¬ 
pared to listen to well founded 
submissions" from other Gulf [ 
Islanders. 

Davis made his statement 
in the House after being 
asked by Scott Wallace 
(C—Oak Bay) if he was 
aware that the new rates 
would create considerable 
hardship for Islanders forced 
to travel to Victoria for medi¬ 
cal attention and for students 
forced to travel to Vancouver 
Island to attend school. 

Wallace also wanted to 
know if the minister was con¬ 
sidering staff reductions at 
the management level or the 
ferry systepi. 

“Yes, that is under study." 
Davis replied. “But I should 
point out that there has not 
been a substantial increase at 
the management level in re¬ 
cent years." 

Asked by Wallace if he was 
still considering permitting a 
free enterprise company to 
operate ferry dining rooms on 
a lease basis, Davis gave a 
\ague answer. 

"We are considering all op¬ 
tions," he said. “But I should 
point out again that new fer¬ 
ries going on line this year 
don’t have dining rooms." 

Also in Legislature Monday, 
Consumer Services Minister 
Rate Mair was accused of not 
looking after the interests of 
consumers by not fighting 
hard enough against price in¬ 
creases imposed by the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

“The minister should have 
raised a ruckus in cabinet op¬ 
posing the attack which is 
taking place against the con¬ 
sumers in B.C.," Karen San¬ 
ford (NDP—Comox) said dur¬ 
ing debate on his budget es¬ 
timates. 

“He should have opposed 
the 100-per-cent increase in 
lerry rates, the 150-per-cent 
increase in insurance rates 
and even the proposed $2-a- 
barrel increase for oil," Ms. 
Sanford said. 

The minister replied that 
the cabinet had made the de¬ 
cisions, and "I am proud of 
these decisions. I am pleased 
to have helped make them 
and I supported them." 

Mr. Sanford said the con¬ 
sumer services minister had 
promised his government 
“would always take a second 
look, particularly when an in¬ 
justice has been alleged. 

"Well, an injustice has hap¬ 
pened, enough for a second, 
third and fourth look, and I 
expect the minister will stand 
in the cabinet and say : ‘Look, 
no more attacks on the con¬ 
sumers of this province.’ ”

The 3bj-year-old female 
mate for Haida, Nootka has 
eaten a healthy 40 pounds of 
fish a day during her eight- 
month stay but has stopped 
feeding and a high-priced 
group of scientists can’t tell 
why. 

They have discovered a 
bacteria in her blowhole — 
the only clue after two days of 
tests. 

Though the chances are 
small that the bacteria, which 
sometimes cause pneumonia, 
started the problem, visiting 
marine mammal expert Dr. 
John Allen said it is all they 
can find to treat. Allen, from 
New Zealand, has been on a 
business-holiday trip in the 
Northwest. 

Nootka is “definitely not 
dying," said Sealand manager 
Angus Matthews, who has 
postponed a honeymoon to 
stay in Victoria while the 
whale is treated. 

Twice-daily antibiotic doses 
administered when the 
l,950-]x>und animal is netted 
and lifted to land, will con¬ 
tinue while further blood testa 
probe Nootka’s state. 

Matthews suggested the ani¬ 
mal, which is too young to 
male, has ‘spring fever 
Haida may have been trying 
to put the hustle on her."

Seattle again this year — if it 
can get a new contract, with 
the crew. 

Crew members are seeking 
parity with B.C. Ferries 
workers.

“Haibor Ferries did not 
give us a firm proposal in 
dollar terms, but merely an 
offer to manage the vessel on 
a profit-sharing basis. The 
documentation as to probably 
costs and profit outlooks in 
'both cases was incomplete.” 

Davis said other firms had 
expressed an interest in bid¬ 
ding to lease the ship but had 
"backed off on closer exami¬ 
nation of costs and respective 
income.” 

The minister said "obvious¬ 
ly, the Princess Marguerites' 
operations are marginal at 


best. Were we to charge de¬ 
preciation on the govern¬ 
ment’s $2 million investment 
in the ship, they (the private 
companies! would be losing 
money.” 

Davis indicated ho didn't 
expect the Marguerite to 
make money or break even 
with the government at the 
helm. 

"Cf course we shall try to 
keep the losses to a mini¬ 
mum,” he said. “If we are 
lucky we will be abj£ to re¬ 
cover some of the investment 
which the people of B.C. have 
in the ship. 

“It all depends on how well 
she is managed.” 

With the first regular run 
between the two cities sche¬ 
duled for May 21, the day 
after her inaugural run, the 
end-of-summer run will take 
place Sept. 27, giving her an 
extra 10 days on the route. 

The Marguerite will not run 
between Victoria and Port An¬ 
geles this year.

Esquimalt 

Residents 
protest 
rezoning 1 

Esquimalt council Monday 
night heard of possible finan¬ 
cial loss and accusations of 
discrimination at a public 
hearing into proposed down- 
/oning of 306 properties zoned 
for apartment use. 

The public hearing, which 
drew 450 persons to .lubilee 
Hall at the recreation centre, 
was called by council to hear 
protests over three bylaws. 

The bylaws would reduce 
zoning on 45 of 50 acres of 
vacant land which is apart¬ 
ment-zoned, as well as create 
new townhouse (R3TL) and 
low-density (R3L) apartment 
zoning designations. 

Regular R-3 apartment den¬ 
sity would drop from 60 to -i0 
units per acre, while R3TL 
land could accommodate only 
nine units and R3L, 12 units 
an acre. 

Although more than 20 per¬ 
sons spoke at the hearing on 
how the bylaws directly af¬ 
fected them or their clients, 
only one voiced strong sup¬ 
port for council’s proposed 
bylaws. 

•Tm in favor and the 
sooner the better." said Bruce 
Roger of 962 Dingley / Dell, 
who suggested those favoring 
apartments were either non¬ 
residents or those about to 
sell and move away. 

"Don’t you think il would 
have been fairer to apply the 
zoning changes uniformly? 
asked H. G. Charania of 
608-610% Nelson, who argued 
that straight lew-density 
apartment zoning would have 
brought the developed popula¬ 
tion only 5 per cent above the 
target set by the community 
plan. 

•Td like lo know wlto owns 
that property and hew it re¬ 
mained untouched,” council 
was asked In respect to the 
five apartment-zoned acres 
not affected by the bylaws. 

Mayor Art Young told the 
questioner that council gener¬ 
ally wasn’t aware of who 
owned the property affected 
and decisions were divorced 
from any ownership consider¬ 
ations. Young said two council 
member^ had their own prop¬ 
erty dowTtzoned and could not 
take part in bylaw discussion. 

The Victoria Shipyard 
Workers Co-operative, which 
owns the Dominion Hall, said 
the down zoning would impede 
plans to demolish the building 
ami replace it with a bus¬ 
iness-apartment complex. 

The Salvatkm Army ^pre¬ 
sented a proposal that would 
replace the 24-bed Sunset 
lodge with a 118-bed facility 
for which, its brief argued, 
there was an urgent need in 
the community. 


Questioned by trustee Dr. 
Mark Fisher as to what was 
meant by the term illegal 
drugs, Ait Lamrock, director 
of pupil services and re¬ 
search, said it referred to all 
drugs defined as illegal under 
the Canada Criminal Code. 

Lamrock added that the dif¬ 
ficulty in administering the 
regulation might be in prov¬ 
ing possession. 

Fisher agreed, saying it. 
would be extremely difficult 
to prove if, for instance, the 
drugs were found in a stu¬ 
dent's locker or personal ef¬ 
fects. 

“I can see us getting into 
. . . difficulties in the area of 
defamation of character and 
negation of personal rights." 
Fisher added. 

Assistant superintendent 
Dr. John Wiens stepped in to 
suggest that there was a dif¬ 
ference between a court of 
law and what parents would 
"sensibly" do in their own 
homes. 

Fisher, the only trustee "ho 
didn’t agree with the proposed 
regulation, said the trustees 
might be "rendering a social 
s t i g m a ’ 1 because school 
records were often looked into 
by judges. 

Superintendent Jake Long- 
more interrupted to advise 
trustees that only expulsions 
showed on a student’s record, 
not dismissals. 

Fisher ended his argument 
by saying that “drugs are 
considered an integral part of 
present-day society” and that 
the policy lacked teeth unless 
expulsion was die penalty. 

Other trustees, however, 
agreed with acting chairman 
Susan Brice who said the 
word “may” in the policy left 
room for principals to use dis¬ 
cretion in application of the 
regulation. 

A related motion concerning 
administration of oral medi¬ 
cation to students was tabled 
until June so that legal opin¬ 
ion could be sought. The mo¬ 
tion dealt with the administra¬ 
tion of medication as a re¬ 
sponsibility of principals. 

Fisher, a medical doctor, 
commented that trustees 
should not encourage the ad¬ 
ministration of any kind of 
medication and warned trust¬ 
ees that even in hospitals 
there was a 20-per-cent error 
factor in administering drugs. 

The trustees also formally 
received Longmore’s resigna¬ 
tion to accept a superinten¬ 
dent’s job with the Calgary 
public school bard. 

Tzrngmoje. who has been su¬ 
perintendent in Greater Vic¬ 
toria for the past 10 years, 
also set in motion the machin¬ 
ery to find his replacement. 

Four management consul¬ 
tant firms, L. W. Downey and 
Associates, Price Waterhouse, 
Woods Gordon and Peat Mar¬ 
wick, will be asked to attend 
a meeting with trustees 
Thursday afternoon. One of 
the firms will be selected to 
assist in selecting a new su¬ 
perintendent, who is expected 
to begin Sept. 1.

creases, and the debt rate is 
up 3.59 mills, of which 2% 
mills will go to repayment on 
the new recreation centre. 

Smith said he did not want 
to accuse the school board of 
being profligate, and noted 
that trustees had blamed the 
provincial government for 
withholding expected grants 
that some other school dis¬ 
tricts did receive. 

The new mill rate will be 
117.9 mills, compared with 
99.28 last year. 

The general municipal mill 
rate of 49 mills will raise 
$2,286,790 compared with 
$2,694,947 from a 45.46 mill 
rate last year.

One reminded Mayor Brian 
Smith of his words three 
years ago when he was an al¬ 
derman: "It is common sense 
and common law that the tax¬ 
payer and those who repre¬ 
sent him have a right to be 
heard.” 

Smith said some people 
were under the misapprehen¬ 
sion at that time that apart¬ 
ments were banned trom the 
Willows Beach area. 

What had in fact hapj>cncd 
was that zoning was changed 
from apartment to residential 
only for single family homes, 
but those sites which already 
had apartments on them re¬ 
tained the apartment zoning. 

Mrs. Nan Ward said she 
had lived in the area for 47 
years. 

Three years ago she had 
come away from some meet¬ 
ings feeling that council had,, 
upheld the people’s desires.

"Somebody mentioned then 
it would come back to haunt 
us. and it has haunted me for 
three years,” she said. 

Mrs. D. R. Horton said that 
three years ago she and her 
husband had deliberately re¬ 
quested consolidation of their 
double lot into one single fam¬ 
ily residence, losing potential 
value but feeling it was the 
right thing to do. 

At that time the owner of 
three lots adjoining Uplands 
I^odge was denied the right to 
develop that property. 

‘‘It’s unfair to allow 
Uplands Lodge tp develop 


when three years ago we put 
hands down to any develop¬ 
ment, and we ourselves volun¬ 
tarily zoned down.” 

Various speakers reminded 
aldermen of the avalanche of 
mail they had received and 
the general protests at any 
changes to the Willows Beach 
area which came from all of 
the Greater Victoria area 
three years ago. when an 
apartment building had been 
proposed. 

Hundreds of people use the 
beach every weekend, they 
said, calling it one of the most 
popular, most accessible and 
one of the loveliest, beaches on 
Vancouver Island.

Bennett avoids duty 


Premier Bennett is trying to 
avoid political responsibility 
lor oil price increases, while 
at the same timfet abandoning 
his duty to see that the in¬ 
creases lead to increased oil 
exploration, Liberal Gordon 
Gibson said in the Legislature 
Monday. 

He was replying to a state¬ 
ment by Bennett on the re¬ 
sults of last week’s federal- 
provincial conference on en¬ 
ergy. 

Gibson said oil prices 
should reflect the scarcity of 
hydrocarbons for energy, and 
that would not happen with 
Bennett’s recommendation for 
removing the 10-cents-a-gallon 
excise tax to keep the same 
price at the pumps. 

In doing that, he said, the 
premier was simply trying to 
avoid political responsibility. 

And, said Gibson, any 
agreement on oil price in¬ 
creases should include guar¬ 
antees that the money would 
go toward exploration, not 
just into windfall profits for 
the oil companies. 

Tory Scott Wallace castigat¬ 
ed the government for speak¬ 
ing with two voices at once. 

On the one hand, he noted, 
the premier wants to fight in¬ 
flation and then he increases 
the cost of oil. 

The premier talks about na¬ 
tional unity, and then wants 
to raise oil prices at the ex¬ 
pense of the rest of the 
country. 

“You tell us on one hand 
you believe in this nation and 
on the other hand you want to 
wring out every nickel from

citizens in other parts of the 
country.” 

Wallace added that he did 
not. think either Alberta Pre¬ 
mier Loughheed or Saskatche¬ 
wan Premier Rlakeney had 
shown the sense of national 
unity they should have done. 

He agreed with Gibson on 
the need for guarantees that 
additional oil company profits 
would go Into exploration. 

“Simply allowing the oil 
companies to derive greater 
revenue and assume that dra¬ 
matically-increased profits 
will lead to increased explora¬ 
tion is something the figures 
of the last few years don’t 
confirm," he said. 

Bennett confirmed in the 
House his support for increas¬ 
ing Canadian oil prices to the 
world level. 

Up to this point, he said, the 
producing provinces have 
been losing revenue in order 
to keep prices down in the 
rest of Canada. 

“Provinces which before re¬ 
ceived the full benefit of their 
resources have been having a 
part syphoned off by the fed¬ 
eral government to use to 
lower prices in eastern and 
central Canada,’’ he said. 

Bennett also said the prov¬ 
ince has a submission before 
the national energy board to 
increase the price of natural 
gas from $1.65 to $2. 

Bennett criticized policies of 
the previous government 
which had offered to turn 
over control of oil and natural 
gas resources to the, federal 
government In return for 
various assurances. 

Gary Lauk (NDP—Van¬ 
couver Centre) accused the 
premier of getting up under 
the guise of a ministerial 
statement-to defend his “sell¬ 
out” of natural resources. 

David Stupich (NDP— 
Nanaimo) also referred to the 
results of the conference as a 
seU-out. 

He noted the premier had 
not offered to control the

Road priorities 
all over Island 


CAMPBELL RIVER 
Southern Vancouver Island 
municipalities do not share 
the view of their north Island 
counterparts, that road priori¬ 
ties exist only on the northern 
part of the Island. 

Their strong stand was re¬ 
sponsible for a change in a 
brief to be presented soon to 
the provincial government by 
the exeoutive of the Associa¬ 
tion of Vancouver Island Mu¬ 
nicipalities. 

The meeting endorsed a mo¬ 
tion that the association’s 
road committee report, pre¬ 
sented at the spring meeting 
here after two years’ study, 
be altered to state the number 
one road priority be the entire 
Island Highway from Victoria 
to Port Hardy. 

The report had indicated 
that the No. 1 priority on the 
Island was the upgrading, 
completion and improvement 
of the highway. Particularly 
from Nanaimo north, includ¬ 
ing the “missing link” — Kel¬ 
sey Bay to Camp Woss. 

■ Municipal leaders from 
southern parts of the Island 
charged the committee with 
ignoring their areas. 

Mentioned specifically was 
the Cowichan Valley and a 
road from Victoria to Port 
Renfrew, which was de¬ 
scribed as a “classic example 
of a road desperately in need 
of upgrading." , 

The Langford arid Cblwood 
areas were also mentioned as 
“real problem areas" as well 
as the Malahat. 

Sayward Mayor Ronald 
Smith angrily denounced ear¬ 
lier speakers for not thinking 
of all Island residents. 

A recent government an¬ 


nouncement that contracts for 
completion of the highway 
won’t be awarded this year, 
as had been scheduled, Smith 
said, was “one of the monu¬ 
mental goofs of the Social 
Credit government.” 

He said the Island would be 
one of the only places in Can¬ 
ada with a highway leading 
nowhere except onto dense 
wilderness, if the government 
did not change its mind on 
awarding the two remaining 
contracts. 

Smith accused the Socreds 
of "creating an attitude that 
it has ceased to look after 
people with real need.” 

The people of northern Van¬ 
couver Island were the "real 
forgotten people of this prov¬ 
ince," he added. 

Smith also repeated a claim 
he made recently at a region¬ 
al board meeting, that it 
would be five years before 
some bridges on the stretch of 
the new road between Port 
Hardy and Kelsey Bay would 
be built. "Some have not even 
been designed yet," he said. 

He reminded delegates that 
the long-awaited road link has 
been talked about for 20 
years. In 1971, when work fi¬ 
nally started, "we were pro¬ 
mised a completion date of 
1978. But I doubt if the road 
will be oompHetad before 
1981.” 

Delegates agreed with the 
three-man road committee 
which drafted the report, that 
the Island does not receive its 
fair share of provincial high¬ 
way development commen¬ 
surate with the amount of tax 
dollars generated by the Is¬ 
land going Into provincial rev-

"A man who has 17 cap¬ 
sules of heroin is a menace to 
the public,” Judge Blake 
Allan said Monday in Victoria 
provincial court as he refused 
continued bail for a 23-year- 
old Victoria man. 

Allan spoke after Douglas 
James Pruden, 3134 Alder, 
pleaded guilty to separate 
charges of possession of 17 
capsules of heroin and a 
small amount of marijuana 
March 12 at his residence. 

Defence lawyer Jacquie 
Dorgan asked for a presen¬ 
tence report before sentence. 
Prosecutor Malcolm Macau¬ 
lay didn’t oppose the idea and 
Allan agreed, saying sentence 
would be pronounced May 31. 

Dorgan then asked that the 
$1,000 surety bail set March 
12 for Pruden be continued 
until sentencing. Again, Ma¬ 
caulay didn’t oppose the idea 
but this time, Allan did. 

The judge said those who 
use heroin "support them¬ 
selves by dishonest acts in 
most cases” and the public is 
"exposed to the risk" of such 
acts. 

Macaulay said police "forci¬ 
bly entered and searched" the 
resident about midnight 
March 11. In a basement bed¬ 
room occupied by Pruden, one 
balloon containing seven cap¬ 
sules was found on the floor 
near where Pruden was 
standing and a second with 10 
capsules was found behind a 
chair. The marijuana was in 
a dresser drawer. 

The prosecutor said 17% 
capsules of herein were found, 
and he quoted police as set¬ 
ting a street value of $50 a 
capsule for a total of $875. 
Dorgan said her client told 
her there were 17 capsules at 
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$45 each "for a maximum of 
$765.” 

A stay of proceedings was 
entered against another per¬ 
son charged with Pruden in 
the heroin matter.

Allan refused bail for Rob¬ 
ert Archibald Brook, 24, of 
West Vancouver, on a two- 
count charge of conspiracy to 
import^ and traffic in mari¬ 
juana which had been set for 
a three-week preliminary 
hearing in July but now may 
be delayed until October 
through lack of court space. 

Brook and five others were 
charged in April with import¬ 
ing marijuana.

Two changes have been 
adopted by the Victoria prose¬ 
cutor’s office following a re¬ 
cent habeas Corpus applica¬ 
tion in Victoria Supreme 
Court which freed a man 
fi*nm custody pending trial. 

Prosecutor Nicholas Ijing 
said Monday that the crown 
counsel’s office in Vancouver 
had been instructed to com¬ 
municate the results of all 
Victoria fcases before the 
court of appeal to the Victoria 
office. 

In addition, the prosecutor's 
office now will bring forward 
bail hearings even if they are 
for people in custody on a 
matter other than the subject 
of the bail hearing. 

"It is a perfect example of 
why the court of appeal 
should sit in Victoria again," 
Lang said. 

'The appeal would then 
have been heard here and 
we'd have known what the re¬ 
sult was." 

The court of appeal, which 
used to sit in Victoria for 
local cases, was shifted to 
Vancouver last summer while 
other superior courts were 
moved to temporary ac¬ 
comodation at the former St. 
Anns’ Academy during con¬ 
struction of two new floors at 
the Law Courts on Burdett 
Street. 

The man who was the sub¬ 
ject of the successful habeas 
corpus application was or¬ 
dered released from custody 
pending his trial in county 
■court this fall. 

Lang said the man, serving 
an 18-month sentence, was 
due for release with earned 
statutory remission, in Febru¬ 
ary. But he was convicted 
just before that of escaping 
lawful custody. 

That conviction meant he 
lost his remission time and 
would remain in custody until 
the middle of this year. But 
the conviction was reversed 
by the court of appeal in Van¬ 
couver in late February. 

But I,ang said neither tha 
prosecutors' office in Victoria 
nor Wilkinson Road jail was 
informed of the reversal of 
conviction so the man re¬ 
mained in jail. 

Lang said the man was 
therefore in Wilkinson Road 
jail illegally from late Febru¬ 
ary to late April. And because 
he was in jail on other mat¬ 
ters, he was not brought for¬ 
ward for bail hearing on the 
matter for which he faces 
trial later this year. 

Because of his background, 
the man’s identity and the 
charge against him for which 
he will stand trial later this 
year are not being published.

Robinson, In a brief com¬ 
ment to the Supreme Court, 
said "I am my own worst 
enemy, ’’ and added he would 
do his best to never drink 
again. 

Gould noted that Robinson 
had already spent three 
months in jail and both he 
and the complainant, aged 54, 
were "very drunk." 

Grown counsel Nicholas 
Lang said iT was "quite 
clear” Robinson was an alco¬ 
holic and alcohol was involved 
in the offence. He suggested a 
sentence of two and a half to 
three years. 

Defence counsel George 
Jones said Robinson's life had 
been “ruined or almost 
ruined" by alcohol and asked 
lhat he be given one last 
chance. He asked that the jail 
term be served in a provincial 
institution where treatment 
for alcoholism would be avail-. 
able. 

Robinson was found guilty 
April 23 by a Supreme Oourt 
jury which deliberated 30 
hours and 45 minutes, one of 
the longest-deliberating juries 
in Victoria.

Air Canada 
‘ scorns'' 
francaise 


QUEBEC (CP) - Air Cana¬ 
da showed "scorn for the 
French language” in its re¬ 
cent directive reaffirming the 
use of English in conversa¬ 
tions between pilots during 
flights, the Quebec Airline 
Employees Association said in 
a statement Monday. 

The association, represent¬ 
ing French-language airline 
employees in Quebec, said it 
intends to complain to the Of¬ 
ficial Languages Commis¬ 
sioner in Ottawa and to Que¬ 
bec’s language board about 
the directive. 

The association also took 
Air Canada to task for its hir¬ 
ing practices, noting that only 
seven per cent of the airline’s 
pilots are French speaking. 

The language directive, 
issued April 20 in the form of 
an amendment to the flight 
operations manual, defines 
English as a "technical lan¬ 
guage” to be used by pilots 
during flights. 

"The .policy was made lo 
avoid misunderstanding," an 
Air Canada spokesman said. 
"The pilots are used to using 
a specific jargon, and the 
technical terms are in 'En¬ 
glish.” 


Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams charged Monday that 
talk of a general strike by the 
B.C. Federation of Labor was 
"inflammatoiy.” 

Williams made the state¬ 
ment following reports in the 
Colonist Sunday that federa¬ 
tion president George John¬ 
ston was forecasting a gener¬ 
al strike to protest Bill 22. 

Bill 22 would effectively ban 
strikes on the B.C. Railway 
for four years, introduce com¬ 
pulsory and binding arbitra¬ 
tion in labor disputes on the 
railway for the same period, 
and establish a special ’ com¬ 
mission to probe labor unrest 
on the government-owned 
railway. 

"I'm surprised that .the B.C. 
Federation of Labor would 
come out with such a state¬ 
ment,” Williams said. "Talk 
of a general strike is inflam¬ 
matory." 

' He added that he felt the 
federation was misreading 
Bill 22 and that the executive 
appeared to be out of touch 
with its membership. 

"I don’t believe the workers 
of B.C. would support that 
sort of action.” he said. 

Williams added he hoped to 


meet federation leaders in the 
next few days to make the in¬ 
tentions of the bill clear, but 
he stressed that the govern¬ 
ment would not back down on 
the legislation introduced in 
the Legislature last Tuesday. 

"The legislation can’t be 
made a matter of bargain¬ 
ing,” he said. “We are not 
prepared to compromise the 
law.” 


Black killed 
in Rhodesia 

SALISBURY. Rhodesia 
(UPI) Black nationalist 
guerrillas have killed a black 
Rhodesian army corporal in a 
recent skirmish, the security 
forces headquarters an¬ 
nounced in a communique 
Monday. 


OTTAWA (CP) - Bleeding 
h e a r 18 , misguided social 
workers and do-gooders are 
ensuring that the average 
murderer gets more assis¬ 
tance and sympathy than the 
families of victims, a 
Progressive Conservative MP 
said Monday. 

Stan Darling (Parry Sound- 
Muskoka), who wants to re¬ 
tain capital punishment, said 
during Commons debate on a 
bill to abolish the death pen¬ 
alty that do-gooders rush to 
the defence of accused mur¬ 
derers before victims are 
given a decent burial and 
trials are begun. 

The bill, introduced by Soli¬ 
citor-General Warren All- 
mand, would impose a mini¬ 
mum jail term of 25 years for 
murderers of working police 
and prison guards. A parole 
would be a possibility in 15 
years. 

Darling said on the fourth 
day of debate on the leg¬ 
islation that since the 1 a s t 
executions in Canada in 1962, 


the murder rate has doubled 
and the attempted murder 
rate has quadrupled. 

"It is doubtful that violent 
criminals are treated more 
gently anywhere else in the 
world,” he said. 

Lloyd Francis (L-Ottawa 
West), parliamentary secre¬ 
tary to Treasury Board Pres¬ 
ident Jean Chretien, said he 
favored the death penalty. 

Hie 28-member cabinet is 
expected to back the bill as a 
group but Alim and and 
Prime Minister Trudeau have 
promised a free vote for Lib¬ 
eral parliamentary secre¬ 
taries and backbenchers. 

Arnold Malone (PC—‘Battle 
River) said government had 
to earn the right, by creating 
a peaceful and contented soci¬ 
ety, to abolish capital punish¬ 
ment. It had not. Most citi¬ 
zens wore for hanging after a 
decade in which the murder 
rate had doubled. 

"I’m not a happy hanger,” 
the 38-year-old Albertan said. 
Hanging evidently was the 
wrong means of execution.

Garden notes 




Every year, as the weather 
turns from wintry to balmy, 
the female of the species gets 
that glint in . her eye which 
portends the annual upheaval 
known as spring cleaning. 
Now that this ordeal is over, 
I'd like to suggest that simi¬ 
lar attention be paid to the 
houseplants. 

The poor things are looking 
more than a little woebegone 
by now. A winter indoors has 
taken away some of the shine 
and glamor, and dust has set¬ 
tled on the leaves, blocking 
their breathing pores and con¬ 
tributing to their hangdog ap- 
pearance. 

The smooth-leaved plants 
need a bath badly, while those 
with furry or fuzzy leaves 
should be dry-cleaned to re¬ 
move the grime of winter. 

Far the plants with shiny 
leave — philodendrons, rub¬ 
ber plants, maranta, san- 
sevieria, dieffertbachia, garde¬ 
nia. lemon and orange tree* 
— there isn’t anything mere 


refreshing than a sponge bath 
with warm, slightly soapy 
water. 

Use real soap, not a deter¬ 
gent, to make die suds, and it 
is good insurance to add a lit¬ 
tle bug killer — diazirton or 
malathion at label rates — 
just In case there should be 
some insect pests present. 

Sponge each leaf on both 
sides working from the base 
toward the tip of the leaf, and 
keep a sharp lookout as you 
work for any tiny, shell-like 
deposits which tend to stick 
to the stems or leaf surfaces. 

These will be scale insects 
which, far all their innocent 
appearance, are sucking the 
life blood out of your plants 
while sheltering under a tiny 
igloo of hard shell. 

One common kind, especial¬ 
ly fond of houseplant ferns, 
looks like sticky flecks of var¬ 
nish or shellac, a little 
smaller than a grain of rice. 
If only a few of these are 
found, they can be picked off 
on the point of a pocket knife, 


wiped off on a sheet of tissue, 
and consigned to the fire be¬ 
fore they have a chance to 
breed and multiply. 

A more serious infestation 
calls for sterner measures. 
One old-time remedy is to 
paint the colonies with an oil- 
based furniture polish! 

Once the sponging is com¬ 
plete, go over the plant again 
with clean, clear soft water. 
Even a mild soap might set 
up an irritation if not rinsed 
off, and in the case of the fur¬ 
niture polish treatment for 
scale insects, it is doubly im¬ 
portant to wash it off within 
the hour. 

The plants with hairy or 
furry leaves — African vio¬ 
lets, gloxinias, streptocarpus 
and the like — don't take too 
kindly to the sponging treat¬ 
ment, and it is best with these 
subjects to get rid of the dust 
on the leaves with a brush. 

A soft, new paint brush Is 
excellent, and one of my 
neighbours keeps an infant’s 
hair brush handy for this job. 


A big old Boston fern poses 
problems all its own, for it is 
obviously much too tedious a 
job to sponge aU the individu¬ 
al fronds by hand, yet it suf¬ 
fers as much from winter 
grime and dust as any other 
plant. 

Your best bet, with this sub¬ 
ject, is to wait for a gentle 
warm shower of rain, then set 
it outside and let nature do 
the clean-up job for you. If 
you live in neighbourhood 
where the rain is even dirtier 
than the fern, set your fern in 
the shower stall and spray 
with a pint of soft water to 
which has been added a table¬ 
spoonful of household ammo¬ 
nia. the liquid kind. 

After spring cleaning your 
houseplants, they can be in¬ 
fused with new life by top 
dressing. Remove the top inch 
of soil from the pots, being 
careful not to injure or dis¬ 
turb the roots and replace it 
with fresh jotting soil en¬ 
riched with a little very old 
rotted man me.

Seat-belt law 
for B. C. 
by this fall 

B.C. motorists will belt up or pay up later this 
year. 

Transport Minster Jack Davis confirmed Monday 
that mandatory seat-belt legislation will be introduced 
during the current session of the Legislature. 

He declined to provide more details "because it 
would be improper to discuss the legislation before 
MLAs have seen it." But he said the legislation, now in 
draft form, would probably follow Ontario laws. 

"It will substantially follow the Ontario legisla¬ 
tion.” he said. "It has been fairly well documented 
there that seat belts do save lives with as many as 50 
lives saved since seat belts became mandatory." 

He said he was convinced that seat belts were help¬ 
ful. 

Asked how soon the public could expect the new 
legislation he said "soon, very soon." 

In Ontario a driver and passengers can be fined if 
they are not using seat belts. 

The legislation, once approved by the House, would 
come into effect upon proclamation by cabinet, proba¬ 
bly by fall. 

Davis said a 33-per-cent drop in the number of traf¬ 
fic deaths in the first three months of this year in On¬ 
tario has been credited to the enforced use of scat 
bejlts. 

(Health Minister Robert McClelland told the B.C. 
Medical Association during the weekend that laws pro¬ 
viding for enforced use of seat belts have been passed 
in 16 countries and that they ar4 also being introduced 
in Quebec and Nova Scotia. * 

A seat belt law was introduced in the Saskatchewan 
legislature but withdrawn after the government was ac¬ 
cused of trying to rush legislation before the current 
session ended. 

Pat McGeer. minister responsible for the Insurance 
Corp. of B.C., told the annual conference of the Insur¬ 
ance Agents Association of B.C. last week that manda¬ 
tory seat belt use could save between $10 and $20 
million in hospital costs alone.

Trudeau described the 
French-Canadian inde(>en- 
dence movement as the "evil

John Porter of Calgary, 
general manager of the In¬ 
dependent Petroleum Produc¬ 
ers Association, was com¬ 
menting In an Interview on a 
statement by federal Energy 
Minister Alastair Gillespie 
that the increase could be 
about $1.35 a barrel following 
the failure of last week’s first 
ministers’ conference to es¬ 
tablish a new price. 

Porter said he viewed that 
figure merely as a point for 
debate. 

He said the international 
price of oil now was between 
512.50 and 313 a barrel while 
the domestic price was 38 a 
barrel. 

He said the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Coun¬ 
tries would meet June 1 and 
indications were it would 
raise the world price by an¬ 
other 5 per cent. Porter said 
if that happened, the Canadi¬ 
an domestic price w-ould have 
to rise to at least $10 a barrel 
just to maintain the tradi¬ 
tional relationship between 
the world and domestic 
prices.

crease in oil prices. 

W. J. Young, a senior vice- 
president of Imperial Oil, said 
that the last time the federal 
government raised oil prices, 
It put a 45-day freeze on the 
price of petroleum products 
and four provinces imposed 
their own freezes to extend 
the federal freeze. 

“The result was a mockery 
of a national policy, serious 
inequities for consumers in 
various parts of the country 
and a further financial set¬ 
back for the industry. 

“We cannot afford a repeat 
performance. 

“Next time the wellhead 
price of oil is increased, the 
corresponding increase in the 
retail price of petroleum prod¬ 
ucts must be a^jcomplished in 
an orderly and equitable fash¬ 
ion. 

“There must be no more ex¬ 
tended price freezes on the 
part of individual provinces.” 

Young said federaJ-provin- 
oial cooper at K>n is critical to 
the success of national energy 
policy but “such agreement 
and co-ordination is sadly 
lacking as individual prov¬ 
inces and federal authorities 
seek to protect and promote 
their own particular inter¬ 
ests.” 

He also criticized the “regu¬ 
latory nightmare” to which he 
said the oil industry is sub¬ 
jected. 

Since 1972 there had been 17 


major changes in petroleum 
taxes and royalties, while in 
one year Imperial alone had 
to make L693 separate price 
submissions to just one pro¬ 
vincial energy agency. 

He said the cost to the in¬ 
dustry, to consumers and to 
taxpayers of such regulation 
is frightening. 

On the anti-inflation pro¬ 
gram, he said there is “poten¬ 
tial for disaster’’ in the fact 
that anti-inflation guides per* 
mit companies to increase 
profits as a result of unusual 
productivity increases but 
there is no precise definition 
of what is an unusual produc¬ 
tivity increase.

NHL signs long-term pact 


MONTREAL (CP) - The 
longest collective bargaining 
agreement between a sports 
organization and its players 
has been officially signed by 
representatives of both the 
National Hockey League and 
the NHL Players’ Association, 
it was announced Monday. 

The official signing was an¬ 
nounced at a joint news con¬ 
ference called by the NHL 
and the NHLPA. 

The five-year agreement 


covers the period from Sept. 
15, 1975, through Sept. 14, 
1980, and w-as originally an¬ 
nounced last Oct. 6 . Although 
it has been signed only now, 
both parties have worked 
under terms of the agreement 
since last autumn. 

One of the highlights of the 
agreement is the recognition 
by the players that the 
owners have the right to 
equalization or compensation 
from another NHL team 
which acquires the services of 


a player who has played out. 
his option. 

Another point in the pact is 
that a team and player may 
negotiate a no-option contract 
in which case the player, at 
the end of the fixed term of 
the contract, Is unconditional¬ 
ly released and as a free 
agent may negotiate with any 
other NHL team. 

Two player representatives 
will be invited to attend all 
meetings of the NHL rules 


committee in a non-voting, 
advisory capacity. 

There is also an increase in 
the players’ pension of $750 
for each year of service, up 
from $500. 

The league’s award money 
will increase on an escalating 
scale beginning this season. 
The increase in 1975-76 was in 
the form of an award of $1,500 
per player for each of the pre¬ 
liminary round winners and 
losers during the Stanley Cup 
playoffs, an increase of $500.

Ferry rate increases 
threat to economy 


tyANAIMO Announced in¬ 
creases in ferry rates, to 'be¬ 
come effective June 1, are a 
"major threat to thp economy 
of Vancouver Island and (he 
Sunshine Coast, and will 
mean a reduction in the stan¬ 
dard of living of all residents 
of the Island and the main¬ 
land coast." 

That statemenl was made 
Saturday in Nanaimo by Tom 
Gooderham. director of orga¬ 
nization for the Canadian 
Labor Congress. 

Gooderham was speaking al 
the conclusion of a joint 
meeting of the four Van¬ 
couver Island labor councils 
here. 

He said that at a time when 
governments at all levels are 
calling for restraints to curb 
inflation, "we are again faced 
with 100 and 300 per cent in¬ 
creases in the cost of travel 
and massive increases in 
freight charges by the B.C. 
Ferry system.” He said the 
increases are "totally unac¬ 
ceptable and most punitive 
and discriminatory" against 
residents of the Island and the 
Sunshine Coast. 

Delegates to the meeting 
expressed the fear that the 


rate increases will boost the 
cost of living on the Island to 
an "unbearable” level, and 
w ill result in serious cutbacks 
in the tourist industry. 

The outcome of the meeting 
was that a telegram was sent 
1o Premier Bennett asking for 
a meeting to discuss the new 
rates and letters of protest 
were sent to transport min¬ 
ister Jack Davis and Alan 
Williams, minister of labor. 

The delegates also showed a 
unanimous support for the 
B.C. Government Employees 
Union in its fight with the 
against the proposed layoff of 
•120 ferry workers on June 1.

The government has an¬ 
nounced its plans to lay off 
the 400 employees effective 
June 1. the same date as in¬ 
creased ferry rates will go 
into effect. 

Transport and Com¬ 
munications Minister Jack 
Davis has also said that a 
decision on the proposal to 
build a new ferry terminal on 
Gabriola Island to link with a 
new terminal on Iona Island 
in the mouth of the Fraser 
River, will be announced next 
month. 

The proposal would involve 
construction of a new road 
system, a major bridge link¬ 
ing Gabriola with Vancouver 
Island, and othkr related fa¬ 
cilities. 

Allen told the labor group 
that the estimated cost of the 
proposed project was about 
$800 million.

Asked by Wallace if he was 
still considering permitting a 
free enterprise company to 
operate ferry dining rooms on 
a lease basis, Davis gave a 
vague answer. 

"We are considering all oi>- 
tions,” he said. "But I should 
point out again that new fer¬ 
ries going on line this year 
don’t have dining rooms.” 

Also in Legislature Monday. 
Consumer Services Minister 
Rafe Mair was accused of not 
looking after the interests of 
consumers by not fighting 
hard enough against price in¬ 
creases imposed by the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

"The minister should have 
raised a ruckus in cabinet oj>- 
posing the attack which is 
taking place against the con¬ 
sumers in B.C.,” Karen San¬ 
ford (NDP—Comox) said dur¬ 
ing debate on his budget es¬ 
timates. 

"He should have opposed 
the 100-per-cent increase in 
ferry rates, the 150-per-cent 
increase in insurance rates 
and even the proposed $2-a- 
liarrel increase for oil," Ms. 
Sanford said. 

The minister replied that 
the cabinet had made the de¬ 
cisions, and “I am proud of 
these decisions. I am pleased 
to have helped make them 
and I supported them." 

Mr. Sanford said the con¬ 
sumer services minister had 
promised his government 
"would alw r ays take a second 
look, particularly when an in¬ 
justice has been alleged. 

"Well, an injustice has hap¬ 
pened, enough for a second, 
third and fourth look, and I 
expect the minister will stand 
in the cabinet and say: ‘Look,

Tlie western provinces and 
Ontario have attacked Otta¬ 
wa’s plan announced Monday 
to continue the Olympic Lot¬ 
tery renamed Lct>Canada 
until 1979 to help pay off 
the Summer Games' deficit. 

Manitoba Health Minister 
Larry Desjardins reacted an¬ 
grily. saying the Ottawa pro¬ 
posals could destroy the West¬ 


ern Canada Lottery and cost 
Manitoba up to $10 million. 

He also accused Ottawa of 
making a deal with Quebec to 
finance the Olympics deficit, 
and of scrapping earlier plans 
for a national lottery to bene¬ 
fit all the provinces. 

“I think it's a doublecross. 
1 call if dishonesty fropi the 
federal government," Desjar¬ 
dins said. 


In Victoria, Provincial Sec¬ 
retary Grace McCarthy said 
she wasn’t happy either. 

She agreed with Desjardins 
an‘d said the four western 
provinces which run the West¬ 
ern Canada Lottery are con¬ 
cerned aboul the Loto-Can- 
ada impact. 

Ontario’s opposition was un¬ 
derlined by Robert Welch, 
recreation minister. 


He told the Ontario Provin¬ 
cial Parliament' that officials 
representing all provinces 
have already met with a view 
to establishing a national lot¬ 
tery. 

By mid-March, all of the 
provinces except Quebec had 
agreed with a proposal for an 
interprovincial lottery to re¬ 
place the Olympic one. which 
was to have had its last draw- 
in August. 


But Welch said the federal 
govpmjjient wa£ apparently 
moving away from that plan, 
which would have allowed 
each province to determine its 
own s|K*nd , ing priorities for 
the revenue derived from 
tickets sold within its jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

Loto-Canada could raise as 
much as one-third of the 
money needed to pay the 


Olympic deficit. Treasury 
Board President Jean Chre¬ 
tien said. ^ 

But while the lottery matj 
run after 1979. Quebec will not 
get any more money from it 
for the Games’ deficit, Chre¬ 
tien said. 

The new lottery will be run 
by a crown corporation, Loto- 
Canada Inc., and will start In 
September using the Olympic

Unless there is provincial 
intervention, the Hospital Em¬ 
ployees* Union expects its 
spreading strike to last as 
long as four weeks and in¬ 
volve numerous hospitals. 

The union indicated Monday 
it was digging in for a long 
siege as it made final pre¬ 
parations to expand the strike 
to Royal Jubilee Hospital at 6 
a.m. today. 

Plans were under way to 
make Surrey Memorial Hospi¬ 
tal the next target soon 
after the union hits Royal Ju¬ 
bilee. The day and time have 
ir t been disclosed. 

"Wo are just going to keep 
on taking strike votes and 
taking employees out until 
they (the hospitals) accept 
the Blair recommendations," 
said HEU secretary-business 
manager Jack Gerow. 

The strike began a week 
ago at Vancouver General 
Hospital after the hospitals 
rejected the recommendations 
of industrial inquiry commis¬ 
sioner Bert Blair. 

The union voted, acceptance 
of the ** same recommen¬ 
dations. which would have 
meant an 8-per-cent wage in¬ 
crease over one year for the 
16,000 members and another 5 
/ to 7 per cent in fringe bene¬ 
fits. 

As Royal Jubilee made 
emergency moves to ready it¬ 
self for today's strike. Gerow 
was already thinking of other 
objectives. 

Royal Jubilee executive 
director Dr. A. C. Pickles said 
the hospital was sending 
home "everyone who could 
possibly be discharged." 

This was in keeping with 
the hospital’s strike contin¬ 
gency plan. He said 326 pa¬ 
tients were discharged, but. 
another 68 had to he admit¬ 
ted. 

Acting on orders from the 
'labor minister to designate es¬ 
sential services, the Labor 
Relations Board ruled that 
of HEU’s 1.163 members 
would have to stay on the job.

B.C. motorists will belt up or pay up later thi* 
year. 

Transport Minster Jack Davis confirmed Monday 
that mandatory seat-belt legislation will be introduced 
during the current session of the Legislature. 

He declined to provide more details "because It 
would be improper to discuss the legislation before 
MLAs have seen it.” But hr said the legislation, now in 
draft form, would probably follow Ontario laws. 

"It will substantially follow the Ontario legisla¬ 
tion." he said. "It has been fairly well documented 
there that seat belts do save lives with as many as 30 
lives saved since seat belts became mandatory." 

He said he'was convinced that seal belts were help¬ 
ful. 

Asked how soon the public could expect the new 
legislation he said "soon, very soon." 

In Ontario a driver and passengers can be fined if 
they are not using scat belts. 

The legislation, once approved by the House, would 
come into effect upon proclamation by cabinet, proba¬ 
bly by fall 

Davis said a 33-pcr-ccnt drop in the number of traf- 
fic deaths in the first three months of this year in On¬ 
tario has been credited to the enforced use of seat 
tflTjItS. 

(Health Minister Roberl McClelland told the B.C. 
Medical Association during the weekend that, laws pro¬ 
viding for enforced use of seal belts have been passed 
in 16 countries and that they are also being introduced 
in Quebec and Nova Scotia. ) 

A seat belt law was introduced in the Saskatchewan 
legislature but withdrawn after the government was ac¬ 
cused of trying to rush legislation before the current 
session ended. 

Pat McGeer, minister responsible for the Insurance 
Carp, of B.C, told ibc annual conference of the Insur¬ 
ance Agents Association of B.C. last week that manda¬ 
tory seat belt use could save between $10 and $20 
million in hospital costs alone.

Greater Victoria school trustees have reinforced 
a regulation dealing with possession of illegal dings. 

Trustees agreed Monday at 
a committee meeting to bring 
forward a policy which gives 
principals the right to suspend 
any student found with drugs. 
The regulation will go before 
a regular board meeting next 
Monday for formal approval. 

Questioned by trustee Dr. 
Mark Fisher as to what was 
meant by the term illegal 
drugs. Art Lemrock, director 
of pupil services and re¬ 
search, said it referred to all 
drugs defined as illegal under 
the Canada Criminal Code. 

Lam rock added that the dif¬ 
ficulty in administering the 
regulation might be in prov¬ 
ing possession. 

Fisher agreed, saying it 
would be extremely difficult 
to prove if, for instance, the 
drugs were found in a stu¬ 
dent’s locker or personal ef¬ 
fects. 

"I can see us getting into 
. . . difficulties in the area of 
defamation of character and 
negation of personal rights," 
Fisher added. 

Assistant superintendent 
Dr. John Wiens stepped in to 
suggest that there was a dif¬ 
ference between a court of 
law and what parents would 
"sensibly” do in their own 
homes. 

Fisher, the only trustee vvho 
didn’t agree with the proposed 
regulation, said the trustees 
might be "rendering a social 
stigma’’ because school 
records w’ere often looked into 
by judges. 

Superintendent Jake Long- 
more Interrupted to advise 
trustees that only expulsions 
showed on a student’s record, 
not dismissals. ^ 

Fisher ended his argument 
by saying that "drugs are 
considered an integral part of 
present-day society" and that 
the policy lacked teeth unless 
expulsion was the penalty. 

Other trustees,' however, 
agreed with acting chairman 
Susan Brice who said the 
word "may" in the policy left, 
room for principals to use dis¬ 
cretion in application of the 
regulation. 

A related motion concerning 
administration of oral medi¬ 
cation to students was tabled 
until June so that legal opin¬ 
ion could be sought.. The mo¬ 
tion dealt with the administra¬ 
tion of medication a? a re¬ 
sponsibility of princii»ls. 

Fisher, a medical doctor, 
commented that trustees 
should not encourage the ad¬ 
ministration of any kind of 
medication and warned trust¬ 
ees that even in hospitals 
there was a 20-per-cent error 
factor in administering drugs. 

The trustees also formally 
received Longmore’s resigna¬ 
tion to accept .« superinten¬ 
dent's job with the Calgary 
public school bard.

Esquimalt. council Monday 
night heard of possible finan¬ 
cial loss and accusations of 
discrimination at a public 
hearing into proposed downi- 
zoning of 306 properties zoned 
for apartment use. 

The public hearing, which 
drew 450 persons to Jubilee 
Hall at the recreation centre, 
was called by council to hear 
protests over three bylaws. 

The bylaws would reduce 
zoning on 45 of 50 acres of 
vacant land which Is apart¬ 
ment-zoned, as well as create 
new townhouse (R3TL) and 
low-density (R3L) apartment 
zoning designations. 

Regular R-3 apartment den¬ 
sity would drop from 60 to 50 
units per acre, while R3TL 
land could accommodate only 
nine units and R3L, .12 units 
an acre. 

Although more than 20 (Ar¬ 
sons spoke at the hearing on 
how the bylaws directly af¬ 
fected them or their clients, 
only one voiced strong sup¬ 
port for council's proi>osed 
bylaws. 

"I'm In favor and the 
sooner the better.” said Bruce 
Roger of 962 Dingley Dell, 
who suggested those favoring 
apartments were either non¬ 
residents or those about to 
sell and move away. 

"Don’t you think it would 
have been fairer to apply the 
zoning changes uniformly?" 
asked H. G. Charania of 
608*610^ Nelson, who argued 
that, straight low-density 
apartment zoning would have 
brought the developed popula¬ 
tion only 5 per cent above the 
large! set by the community 
plan. 

"I’d like to know who owns 
that property and how it re¬ 
mained untouched," council 
was asked In respect to the 
five apartment-zoned acres 
n it affected by the bylaws. 

Mayor Art Young told the 
questioner that council gener¬ 
ally wasn't aware of who 
owned the property affected 
and decisions were divorced 
from any ownership consider¬ 
ations. Young said two council 
members had their own proj>- 
erty downzoned and could not 
lake part in bylaw discussion. 

The Victoria Shipyard 
Workers Oo-operative, which 
owns the Dominion Hall, said 
♦he downzoning would impede 
plans to demolish the building 
and replace it with a bus- 
iness-apartment complex. 

The Salvation Army pre¬ 
sented a proposal that would 
replace the 24-bed Sunset 
T-odge with a limbed facility 
for which, its brief argued, 
i here was an urgent need in 
the community.
